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Fall in jobless heralds 
end of recession at last 


■ The recession should be declared 
officially over on Monday. In the 
meantime, ministers are coyly faking 
heart from a new raft of statistics

A FALL in unemployment for 
the second successive month 
and a string of other positive 
economic signs yesterday 
raised government hopes that 
the recession is finally over. 

John Major resisted die 
temptation to declare an end 
to the longest slump since the 
second world war, but he 
promised that Britain would 
soon be “on the up”, and his 
buoyant manner at {be Com¬ 
mons despatch box reflected 
the private confidence among 
senior ministers. 

Besides the 26.000 fall in 
the jobless total the govern¬ 
ment was cheered by a cut in 
German interest rates, a sharp 
rise in business confidence, 
more house sales, and the best 
March car production figures' 
for 19 years. 

The number of jobless 
people claiming benefit drop¬ 
ped to a seasonally adjusted 
2.940.800 — the lowest for 
four months — with unem- 
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ployraent failing in ail regions 
and among both men and 
women. Gillian Shephard, the 
employment secretory, said 
fewer people were joining foe 
dole queues and vacancies 
were at a twoyear high, but 
she advised against reading 
too much into one month’s 
figures. 

In the Commons, foe prime 
minister showed similar cau¬ 
tion in hailing foe statistics as 
"very good news”. John Smith 
also welcomed the figures, but 
said the total was still far too 
high and condemned the “un¬ 
derlying weakness” of an 
economy menaced by a trade 
deficit projected to balloon to 
£17.5 billion this year. 

Falls in unemployment usu¬ 
ally come after economic re¬ 
covery is established, and 
economists admitted to some 
puzzlement over the latest 
figures. Explanations for tbe 
surprise dip included a more 
flexible labour market that 
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meant firms were quicker to 
hire staff as wefl as fire them. 

Frank Dobson. Labour's 
employment spokesman, said: 
“I hope it is a real reduction 
and not foe result of some new 
statistical fiddle.” Norman 
Willis of foe TUC warned 
against taking “false comfort” 
and the CBI looked for “a 
permanent rise in jobs, not 
just a fall in unemployment". 

Both the National Westmin¬ 
ster Bank and the Federation 
of Master Bufldezs forecast an 
increase in the coining 
months, but tbe British Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce predicted 
that unemployment would 
continue to rise. That was. 
however, the only gloomy 
prediction in the chambers’ 

S of 8,800 companies 
showed an increase in 
home and export sales and the 
highest level of business confi¬ 
dence for four years. 

The Treasury is likely to put 
more weight on the CBI*s 
industrial survey to be pub¬ 
lished next week, on improved 
shop sales, and on Monday's 
output figures. Those are ex- - 
petted to show the economy 
returning to growth mtlte first 
quarter—the official sign that 
the recession is over. 

In the meantime, ministers 
drew comfort yesterday from 
the surprise cut in two key 
German interest rates. While 
the move is unlikely to lead to 
further reductions here, it 
boosted financial markets and 
reassured investors. Sterling 
rose by more than two pfen¬ 
nigs to dose at DM2.4879. 

Two further signs of eco¬ 
nomic improvement came 
from motor manufacturers, 
who reported that 144.212 
cars were buflt in March—the 
best monthly figure since 
1987 — and from foe Royal 
Institution of Chartered Sur¬ 
veyors, whose three-month 
survey rtf the housing market 
in England and Wales found 
marked increases in sales.

British anger spills over in Vitez

LIEUTENANT Colon d Bob 
Stewart commander of Brit¬ 
ish forces in central Bosnia, 
finally vented his frustration at 
tbe bloody internecine conflict 
yesterday after witnessing 
some of the most gruesome 
handiwork fay death squads in 
foe tiny hamlet of Ahinid. east 
of Vitez. 

In one house alone, sokbeis 
discovered seven charred bod¬ 
ies, a bey and a young man 
seemingly dinging to the steps 
by the door and a mother and 
her two children in the base¬ 
ment wrapped toge ther in 
death. Another two corpses 
were so badly burnt they could 
not be recognised. The Selz 
family had become another 


statistic in this cruel struggle 
raging through central Bosnia 
as their entire village was 
burnt down by Croat forces 
last weekend. Even cows and 
dogs had been shot dead. 

LtCol Stewart left the house 
with his head bowed. He 
flagged down a passing car 
and harangued a soldier of foe 
local Croat HVO forces. 

“This is a disgrace, whole 
valleys have been massacred 
here. What is happening 
here?" 

When the driver of foe 
vehicle replied that the British 
commander needed permis¬ 
sion to be in the village, Col 
Stewart countwed: “I don't 
need permission from the 


HVO. I am the UN.” U Col 
Stewart later categorically de¬ 
nied that he was accusing the 
HVO specifically of commit¬ 
ting these atrocities. He said 
he had no evidence of which 
side had perpetrated the act 

The colonel’s outburst was 
yet another sign of the increas¬ 
ing frustration felt by foe 
British as they make their 
daily patrols around Vitez to 
recover bodies from this latest 
spate of “ethnic cleansing”. 
Each day uncovers another 
atrocity, but each day merely 
adds to foe desperation of the 
troops themselves who are 
unlikely to forget such gro¬ 
tesque images. 

As they monitored the latest 


ceasefire yesterday, it was evi¬ 
dent that the British faced a 
seemingly impossible task. 
The terms (rf the agreement— 
foot the Croats arm Muslims 
should pull track from their 
offensive positions north of 
Busovaca and Vitez — were 
holding, after the Muslim 
forces requested an extra 24 
hours to finalise their 
movements. 

The terms of a Bosnian 
ceasefire, however, like foe 
negotiations of the Vance- 
Owen plan, are never that

Retired police officers are moving to 
Spain in such numbers that the Costa del 
Crime is fast acquiring another nick- 
oamc Costa del Copper- 
At least 500 former office rs fro m 
Scotland Yard and provincial forces — 
including senior Flying Squad officers — 


are believed to be living along foe Costa 
del Sol and Costa Brava. One of them. 
Mike Rawlings, a former Scotland Yard 
chief superintendent living in Cadiz 
province; wants them to form an old 
boys’ association so that they can get 
together socially and help each other 
with the difficulties of living in Spam. 

Until Spain changed its extradition 
laws in foe 1980s and agreed a new 
treaty with Britain, tbe country had for 
decades been used as a haven by British 
criminals on the run including armed 
robbers, drug traffickers and fraudsters. 
Many suspects still live in Spain or 


mamtafn homes there and commute to 
London. 

Brian Hilliard, a former London officer 
and now editor of Police Review, said of 
retired officers in Spain: “Pensions are 
paid direct and the cost of living [Is] 
relatively low.” He and Mr Rawlings 
agree that after yearn of rivalry the 
former criminals and their hunters still 
keep their distance. Mr Rawlings saiefc “1 
think we have got involved in our own 
kinds of community." 

Mr Hflfiard said that many of the 
successful criminals lived in a style few of 
the police pensioners could emulate.

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Treumicht 
dies after 
surgery

AN DRIES TreumkhL leader 
of foe white supremacist Con¬ 
servative party, died last night 
in a Cape Town hospital, aged 
72- With his death the party 
enters a period of crisis, since it 
was virtually only his special 
skills that with diffioilty held it 
together. 

Dr Treumicht. a former 
minister in the Dutch Re¬ 
formed Church and member 
of the cabinet, founded the 
party in 1982 to protest 
against the “tiberal” policies of 
P.W. Botha, foe then prime 
minister, who was proposing a 
new constitution which would 
give a limited franchise to 
Coloureds and Indians. 

When he was admitted to 
hospital a week ago. party 
officials denied that he had 
had a heart attack. Three days 
ago, however, he had a quin¬ 
tuple heart bypass operation.

Last night he suffered a 
ventricular fibrillation from 
which he did not recover. 
Party officials were trying to 
contact Ferdinand Hartwn- 
berg. the party’s deputy leader 
ana Dr Treumidn’s most 
likely successor, who was trav¬ 
elling to Johannesburg.

JOHN Major last night broke 
free of the battles within his 
party to deliver his most 
positive statement for two 
years of his support for the 
European Community and 
Britain’s ability to shape its 
future development 

The prime minister marked 
foe end of the marathon 
committee stage of the Maas¬ 
tricht bill by delivering a 
dismissive attack on the Euro¬ 
sceptics who have dogged him 
since his election victory last 
year and presenting his vision 
of a tree trade, outward- 
looking Europe. 

In foe first of a series of 
speeches in which he win try to 
regain foe initiative on 
Europe, he ridiculed the idea 
that Britain could thrive out¬ 
side Europe, mounted a de¬ 
fence of Maastricht, and 
savaged foe anti-Europeans 
who tried “to make people's 
flesh creep” with their defeatist 
arguments. 

“I have never pretended 
that Maastricht is perfect but 
warts and afl. Maastricht 
makes Europe better.” he told 
foe Conservative Group for 
Europe. Mr Major’s speech, 
which surprised MPs by its 
outspokenness, represented a 
marked change in tone from 
recent pronouncements on 
Europe that have seemed 
more concerned with treading 
a cautious line between bis 
party’s waning factions. 

It came as MPs wound up 
the committee stage with a 
debate on foe soda! chapter 
provisions of foe treaty, and as 
ministers celebrated their 
comfortable victory in defeat¬ 
ing foe call for a referendum 
on Maastricht early yesterday. 

As foe treaty opponents 
geared upfor their next battles 
on the bill's report stage and 
more cmdafly in the Lords. 
where Baroness Thatcher wifl 
be in the forefront of the 
referendum campaign, Mr 
Major's speech appeared to 


emphasise foe government's 
confidence that foe worst trou¬ 
bles are behind il 

Last night Paddy Ash¬ 
down's Liberal Democrats 
claimed credit for progress on 
the bill. Archv Kirkwood, their 
chief whip, said that there was 
effectively a fourth party in 
Britain, foe anti-Maastricht 
Tory party, and it was not 
going to go away. 

Mr Major began his key¬ 
note speech by restating his 
desire to have Britain at the 
heart of Europe. He spoke of 
foe success of British com¬ 
panies in setting foe Euro¬ 
pean market and added: “But 
outside foe Community? Do¬ 
ing our own tiny thing, splen¬ 
didly adrift? It’s just not on. 
Outside Europe, Britain can 
survive; inside we will thrive.” 

Dismissing his Euro-critics. 
Mr Major said the sceptics’ 
argument that Britain should 
stick “at a Common Market 
and no more” was a narrow, 
unexalted vision. The oppo¬ 
nents of foil British participa¬ 
tion were moved by frustration 
as much as anything else, 
"frustration that we are no 
longer a world power, frustra¬ 
tion that nowhere is foe nation 
state foil sovereign, free to 
conduct its polities without 
concerting with ruddy 
foreigners”.

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Rail union 
fails to muster 
support for 
third strike

PROSPECTS of further 
strikes at British Rail over job 
security now look remote after 
the leadership of the main rail 
union decided yesterday to put 
B R's final offer on jobs out to a 
membership ballot 

The RMT leadership will 
recommend that the offer be 
rejected, but senior BR man¬ 
agers believe the fact that the 
union's executive committee 
could not muster a sufficient 
voting majority to sanction 
another 24-hour strike means 
that further strike action is 
unlikely to be supported by the 
union's members. 

BR. which strongly attacked 
the union's decision last night, 
is likely io pul considerable 
propaganda effort into ensur¬ 
ing that the new ballot of the 
RMTs rail members to be 
held on May 6 and 7 wifi 
return a vote in favour of what 
BR and the government insist 
is their final offer in reply to 
the union's claim for guaran¬ 
tees against compulsory re¬ 
dundancies in the run-up to 
rail privatisation. 

Ir emerged yesterday that, 
in four hours of talks late on 
Tuesday night, the union 
exeutive was unable to agree to 
another day's strike, probably 
for a week today, by the rwo- 
thirds majority required under 
the union's rules to authorise 
strike action. 

However, the executive vot¬ 
ed by a simply majority to 
reject BR's final offer. Union 
leaders knew that this split 
would be exploited by BR and 


the government to break any 
support for further strikes, and 
so decided to seek a fresh 
mandate for action from the 
union's 68.000 rail members. 

The split on the executive 
will harden BR and the gov¬ 
ernment's resolve to make no 
further improvement in their 
offer. Some BR managers 
believe the union leadership is 
using the membership ballot 
to dig itself out of the hole in 
which its split executive voting 
has placed it 

Jimmy Knapp, RMT gener¬ 
al secretary, said the execu¬ 
tive's view was that the 
assurances the union had 
been seeking from BR “have 
still not been made with the 
conviction we want". 

He said no further strikes 
would be called while the 
ballot was on. The vote will be 
counted by the independent 
Electoral Reform Society and 
the result declared on May 14. 

Paul Watkinson. BR group 
personnel director, accused 
the union executive of “abdi¬ 
cating responsibility" and 
warned that uncertainty still 
hung over the industry — 
which was "very bad news". 

“They don't have the inter¬ 
ests of the industry at heart 
We have nothing more to offer 
to the union and we shall 
make sure that we urge our 
staff to reject the RMTs 
position." 

Mr Watkinson said BR's 
message to its staff would be; 
"Don't be duped, be prepared 
to reject this call."

Renewed fall in jobless prompts

Big rise expected in 
press advertising 


Newspapers can expect big increases in advertising revenue 
as the industry heads out of recession, a conference was told 
yesterday. Mike Waterson, research adviser to the Advertis¬ 
ing Association, said that substantial growth was likely in 
the next two years, with “very considerable increases" in the 
next decade. 

Mr Waterson told the Newspaper Society conference in 
Edinburgh that television advertising had been growing 
rapidly in the past 12 months and was showing growth of 5 
per cent The regional press tended to foflow six to nine 
months behind, he said. Classified advertising would lead 
the recovery. 

Britain’s regional press accounted for £1.63 billion in 
revenue last year. It was expected to attract £1.70 billion this 
year and £1.85 billion in 1994.

Magistrate found 

guilty of plotting to 
gas wife to death 


a magistrate was found 

guiJiy last night of attempting 
to murder his wife using a 
home-made gas chamber he 
designed to fit over her face as 
she lay asleep. 

Cranog Jones, 44. of 
Brockhampion. Gloucester¬ 
shire, will be sentenced today 
for planning to fake his first 
wife Margaret’s suicide after 
poisoning her with carbon 
monoxide from a pipe at¬ 
tached to her car exhaust 
which he relayed into the 
bedroom. 

Jones, who has remarried 
since his arrest, shook his head 
as the jury foreman returned 
the verdict at Winchester 
Crown Court after delibera¬ 
tions lasting six hours at the 
end of a week-long trial. 

In the public gallery. 
Jones’s second wife, Diane, 
28, trembled and tears rolled 
down her face. 

Jones, a DIY enthusiast, 
married his childhood sweet¬ 
heart Margaret 43, in Au¬ 
gust 1972 and they had three 
children before their increas¬ 
ingly rancorous relationship 
became murderous amid di¬ 
vorce proceedings. 

Towards the end of the 
marriage Jones became ob¬ 
sessed with trying to prove his 
wife's adultery, even though 
he was having an affair of his 
own, taped her telephone calls 
and hired a private detective. 

Jones, head of education 
and training at Smith Indus¬ 
tries, a defence company at 
Cheltenham, built a wooden 
box like a diver’s helmet to fit 
over his wile's bead. While 
testing the equipment he 
killed the family caL 
The box was attached to 
flexible piping which fed 
through a hole be had drilled 
in the bedroom wail, across a 
conservatory roof and into the 
garage where it was connected 
to the exhaust of her Fiesta car 
which was belching out car¬ 
bon monoxide on full choke. 

Jones then intended to 
move his wife’s body into the 
vehicle and reconnect the pip-- • 
mg jo fake her suicide.... 

But the plot went wrong 
when his wife was woken by

the noise of the engine in the 
early hours of December 7, 
1991. 

Mrs Jones found her hus¬ 
band crouched at the end of 
the bed with the box in his 
hands.

In the meantime, Jones 
disposed of the box. removed 
the piping and placed a 
sponge ball into the hole in the 
waH 

Jones, an engineer by train¬ 
ing. had taken several me¬ 
chanical and electronics 
courses to further his career. 
The marriage began to crack 
under the strain when he 
started a postgraduate course 
in management studies at 
Bristol polytechnic. 

He had served as a magis¬ 
trate on the Cheltenham 
bench since 1986 but was

suspended after requesting 
leave of absence when the 
allegations against him came 
to light 
In May 1990 he met the 
woman who was to become 
his second wife at work.

In interviews with detectives 
he claimed that his first wife 
had invented the story of the 
attempted murder and set out 
to destroy him with it 
He admitted drilling a hole 
in the bedroom wall but 
claimed it was for a waste pipe 
to a vanity unit rink he 
planned to fit in the room as a 
birthday surprise for his wife 
He also admitted using a 
council dump to dispose of 
lengths of piping which he 
claimed he had previoudy 
used to vent exhaust fumes 
from the garage. But he 
alleged that he took the action 
after panicking when he real¬ 
ised that his wife was hying to 
set him up as an attempted 
murderer. 

However, the jury accepted 
dial Jones had plotted to kQl 
his first wife, temporarily leav¬ 
ing his mistress to move back 
in with his wife in an ostensi¬ 
ble bid to save the marriage six 
weeks before the murder at¬ 
tempt 

The only flaw in his plan 
was the noise of the en 
transmitted by the pipe, 
awoke his wife. 

She told the court “1 never 
had an affair with any other 
man but he accused me all the 
time. 1 just knew that he was 
trying to kfll me.” 

Christopher Clark QC, for 
die prosecution, told the court 
It would have been the 
perfect murder. He would 
have achieved the object of 
killing his wife, and whim her 
body was discovered it would 
have seemed to all intents and 
purposes like suicide." 

Det hnsp Chris Merrick, 
who helped lend the investiga¬ 
tion, said: “My heart goes out 
to Margaret Jones- and the 
children. I hope they will be 
the peace and privacy in 
forthcoming weeks to get 
over this."

■ By voting to ordain women priests, are 
Anglicans in danger of becoming “just 
another nonconformist sect’?

THE Church of England has 
forfeited the allegiance of its 
constituents and must there¬ 
fore share its privileged pos¬ 
ition with Roman Catholics 
and other churches. John 
Gummer, the agriculture 
minister, says today. 

Mr Gummer. who resign¬ 
ed from the General Synod 
last November after the con¬ 
troversial vote to ordain 
women priests, says: “If it is 
to survive, the Church of 
England wifi have to recog¬ 
nise that it is now the guard¬ 
ian rather than the owner of 
its churches, its cathedrals 
and its endowments.” 

In an article in the Catholic 
weekly The Tablet, published 
today in The Times, Mr 
Gummer questions the right 
of the Anglican church to its 
historic role as the national 
church and argues that, in 
voting to ordain women 
priests, it has become “as 
much a sect as any Protestant 
nonconformist body”. 

In an interview last night, 
he added: “There has to be a 
change of attitude, of psy¬ 
chology. in the Church of 
England. In the past it saw 
itself as manifestly the nat¬ 
ional church. It is now nei¬ 
ther die largest church nor a 
church which claims to em¬ 
brace everybody." 

Referring to Anglicans who 
wish to leave the church and 
become Catholics, he said: 
“It will be very important for 
them to be able to continue 
to worship in the churches in 
which they always have 
worshipped." 

Writing on the day that 
Catholic Bishops wfli disclose 
their proposals for dissident 
Anglican dergy who hope to 
become Catholic priests, Mr 
Gummer says: “The only 
future for the establishment 
wiD be one in winch the 
Church of England recog¬ 
nises that what it owes to 
history must now be shared." 
In En gland more Catholics 
go to church each week than 
Anglicans, he says, and ar¬ 
gues that the Church of 
England has forsaken its 
daun to apostolic authority 


in altering its doctrine by a 
synodal vote. 

Shared churches could re¬ 
solve the problem of whaf 
happens to the church build¬ 
ing if a congregation and 
vicar ore allowed to defect 
together to Rome but the 
Anglican church wishes to 
retain its budding and pres¬ 
ence in the parish. Under the 
Shared Churches Act, many 
Anglican churches share with 
other denominations. 

Cardinal Basil Hume. 
Archbishop of Westminster, 
is today expected to disclose 
the results of discussions on 
the issue by Catholic bishops. 
He is sympathetic to Angli¬ 
can clergy who wish to be¬ 
come Catholic but the 
response from the Cathobc 
bishops could be more cau¬ 
tious than many had hoped. 
No final proposal is likely 
until the Anglican bishops 
meet in June. 

At the opening of the 
Catholic bishops’ conference. 
Cardinal Hume said the is¬ 
sue for those who had ap¬ 
proached the Catholic church 
was not whether women 
should be priests but wheth¬ 
er the synod had “authority 
to determine this matter”. 

David McQean. professor 
of law at Sheffield University 
and chairman of the synod's 
bouse of laity, said Christians 
of all denominations regard¬ 
ed collegiate churches and 
cathedrals as theirs. Profes¬ 
sor Mcdean, largely respon¬ 
sible for the legislation to 
ordain women priests, said: 
“Churches can agree to share 
buildings but that does not 
prejudice the natural owner¬ 
ship of them." 

Responding to the argu¬ 
ment that the synod did not 
have tire authority to deride 
on women priests, he sakt 
The Church of England has 
had the authority to do 
whatever it wants since the 
Reformation- We are not 
recognised formally as hav¬ 
ing valid orders by the Catho¬ 
lic church, so who else can 
make decisions for us?”

Retailers back drive for cheaper CDs 


By Peter Victor 

THE campaign for cheaper 
compact discs was backed 
yesterday by the heads of two 
of Britain’s biggest record 
retailers. Sir Malcolm Field, 
group managing director of 
W.H. Smith, and Brian 
McLaughlin, managing di¬ 
rector of HMV in the UK, told 
MPs they want to see a 
substantial cut in disc prices. 

Sir Malcolm said that re¬ 
search carried out last month 
showed there was a strong 
latent demand for CDs, but 
people would not buy them 
because they were too expen¬ 


sive. “I cannot believe people 
in this country don't want to 
listen to music,” he told tire 
Commons national heritage 
select committee. 

His comments followed rep¬ 
resentations last week from 
the management of the rode 
groups Due Straits and Sim¬ 
ply Red, which are campaign- 
ingfor cheaper CDs. 

The Consumers’ Associ¬ 
ation estimates that a £12.99 
CD costs only £1.05 to manu¬ 
facture. VAT accounts for 
£2.27 and the artist, publisher 
and producer share £1.76. 
The record company gets 
£4.66 and the retailer £3.25. 


WJi. Smith, which owns 
tiie Our Price record chain 
and has a 50 per cent share in 
Virgin megastores, said a cut 
of at least £1 per CD was 
necessary to stimulate the 
market, but the company 
would prefer a £2 reduction. 

. Sir Malcolm said he and his 
executives had had a series of 
meetings with managers of 
the big record companies at 
senior level to try to find out 
who earned what from tite sale 
of a CD, but they had not been 
able to shed any further light 
on the matter “It remains our 
hope that concerted action by 
suppliers and retailers to re¬ 


duce prices win be achieved,” 
he said. 

Mr McLaughlin disputed 
some of W.H. Smith’s evi¬ 
dence; saying HMV was not 
experiencing any consumer 
resistance to high CD prices. 
He said HMV had seen 
spectacularly high sales of 
CDs. but added: “We are in 
favour of lower prices on every 
format and we have been 
extremely aggressive in pass¬ 
ing on any discounts to the 
consumer.” 

The committee will take 
evidence from record com¬ 
panies next week before com¬ 
piling its report.

Patten crusades for 
sex education with 
a moral flavour

A CRUSADE io ensure that 
schoolchildren are taught 
about sex within a dear moral 
framework that promotes fam¬ 
ily values was launched yester¬ 
day by John Patten, the 
education secretary. 

Pupils must be told that the 
law forbids sexual intercourse 
with girls under 16 and 
homosexual acts between 
males if either party is under 
21 . under guidelines pro¬ 
posed yesterday. 

Teachers who give advice to 
u nder-age girls about the pro¬ 
vision of contraception with¬ 
out parental knowledge or 
consent could face criminal 
charges, rhe guidelines 
emphasise. 

The guidance offers advice 
to governors who are responsi¬ 
ble for drawing up sex educa¬ 
tion lessons that go beyond the 


mdimem5 of reproduction. 
which must be included under 
the national curriculum. Crit¬ 
ics attacked the proposals as 
insensitive and divorced from 
classroom reality. 

Mr Patten said all sex 
education should encourage 
children to consider the moral 
dimension of their actions. “It 
should recognise the value of 
family life and understand the 
importance of loving relation¬ 
ships and mutual respect." 

He said the advice rightly 
recognised that parents were 
the key figures in helping 
children to cope with the 
physical and emotional as¬ 
pects of growing up and in 
preparing diem for (he chal¬ 
lenges and responsibilities 
that sexual maturity brought 

“The teaching offered by 
schools should be complemen- 


Seamen warn the 
Braer enquiry 
of danger crews

BRITISH seamen have pro¬ 
duced a catalogue of incom¬ 
petence in support of 
tougher safety regulations 
for the enquiry into mari¬ 
time safety prompted by the 
Braer oil sp flL 

If die potential for disaster 
were not so great die situa¬ 
tion would, in the words of 
one officer, be “like some¬ 
thing out of an Ealing 
comedy”. 

Although die captains 
have welcomed an anony¬ 
mous and confidential sys¬ 
tem of reporting “near miss" 
accidents called MARS, 
described in The Times yes-, 
terday. they want the govern¬ 
ment to move .for more 
cptiddymideffli^ng serious' 
incidents at sea. 

The possibility of legal 
action and insurance claims 
means it can be years before 
seamen are made aware of 
situations that could endan¬ 
ger lives. 

Lord Donaldson of Lym- 
ington. the former Master of 
the Rolls who is heading die 
enquiry, has been laid that 
radical measures are needed 
in the face of “overwhelming 
evidence of severe and pro¬ 
found safety problems in the 
international shipping in¬ 
dustry". 

The tanker Braer. which 
spilled it 84.500-tonne cargo 
of crude ofl after running 
aground on Shetland in 
January, was registered in 
Liberia. The National Union 
of Marine, Aviation and 
Shipping Transport Officers 
(Numast) told the enquiry 
that one of the greatest 
threats to safety came from 
owners cutting crew costs by 
registering under Bags of 
convenience, which have less 
stringent regulations. 

A master said: “Reduced 
manning has occurred in afl 
vessels in my experience. 
This. coupled with long 
hours at very low pay, results 
in a great deal of ‘let’s take a 
chance’.” 

Numast’s evidence, pro¬ 
vided by British captains 
and officers, indudes dozens 
of cases in which multi¬ 
national crews who cannot 


communicate with each oth¬ 
er have lacked the most basic 
seafaring skills and have had 
no idea of the regulations for 
the prevention of collision at 
sea. 

A chief engineer on a 
Bahamian-registered tank¬ 
ers said: “We are receiving 
staff who cannot steer or tie 
knots and deck ratings and 
officers who have little or no 
prior safety training. This 
could turn a serious accident 
into a fatality.” 

The master of another 
tanker said: “Collision avoid¬ 
ance rules are ignored by 
other vessels around the UK. 
resulting in. 'near miss’. 
situations.'"."' 

. iV chief officer said scone 
Third World officers weife - 
aide to buy their pr ofess io nal 
certificates for $500 and had 
a poor understanding of 
maritime rales. . 

On one ship, officers and 
crew could only communi¬ 
cate by sign language. On 
Scandinavian Star, a cruise 
ship in the Gulf of Mexico, a 
Honduran seaman had to 
use hand signals to raise the 
alarm when fire broke oat 
because he had no common 
language with the FHipino 
watch engineer. 

A subsequent report said 
there were 27 nationalities 
among tire crew and lan¬ 
guage problems allowed the 
fire to spread. 

Two years later, when the 
ship was operating as a 
passenger ferry. language 
difficulties again prevented a 
fire bom being dealt with 
promptly. 

Last night. Joan Walley, 
Labour’s shipping spokes¬ 
man. said: “The lack of the 
right to know of these inci¬ 
dents must be addressed. 
There must be greater con¬ 
trol over a whole area rang¬ 
ing from-accident reporting 
to health and safety 
considerations.” 

Among the measures 
called for by Numast are 
improved standards for the 
training, certification and 
competence of seamen, and 
strengthening of interna¬ 
tional conventions.

The guidelines say schools 
cannot avoid tackling contro¬ 
versial matters such as contra¬ 
ception and abortion, as ax 
least 8,500 under-age girts 
become pregnant each year. 
The government is committed 
to halving the rate of concep¬ 
tion among the under 16s by 
the end of the decade as part of 
its Health, of the Nation 
initiative. 

But sex education should 
encourage pupils to consider 
“the importance of self-re¬ 
straint, dignity and respect for 
themselves and others", the 
guidelines say. Pupils should 
be helped to recognise the 
physical, emotional and moral 
risks of casual and promiscu¬ 
ous behaviour. 

“Schools should foster a 
recognition that both sexes 
should behave responsibly in 
sexual matters. Pupils should 
be helped to appreciate the 
benefits of stable married and 
family life and the responsibil¬ 
ities of parenthood.” 

On the specific .question of 
giving advice about contracep¬ 
tive provision to g iris under 1 6 
without parental knowledge, 
the guidance says it would be 
“an inappropriate exercise of a 
teacher’s professional respon¬ 
sibilities and could, depend¬ 
ing on the rireumstances. 
amount to a criminal offence". 

A teacher approached by a 
pupil for such advice should 
instead encourage them to go 
to tbeir parents: If die pupfl 
was already sexually active, or 
contemplating such a course, 
the teacher was duty bound to 
warn of die risks and to 
consider reporting the case to 
the head teacher. 

The guidance says there is 
no place in any school in any 
circumstance for teaching that 
advocates homosexual behav¬ 
iour, presents h as the norm or 
encourages homosexual ex¬ 
perimentation by pupils. 

In teaching older pupils 
about Aids and HIV. schools 
should warn about die health 
risks of promiscuity. 

The proposals urge govern¬ 
ing bodies that have not 
established sex education poli¬ 
cies — about one in four 
according to a recem survey of 
local education authorities — 
to take action after consult¬ 
ation with parents. 

The National Union of 
Teachers accused Mr Patten 
of insulting teachers by trying 
to impose a narrow view of 
society. “Moral values vary 
from culture to ailtnre and 
religion to religion. Schools 
have to be aware of those 
differences—politicians ought 
to be," said a spokeswoman.

Fishermen 
in Jersey 
talks ‘make 
progress’

TRAWLERMEN from Jersey 
and Fiance said they had 
made progress yesterday in 
talks aimed at averting fur¬ 
ther conflict over fishing 
rights in the waters between 
the Channel Islands and the 
coasts of Normandy and 
Brittany. 

A delegation of 12 trawler- 
men from seven French pons 
visited St Helier to discuss 
Jersey’s desire to proclaim an 
exclusive fishing zone, extend¬ 
ing six miles from its shores. 
Jersey is alone in the Euro¬ 
pean Community’ in having a 
fishing limit of no more than 
three miles, which dates from 
an agreement between Brit¬ 
ain and France in 1839. Ail 
other EC countries extended 
their limits to six miles in 
1964 and later to 12. 

Simon Bossy, chief fisheries 
adviser to the Jersey authori¬ 
ties. said: “For some reason, 
best known to themselves, the 
Foreign Office and the Quai 
dXJrsay agreed to exclude 
Jersey from the general exten¬ 
sion of fishing limits: even 
though Guernsey and Alder¬ 
ney were included. Jersey 
fishermen cannot approach 
closer than 12 miles to the 
French coast” 

Dr Bossy said competition 
for fish off Jersey had become 
stiffer because of the deple¬ 
tion of stocks along the 
French coast and in other 
more distant waters. Jersey 
has no power to extend its 
fishing limit unilaterally. The 
island’s fishermen hope that a 
series of meetings with their 
French counterparts will pro¬ 
duce an informal agreement, 
which their respective govern¬ 
ments would then endorse. 


Group 4 

loses its 

eighth 

prisoner

THE private security com¬ 
pany Group 4 yesterday lost its 
eighth prisoner since taking 
over escort duties two weeks 
ago. A man aged 20 leapt 
from the dock at Rotherham 
Magistrates’ Court and ran off 
into the town centre. 

Steven Elliott, from Barns¬ 
ley. was facing deception 
charges. He had just been 
remanded in custody when he 
broke away from a Group 4 
officer, vaulted the dock rail 
and fled, chased by the officer. 

His escape came six days 
after another prisoner made a 
similar dash for freedom from 
Sheffield Magistrates' Court, 
seven miles away. 

Last night, as police 
searched for the missing man. 
Group 4 said it had to be 
understood that escapes from 
insecure courtrooms had al¬ 
ways been a consequence of 
the work. Group 4 was com¬ 
mitted to keeping mistakes to 
a minimum and to improving 
on the previous service provid¬ 
ed by the police and prison 
service. 

The company said that its 
prisoner custody officers had 
carried out more than ] 0,000 
prisoner movements to and 
from courts in the North East 
during tiie past 12 months 
without incident 
□ Firemen in Newcastle upon 
Tyne had to cut through the 
side of a Group 4 security van 
yesterday to release two men 
trapped inside. The driver had 
collapsed at the wheel, leaving 
his colleague trapped in the 
back. 

Both men were taken to 
hospital. The driver had a 
chest infection and his col¬ 
league suffered shock. Both 
were later allowed home. 


New leukaemia drug 
offers 75% remission

TRIALS of a new treatment 
for a rare form of leukaemia, 
just launched in Britain, show 
that it can achieve,complete 
remission in 75 per cent of 
patients, against 10 per cent 
with previous treatments. 

Hairy cefl leukaemia, so 
called because the affected 
cells have a hairy appearance, 
was considered incurable until 
recently. It affects mainly mid¬ 
dle-aged men and symptoms 
indude malaise and prone¬ 
ness to infections. In Britain 
there are about 100 new cases 
every year. 

The new treatment is a 
drug. Nipent. that was origi¬ 
nally tested ten years ago 
against another form of leu¬ 
kaemia but abandoned 
because the high doses re¬ 
quired were tone Studies at 
the Royal Marsden Hospital 


in London. led fry Professor 
Daniel Catovsty. show it is 
extremely effective against 
hairy ceD leukaemia at doses 
low enough for side-effects to 
be acceptable. 

In the fiveyear trial three- 
quarters of the 110 patients 
treated with Nipent had com¬ 
plete remission. Professor 
Catovsky said: “When one 
considers that only a few years 
ago the disease was almost 
inevitably fatal this is a re¬ 
markable improvement.” 
Other studies in America show 
similar results. 

Nipent is given by injection 
at two-week intervals over a 
period of three to six months. 
It is being distributed in 
Britain by Lederie Laborato¬ 
ries, under licence from the 
American company Warner - 
Lambert 


Belfast coroner challenges 
attempts to protect soldiers

A LEGAL battle has begun in 
Northern Ireland over an 
attempt by army lawyers to 
restrict cross-examination of 
undercover soldiers at 
inquests. 

In a detailed ruling deliv¬ 
ered yesterday. John Leckey, 
the Belfast dty coroner, said 
that lawyers for the defenoe 
ministry had no legal author¬ 
ity to use public interest immu¬ 
nity certificates (PUCs) to tty to 
restrict oral evidence given by 
soldiers at inquests. 

In a second revercal for the 
Crown, Mr Leckey also ruled 
that PIICs — which are 
authorised and signed by 
Malcolm Rifkind. the defence 
secretary—should not be used 
as grounds for allowing un¬ 
dercover soldiers at inquests to 
sit behind screens to protect 


their identities. The ruling, 
which is expected to be chal¬ 
lenged by army lawyers, was 
hailed by rivil liberties groups 
and nationalis t politicians as a 
significant attack on what they 
see as the effective abuse of due 
process of law at inquests by 
the Crown to protect soldiers 
and to prevent disclosure of 
evidence in court 

The government has used 
the P1IC system in almost all 
inquests involving undercover 
soldiers in operations against 
the IRA since the inquest into 
the deaths of three IRA mem¬ 
bers in Gibraltar in 1988. 

The PIIC is supposed to 
apply exclusively to documen¬ 
tary evidence which the Crown 
wishes to protect for reasons of 
national security. However, in 
recent inquests in Northern 


Ireland into disputed killings. 
Crown lawyers have sought to 
extend its remit to cover oral 
evidence. 

Yesterday’s ruling came on 
the fourth day of toe inquest 
into the deaths of three West 
Belfast criminals who were 
shot dead by undercover sol¬ 
diers of the 14th Intelligence 
Company, after a bungled 
betting shop robbery on the 
Falls Road in 1990. 

The defence ministry, which 
has until Monday to consider 
the ruling, is expected to 
challenge it in the courts. An 
army spokeswoman said: "We 
are either going to accept 
the coroner’s ruling or the 
alternative is to go for a 
judicial review before a High 
Court judge in Northern 
Ireland." 


Tourists agree Buckingham 
Palace environs are disgrace

VISITORS to London yester¬ 
day agreed with a government 
report that Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace was a “national disgrace" 
as a tourist rite and welcomed 
a proposal to make the area in 
front of it a pedestrian 
precinct. 

Jean and Jinette Duval of 
Bo urges in France, said the 
traffic outride the palace was 
terrible. “We almost died 
crossing the road," Mme Du¬ 
val said. “The first tiling I 
noticed was that there were no 
places for pedestrians.” 

The Duvals said the charm 
of Britain’s most popular tour¬ 
ist trap was diminished by the 
grey metal barricades but, said 
Mme Duval, “it is like that at 
the Champs-Elysfies too". 

Judy and Keith Palmer, 
from Christchurch, New Zea¬ 
land, said the barricades 
looked awful “I am sure Her 
Majesty doesn’t like them.” 
Mrs Palmer said. “There are 
probably many houses in En g- 
land Which have a grander 
approach.” 

Mrs Palmer said she was 
disappointed with her first 
impressions of London. 
“Whenyouactuallygethere.it 
is not quite what you thought 
it was going to be. The people, 
the noise, the traffic... I want 
to go homeT 

The Royal Parks Review 
Group has recommended 
that a pedestrian precinct be 
created in front of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, saying it is 
unacceptable that tourists are 
herded behind ugly metal 
barricades and are unable to 
cross the road safely. Itsays the 
present setting is a “national 
disgrace, unworthy of any dty 
centre”. 

Sam and Ellen Barth, of 
Honolulu, Hawaii, said a 
pedestrian precinct would be

preferable, but that the traffic 
was not really lhai bad. “It 
hasn’t bothered me that 
much." Mis Barth said. 
“There are other countries 
where it is much more of a 
problem, like New York.” She 
hart been impressed with the 
cleanliness of London's tourist 
attractions, including the 
Houses of Parliament. West¬ 
minster Abbey and Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. 

“In some places they don’t 
care about where they put the 
trash." she said. 

Kelvin and Karen Davies, 
from Wrexham. Clwyd, said 
that in general. London was 
an interesting place to visit, 
although the traffic was bad 
around the palace. “We did 


have a problem crossing the 
road. There are cats every¬ 
where," Mr Davies said. “1 
think it might be a good idea 
to pedestrianise the place:" 

Kerstin and Hans SSder- 
strfim. of Norberg. Sweeten, 
approved of the pedestrian 
precinct plan. “It would be 
good to make it unnecessary to 
run across the road because of 
all the buses and taxi cars:"

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Drug research 
scientists 
accused of 
insider deals

SCIENTISTS who research 
new drugs are breaking the 
law by using their inside 
knowledge to deal in drug 
company shares before the 
results of their research are 
published, according to two 
former drug company em¬ 
ployees. 

Insider dealing among clin¬ 
ical researchers is increasing, 
the former employees say. 
There has been no prosecution 
of a researcher for profiteering 
in a drug company’s shares. 

Dr D. S. Freestone, retired 
director of medical sciences at 
the Wellcome Foundation, 
and Harry Mitchell QC. re¬ 
tired company secretary of 
Wellcome, write in tomorrow's 
British Medical Journal that 
the extent of malpractice is 
unknown but the growth of 
private share ownership is 
laying researchers open to the 
temptation to make use of 
their inside knowledge. 

They suggest that research¬ 
ers who buy or sell shares in 
companies affected by their 
work before the results are 
made public could be chatted 
with illegal share dealing. 
Disclosing the results to a 
third party could also make 
them liable to prosecution. 

In an editorial comment on 
the paper, the BMJ cites the 
recent publication of prelimi¬ 
nary results of an extensive 
trial of Wellcome’s anti-Aids 
drug AZT. which showed, 
unexpectedly, that it did not 
help patients with HIV. Had 
the trial results been positive, 
they would have confirmed 
the existence of a vast market 
for AZT. In the fortnight 
before the results were pub¬ 
lished in The Lancet. 
Wellcome’s share price fell 
from 900p to 700p. 

In America, researchers 


with financial holdings in 
drug companies ate alleged to 
have withheld results or pub¬ 
lished selectively. In a recent 
US trial of drugs given to 
patients who had had coro¬ 
nary bypass surgery, the 
organisers decreed that re¬ 
searchers and their families 
should not buy. sell or hold 
stock or stock options in any 
company whose drugs were 
under study. 

Dr Freestone and Mr 
Mitchell say UK researchers 
should declare any sharehold¬ 
ings that could cause a conflict 
of inrerest before embarking 
on a study. The honesty and 
integrity of clinicians and their 
independence of pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies should ensure 
unbiased results.” 

They also criticise Stock 
Exchange roles which require 
that price-sensitive informa¬ 
tion be published at the earli¬ 
est opportunity, pressuring 
researchers to publish results 
in the lay press before their 
significance has been judged 
by [he scientific community. 

□ Doctors who refer patients 
for treatment in private hospi¬ 
tals or units in which they have 
a financial interest should 
come under greater scrutiny, 
the BMJ says in a leading 
article. 

The growth of a more 
entrepreneurial NHS has cre¬ 
ated the need for new guide¬ 
lines. Evidence bom the VS 
shows that treatment rates are 
more than twice as high 
among patients sent to units 
owned by the referring doctor 
compared with those sent to 
independent units. The BMJ 
says the General Medical 
Council should require doc¬ 
tors to disclose any relevant 
financial interests to patients 
when referring them.

Spies come out of shadows to mourn their hero

THE intelligence world briefly broke 
cover yesterday to pay tribute to one 
of its heroes, an archetypal godfather 
of the spying trade whose like the le 
Cants and Flemings of the future 
may have difficulty m finding in the 
new world order. 

Sir Dick White, who died in 
February aged 86. was the only man 
to haw headed both MI5 and MI6. 
Friends at his memorial servicer in the 


Guards’ Chapel at Wellington Bar¬ 
racks in London, yesterday praised 
him as a unique public servant and 
the creator, in the fifties and sixties, of 
probably the best intelligence service 
in the world. 

More than 300 family, friends and 
colleagues from the shady world of 
espionage filled the chapel Some 
covered their faces or blew their noses 
at the sight of press photographers 
with long lenses watching their arriv¬ 
al; much film had been exposed before 


defence ministry security men erected 
screens to block the cameramen's 
view. The trouble was that the faces 
captured on fibn were, by and large, 
unrecognised. 

These are the post Cokl War days of 
John Major's declared policy of 
openness. Mrs Stella Riznington, the 
much-publicised head of MI5. read 
the first lesson, the familiar passage 
from 1 Corinthians about seeing 
through a glass darkly. Sir Colin 
McCofl. die slightly less recognised 


head of MI6. read the second lesson, a 
psalm that says in part: “1 was dumb, 
and did not open my mouth.” 

Lord GreenhiD of Harrow, a former 
permanent secretary at the Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office, said in an 
address that Sir Dick had been “a 
unique public servant a natural 
leader and a delightful human being.” 
He had earned the respect of every 
British prime minister.

BBC regions demand devolution

SCOTTISH. Welsh and 
Northern Irish broadcasters 
are demanding devolution 
from the London-based BBC 
in a radical response to the 
government’s green paper on 
the corporation’s future. 

The Celtic Film, and Tele¬ 
vision Association, whose 
members include pro¬ 
gramme-makers from all 
broadcasting companies, ac¬ 
cuses the BBC of “institutional 
tokenism" in its attitude to¬ 
wards audiences in Scotland. 
Wales and Northern Ireland. 
It says that far greater finan¬ 
cial and programming auton¬ 
omy within each nation’s 


branch of the BBC must be 
granted or viewers will be¬ 
come “even more estranged 
from the corporation than 
they already are”. 

The Welsh submission, 
whose compilers include Dr 
Owen Edwards, founding di¬ 
rector of S4C and John Hefin. 
director of the Him Council of 
Wales, accuses the BBC of 
English cultural imperialism. 
“It may be difficult sometimes 
for a large London-based 
monolithic organisation to 
comprehend that die centre of 
the world to people living in 
Wales is Wales.” it says. .. 
things do not always fall apart 


because the centre cannot 
hold." 

Michael Russell an inde¬ 
pendent producer and compp- 
er of the Scottish report, said 
that 30 per cent of the licence 
fee collected in Scotland was 
spent there, whfle 90 per cent 
of the English fee was spent in 
England. “We need an altitu¬ 
dinal change so that each 
nation’s BBC controflors actu¬ 
ally do control access to die 
network and resources." 

The Scottish consultation 
proposes a board of governors 
for BBC Scotland, appointed 
by die country^ secretary of 
state. The Celtic response to 


the green paper also strenu¬ 
ously objects to the BBCs 
document Extending Choice , 
which calls each country a 
“national region” and “seems 
out of step with the cultural 
and institutional devolution 
which is taking place both in 
die British and European 
context”. 

The BBC has recently taken 
budgetary control away from 
Scottish and Welsh con- 
troHors; each financial deci¬ 
sion. down to die use of a 
camera crew, must be taken in 
London.

Cancer 
chemicals 
found near 
waste plant

ABOVE average levels of can¬ 
cer-causing chemicals have 
been found near a waste 
disposal plant at Pontypool 
in south Wales, the Welsh 
Office reported yesterday. 

David Hunt, the Welsh 
secretary, said the high con¬ 
centrations of the chemicals, 
known as PCBs or polychlori¬ 
nated biphenyls, had been 
confined to a small area near 
the plant, owned by Rechem 
International, and were “not 
considered to pose any signifi¬ 
cant risk dtho- to the food 
chain or to public health” 
Paul Murphy, the Labour 
MP for Torfaen, said the 
report was ‘’sufficient 
grounds fora proper indepen¬ 
dent public enquiry”. 

A local farmer who claims 
his land was poisoned and 
animals killed as a result is 
suing Rechem for damages. 
The company denies any 
responsibility. 

In 1991. the Welsh Office 
commissioned scientists at 
the University of East Anglia 
to undertake an independent 
analysis of the area around 
the plant Mr Hunt stud the 
findings were broadly “reas¬ 
suring” and showed that in 
general the levels of PCBs and 
dioxins were similar to those 
found in other urban areas. 
Mr Hunt said dude eggs 
taken from one property next 
to the Rechem plant were the 
only evidence of unacceptable 
contamination of foodstuffs. 

Michad AverflL Rediem’s 
managing director, welcomed

Private schools 
‘propped up by 
state subsidies’

INDEPENDENT schools are 
retying on income from a 
government scheme subsidis¬ 
ing places for bright pupils 
from poorer families to survive 
the recession, a Labour MP 
said yesterday. 

At least 21 private schools 
received more than £750.000 
each from the taxpayer under 
the assisted places scheme last 
year, with seven getting over 
£1 million each, according to 
an analysis of parliamentary 
written answers by Stephen 
Byers, MP for WaflsencL 

Labour has vigorously op¬ 
posed die £500 million 
scheme since it started in 
1982. Last year it cost £75.9 
million, with 295 of the 2,500 
independent schools in Eng¬ 
land and Wales taking part 

Mr Byers condemned min¬ 
isters for buying in extra places 
from the private sector at an 
annual cost of up to £5.355, 
while they spent £2.225 per 
pupil in state schools. 

“As parents withdraw their 
children due to financial pres¬ 
sure. their places are being 
filled by pupils being subsi¬ 
dised by the government. It is 
dear that the assisted places 
scheme is providing an impor¬ 
tant lifeline to a number of 
private schools. To call these 
schools independent is a com¬ 
plete misnomer, in reality they 
are dependent on the state for 
their very survival.” 

The Independent Schools 
Information Service rejected 
the attack, saying schools 
could not compensate for the 
loss of fee-payers by filling up 
with assisted places because 
they were bound by an agreed 
maximum quota. 

Dick Davison, the deputy 
director, said it was "plainly 
ludicrous” to suggest that pop¬ 
ular schools depended on the 


state for their survival “Most 
of schools in the scheme 
continue to turn away applica¬ 
tions from fee-payers in order 
to offer assisted places. They 
do so solely because they 
believe they should use every 
means to serve the whole 
community, not just those who 
can afford the fees." 

Mr Byers said the schools 
which received more than £1 
million were: Dulwich Coll¬ 
ege, south London. 273 pupils 
on assisted places out of 1.393 
(£1,461,915/; Latymer Upper 
School, west London, 325/- 
1.053 (£1,218,750); Wisbech 
Grammar School. Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.

Lyme School, Staffordshire,

Video watch backs need for cycle havens

CYCLISTS should be allowed to ride 
in pedestrian areas and not forced 
onto dangerous roads, say govern¬ 
ment researchers- Their report was 
published as peers told die govern¬ 
ment that the needs of cydists were 
being neglected. 

Cyding is banned in most British 
city centre pedestrian areas. The 
report by the Transport Research 
Laboratory, a department of the 
Transport Executive Agency, con- 
dudes that there were “no real factors 
that justify the exclusion of cyclists 
from pedestrian areas” and that 


“cycling can be more widely permitted 
without detriment to pedestrians”. It 
was important not to force cyclists to 
use dangerous alternative routes. 

The research involved video-taping 
some pedestrian areas in the UK and 
mainland Europe where cycling was 
forbidden and others where it was 
permitted. In 66 hours of video¬ 
taping. “no collisions between pedes¬ 
trians and cydists were observed”. 
Cydists tended to take avoiding action 
and “adapt their speed to suit pedestri¬ 
an density and dismount if neces¬ 
sary”. 

Lord Mariesford, who introduced 
Wednesday night’s two-hour debate 


in the House of Lords, said that 
cyclists were treated with contempt by 
the government. He said the overrid¬ 
ing need was to separate road vehicles 
from cydists and he complained that 
most traffic surveys took no account of 
bicydes. 

For the government Viscount 
Goschen said that ministers recog¬ 
nised cycling was an energy-efficient 
and environmentally friendly means 
of transport He assured peers that the 
transport department took the needs 
of cydists info account when planning 
new or changed trunk roads. 

Lord Mariesford fold The Times 
yesterday: “The road system in 


London is as bad for cydists as the 
Underground is for people in wheel¬ 
chairs^ He said that the government 
should create more cyde routes on 
pavements and roads. “Britain’s 15 
million cydists take up very little space 
and yet all the money goes on 
building roads for cars.” 

Rose Ades, a spokeswoman for the 
Cydists’ Public Affairs Group, said 
that the government should automati¬ 
cally include cycling in all road 
schemes: Because 70 per cent of 
accidents occur at junctions, the group 
wants more “advance stop lines” 
areas in front of cars at traffic lights 
where cydists can wail safety.

THE three main political par¬ 
ties were split down the mid¬ 
dle in the vote early yesterday 
on a Labour backbench 
amendment calling for a refer¬ 
endum on the .Maastricht 
treaty. 

Thirty-eight Conservative 
MPs, 12 more than the anti- 
Maastricht hard core, went 
into the division lobbies with 
62 Labour MPs and 14 
Liberal Democrats. In addi¬ 
tion six Ulster Unionists and 
three Scottish National MPs 
backed the call for a plebiscite, 
defeated by 241 votes. 

The scale of rebellion in 
both Labour and Conservative 
parties was greater than the 
bald figures suggest More 
than 150 MPs declined to 
take pan in die vote, most of 
them from the two main 
parties. Many were thus with¬ 
holding their backing for the 
frontbench line. At least ten of 
the Conservative abstainers 
have in the past voiced reserva¬ 
tions about the government's 
European stance. ' 

The internal party divisions 
explained why all three parties 
were more than happy for the 
crucial vote, awaited for 
months, to take place in the 
middle of the night away from 
the cameras and beyond die 
deadlines of most newspapers. 
Labour was operating what 
one source described yesterday 
as a “relaxed three-line whip”. 

Maastricht rebels claimed 
yesterday that their true sup¬ 
port was severely understated 
by the vote because of the high 
number of abstentions and the 
certainty that many front¬ 
benchers required to toe their 
leaderships’ line would have 
supported a referendum on a 
free vote.

The 300.000 new rifles sup¬ 
plied to the army at a cost of 
more than GOO million have 
needed 32 modifications since 
coming into service in 19S6. 
MPs on the all-party Com¬ 
mons defence committee were 
told yesterday (Michael Evans 
writes). 

Although the SA80 rifle is 
now accepted as an accurate 
and reliable weapon and has 
been fired in anger in Bosnia, 
the catalogue of design faults 
delayed the in-service date fry 
three years. Problems still 
remained, the MPs were told. 

One outstanding design 
fault needing modification is 
the cleaning kit which will not 
be completed until next year. 

Jane Binstead, head of fi¬ 
nance in the ministry's land 
fighting systems department 
said the 32 modifications, 
including file cleaning kit 
would add about 9 per cent to 
the production costs. 

The MPs were tokl that 60 
per cent of the rifles in service 
had now been modified, in¬ 
cluding all those deployed in 
Bosnia. The rest would be 
modified by the end of this 
year or early next year.

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Srebrenica shield 
may force change 
in Bosnia policy

CREATING a defensive 
shield round the disarmed 
Muslim inhabitants of Sre¬ 
brenica. to protect them from 
further Serb assault, could do 
more to galvanise Western 
government policy-making 
on Bosnia than any other 
decision in the year-long war. 

The tougher response by 
the United Nations military 
commanders on the ground 
could force the politicians to 
order air strikes or other 
intervention if the Serbs at¬ 
tempt to take Srebrenica. The 
fate of the town and its 
Muslim population now rests 
in the hands of the 130 
Canadian soldiers who are on 
the spot They are armed with 
22 Ml 13 armoured person¬ 
nel carriers fitted with 50mm 
cannon and 7.62mm general 
purpose machineguns. 

The fate of the Canadian 
troops, from the 2nd Royal 
Canadian Regiment led by 
Lieutenant Colonel Thomas 
GeburL however, rests ulti¬ 
mately with the UN Security 
Council, if the Canadians are 
attacked by the Serbs and 
suffer casualties. Western gov¬ 
ernments will have little 
choice but to go for a military 
option in order to punish the 
perpetrators.

Clearly aware of the impli¬ 
cations of the new develop¬ 
ment in Srebrenica. Malcolm 
Rifkind. the defence secretary, 
yesterday took the govern¬ 
ment a big step closer to 
approving air strikes. Until 
now he has adamantly op¬ 
posed them, arguing that they 
would be of limited value and 
would endanger the lives of 
British troops escorting hu¬ 
manitarian aid convoys. In 
Washington yesterday he said 
the government would sup¬ 
port such strikes if the security 
council asked for them. 

The brutal siege of 
Srebrenica has been inter¬ 
preted as a turning point in 
the war. This is because the 
assumption has been that, if 
the West failed to take a stand 
on behalf of the Muslims in 
Srebrenica. Bosnia and the 
Vance-Owen peace plan 
would be doomed. 

The security council resolu¬ 
tion ordering a bigger pres¬ 
ence by the UN Protection 
Force (Unprofor) in Srebren¬ 
ica and other parts of eastern 
Bosnia, and the weekend 
agreement between the Bos¬ 


nian Serb and Muslim com¬ 
manders to demilitarise 
Srebrenica, dearly serve as a 
watershed in die conflict. 

Although peace remains as 
elusive as ever, the Serbs now 
realise that, if they begin 
shelling Srebrenica again, the 
West will have to act The 
Canadians have neither the 
mandate nor the firepower to 
protect the Muslim citizens 
from an all-out assault 

Lieutenant General Lars- 
Eric Wahlgren, the Swedish 
commander of UN forces in 
Bosnia and Croatia, said yes- 
re rd ay that the Canadian 
troops had been ordered to' 
protect the dimilitarised zone 
“as peacekeepers". 

Their rules of engagement 
are the same as for all other 
UN troops in Bosnia. They 
can open fire* only in self- 
defence. But they have suffi¬ 
cient firepower to provide 
protection against a limited 
attack. They have set up 
checkpoints at each end of the 
town and are patrolling the 
perimeter of the demilitarised 
zone, which is 2.5 miles long 
and a mile wide.

Refugees bemused 
by war that turns 
friends into foes 

From Adam LeBor in stobrec. southern Croatia 


A lma is three, a smiling 
round-faced girl with 
brown hair and eyes. Dressed 
in a purple and green 
sweatshirt, die snuggles into 
her mother's arms for shelter. 

The child is a Bosnian 
Muslim refugee from the 
town of Donji Vakuf now 
occupied by the Serbs. Both 
she and her mother Asiraa, 
29, long to return to the home 
they were forced oar of almost 
a year ago. 

For a while, as the Vance- 
Owen peace plan gathered 
momentum, there seemed to 
be a dance that an end to the 
Bosnian war was in sight But 
now a new conflict has erupt¬ 
ed between the nominally 
allied Bosnian Croats and 
Muslims. So the refugees at 
the seaside camp on the 
Croatian coast know they are 
in for a long wait 
“I cannot understand this 
fitting,” said Asima as she 
played with her daughter out¬ 
side the caravan, donated 
from Italy, which is now their 
home. “Only a year ago we all 
lived together as friends and 
neighbours, ft is madness." 

Relief workers say that 
many of more than 500 
mostiy Muslim refugees listen 
intently to reports of the 
dashes and atrocities carried 
out during the fighting be¬ 
tween Bosnian Croats and 
Muslims in central Bosnia. 

News of the fighting is 
taltinga mental tolL especially 
on the children.- “They have a 
lot of psychological problems, 
wetting the bed and emotion¬ 
al difficulties," said a social 
worker. Grozdana Mathnovic 
As for the adults, says Ms 
Mathnovic, “they listen to the 
news all the time so they 
cannot sleep They get ner¬ 
vous and neurotic Whenever 
there is heavy-fighting they 
complain of fresh pains". 


A few of the refugees seem¬ 
ed to be falling prey to prop¬ 
aganda. “I have a radio and 
listen to the news. It is awful,” 
said Vesna, 48, a Croat from 
Bugojno who fled last May 
with her family as the town 
was bombarded by Serbs. 
“Muslim extremists are going 
there and fighting the Croats. 
I don't know why.” 

Vesna said she was now 
more scared of the Muslims 
than of the Serbs. In this anar¬ 
chic war, where allegiances 
shift and swirl, this is less 
bizarre than it might appear. 
British UN officers say that 
Muslims have told them they 
would rather live under a 
Serbian thgn Croatian flag. 

"I never believed the Mus¬ 
lims would start attacks,” said 
Vesna. “But now they are 
cleansing the area. They are 
like the Chetniks [Serb ex¬ 
tremists!, fighting the same 
war," she said. 

W hatever the truth of 
Vesna’s claims, com¬ 
pared with the squalor which 
refugees in central Bosnian 
towns such as Travnik are 
enduring, the displaced fam¬ 
ilies in Stobrec lead civilised 
lives. In Travnik. several fam¬ 
ilies shiver in one freezing 
room, huddling under blan¬ 
kets. and exist on rice and 
pasta. At Stobrec refugees get 
three meals a day, children go 
to school and most families 
have their own caravan. 

Bur Stobrec is not home. "If 
you told the refugees they 
could go to America and make 
a fortune there or go home, 
they would all go home.” said 
Ms Mathnovic 
Alma has not seen or heard 
from her lather since he last 
visited from the front two 
months ago. Neither she nor 
her mother knows if he is still 
alive. They can only hope.

Egyptian

A MILITARY court in Cairo 
yesterday condemned eight 
Islamic militants to death for 
attacks on foreign tourists — 
including the murder of a 
British holidaymaker.

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De Klerk foresees

CHINESE and British offici¬

Akihito 
lays war

IN TOKYO 

EMPEROR Akihito and 
Empress Midiiko wffl fry 
to lay to rest lingering 
spectres of Japan's war¬ 
time past when they begin 
a four-day tour of Okinawa 
today- It will be the first 
imperial visit to the south¬ 
ern chain of islands that 
saw Japan's last stand 
against US troops in 1945. 

Almost 200,000 Japa¬ 
nese died fighting in the 
name of Akihito’s late 
father. Emperor Hirohfto. 
Bitterness is still strong 
among older Okinawans 
over the wartime derision 
to use the islands as a 
buffer a gain st invasion 
and the lack of a postwar 
imperial visit until today. 
The islands were adminis¬ 
tered by the US until 1972. 

Security will be tight 
after a 1975 incident when 
a man hurled a petrol 
bomb at the then Crown 
Prince Akihito to protest 
at the emperor's responsi¬ 
bility for tiie war. This 
time more than 4,700 
police will be mobilised for 
the tour, the main aim of 
which is for the emperor to 
plant a tree. The imperial 
couple will also see places 
of historical interest in 
and around the southern 
city of I toman.

Islam’s outpost stays wary of change

FEDERAL officials, accord¬ 
ing to one television report 
sajd yesterday the bodies of at 
least three children had been 
round with bullet wounds in 
ihe Branch Davidian cult 
compound near here. 

This adds to earlier evidence 
from the bodies of three adult 
men. discovered on Wednes¬ 
day. which showed signs of 
recent death by gunshot 
wound. One had been shot in 
me back, ruling out rhe possi- 
Duity of suicide. 

Investigators said the fact 
that many bodies v\ere found 
face-up suggested they- were 
dead when fire engulfed the 
building on Monday. During 
a fire, people tend to keep their 
faces covered until the last 
moment. offidaLs said. 

Investigators continued 
what they called the “grue¬ 
some" task of sifting through 
the charred human remains 
left from the fire as they 
attempt to build up a more 
complete picture of the cult's 
last moments amid mounting 
evidence that hardcore cult 
members may have killed 
both adults and children as 
the blare engulfed the site. 

Though the investigation 
wifi take weeks, sharply differ¬ 
ing accounts of events have 
surfaced: the FBI describes the 
inddent as “another Jones¬ 
town,” an act of mass suicide

during which waverers may 
have been killed by the cult 
leadership to prevent them 
from escaping. Survivors of 
the blaze and their lawyers 
insist that the cult never con¬ 
templated mass self-immula- 
rion and tried to flee from the 
fire, which they say was ignit¬ 
ed by the FBI when it rammed 
the compound with gas-pro¬ 
pelling battery rams. 

More than *10 bodies have 
been retrieved from the rub¬ 
ble. ten of them women and 
children, but investigators say 
that piecing together the fo¬ 
rensic dues from debris in the 
compound is a daunting task 
and they may never be able to 
account for all the 8 b people, 
induding David Koresh. the 
cult leader, believed to have 
died in the infemo. 

Explosives experts are also 
seeking to establish whether a 
huge explosion which tore the 
building off its foundations 
and sent a fireball 80 ft into 
the air was the result of a 
bomb. The authorities re¬ 
leased letters written to the 
FBI by Koresh in the course of 
the 51 days of negotiations in 
which he threatened to blow 
up his, or rather God's, ene¬ 
mies. and officials speculate 
that the explosion might have 
been caused by a bomb in¬ 
tended to kill all members of 
the cult as well as federal 


agents in the event of an 
assault on the building. 

Last night the White House 
and the FBI continued to offer 
divergent explanations for the 
decision to attack the com¬ 
pound with tear gas. Adminis¬ 
tration officials insist there was 
“overwhelming evidence” to 
show that the children in the 
compound were being system¬ 
atically abused. The Justice 
Depan men t and the FBI have 
said that they had “no 
knowledge of any such con¬ 
duct since February 28”. 

Dick DcGuerin. the Hous¬ 
ton attorney who represented 
Koresh and negotiated with 
the cull during the siege, has 
interviewed five of the nine 
survivors being held in a Waco 
jail. Mr DeGuerin said yester¬ 
day he was convinced Koresh 
and his followers tried to 
escape the fire but only a 
handful succeeded because the 
main entrance was blocked by 
fallen concrete. 

On British television yester¬ 
day, two sisters of Derek 
Lovelock, a British survivor, 
said he was suffering night¬ 
mares over the children left to 
die in the flames. After spend¬ 
ing 15 minutes with their 
brother in the Texas cell, 
Yvonne and Lorraine Love¬ 
lock told GMTV: “He just 
keeps getting flashbacks of the 
children screaming.”

IN RUMPLED suits and 
with embroidered sk ullcaps 
on their greying heads, the 
old men prostrated them¬ 
selves. Their 96-year-old 
imam, blind and frail, led the 
prayers. 

The Khan of the Golden 
Horde was finally driven out 
when the armies of Ivan rhe 
Terrible entered Kazan in 
1552. ending centuries of 
titanic clashes between Holy 
Russia and (slam. But the 
khan's heirs still worship in 
the mosques of his former 
capita] and once again the 
green, red and white flag flies 
over Tatarstan. 

The carpets, the mihrab 
indicating the direction of 
Mecca, the elegant geometric 
decoration, all recall the cool 
mosques of the Middle East. 
But here the double windows 
are bolted shut, the radiators 
are on and heavy coats hang 
in the entrance hall. This is 
Islam’s roost northerly out¬ 
post. deep inride the heart¬ 
land of its old enemy. 

Ruthlessly suppressed by 
the Orthodox conquerors and 
then the Communist atheists. 
Islam is finding acceptance 
again. Minarets pierce the 
skyline of th is ancient trading 
city on the Volga, now a thriv¬ 
ing metropolis of 1.2 million 
people and capital of the aut¬ 
onomous republic of Tatar¬ 
stan . Six mosques are active 
in Kazan and 14 others are 
being repaired. Throughout 
Tatarstan, more than 120 are 
now open. 

Imam Abdukhan Khazzat, 
the chief imam of the repub¬ 
lic, welcomes the change in 
official attitudes to religion 
but is diffident about the role 
Islam should play in the 
emergent republic. He knows 
that should President Yelt¬ 
sin's opponents triumph, the 
selFdedared independence 
of Tatarstan would soon be 
snuffed out even by Ruslan 
Khasbulatov. the Speaker of 
Russia’s parliament, himself 
from the Muslim fiefdom of 
Chechen-Ingushetia. 

“We live in a religious 
society and are. outside poli- 
tics,” he said of the referen¬ 
dum. “Each person can 
deride for himself. It is up to 
his conscience.”

The daim came in a state¬ 
ment issued by the prosecu¬ 
tor's office which said it had 
evidence dial Mr Grachev and 
other top ministry officials 
were implicated in a swindle 
over property belonging to 
former Soviet troops in eastern 
Germany- The statement said: 
“The prosecutor-general’s of¬ 
fice, investigating illegal deals 
involving the property of the 
Western Group of Forces, 
discovered new facts of abuse 
of official position by the 
commanders of the group, of 
the defence ministiy. and per¬ 
sonally by defence minister 
Pavel Grachev." 

In a separate development, 
the parliamentary press office 
accused President Yeltsin of 
planning to rig Sunday's refer¬ 
endum result It also accused 
him of planning to impose 
presidential rule from Sunday 
night with the help of armed 
bands of Cossacks. A spokes¬ 
man for Mr Yeltsin dismissed 
the allegations as “lies and 
slander*. 

Mr Yeltsin, helped by a 
court ruling on Wednesday 
that resolved in his favour a 
dispute over voting rules and 
greatly improved his chances 
of success, made a new foray to 
the provinces to drum up 
support Campaigning in 
Udmurtia, a region dominat¬ 
ed by the arms industry, he 
forswore the use of force as a : 
weapon in the political Strug- I 
gle which has endangered ms 
grip on power. 

“We shall have to take a 
series of tough steps, but 
certainly without soldiers." he 
told reporter;.

West’s guilt-driven aid merely 
papers over structural cracks

rN WASHINGTON 

THE $43 billion (£28 billion) 
in aid promised to Russia by 
the Group of Seven leading 
industrial countries ahead of 
President Yelisin's referen¬ 
dum on Sunday is merely the 
latest example of the West 
being driven by guilt to pro¬ 
vide aid but with uncertain 
purpose. 

The World Bank, not nor¬ 
mally known for its originali¬ 
ty. admits in Global Econo¬ 
mic Prospects and the 
Developing Countries, a new 
survey, that “aid at die end of 
the Cold War needs rethink¬ 
ing as to its rationale". The 
end of the Cold War. however, 
was only one of the two 
seminal events to which West¬ 
ern foreign-aid policy has 
failed to adjust, the other 
being the collapse of the 
dogmatic economic certainties 
of the 1980s. 

During the Cold War, the 
goal of foreign aid was simple; 
to prevent the developing 
world from turning commu¬ 
nist The trouble is, now that 
the Cold War has gone the old 
policies have remained. 

The $24 billion aid package 
promised to Russia last year, 
last week’s $43 billion pack¬ 
age; the several hundred bil¬ 
lion dollars that Germany is 
pouring into its eastern prov¬ 
inces. ail haw in common that 
they will probably not fulfil 
their original -narrow purpose. 
Money transfers will not rid 
Russia of its conservative 
forces, Rostock of its neo- 
Nazis, or Somalia of its starv¬ 
ing thousands. 

Nor will it help much to¬ 
wards the economic transfor¬ 
mation of countries and 
regions. The cause of the 
recent hardline backlash in 
Russia is not a lack of Western 
aid. but the harsh conditions 
on which such aid normally 
rests. If Russians support Mr 
Yeltsin in Sunday's referen¬ 
dum. they will do so not 
because of the Western aid 
package but in spite of it. 

The second fundamental 
shift, die intellectual and polit¬ 
ical collapse of minimalism in 
economic policy, and the belief 
that wealth automatically 
trickles down to the poorest as 
long as everything is left to die 
private sector, led the West to

its recent boom-bust pleasure 
ride, but was also the ideologi¬ 
cal core of foreign aid policy— 
with harsh consequences. 

When the debt crisis arose 
in the early \ 980s, the empha¬ 
sis in foreign aid shifted 
towards a policy of structural 
adjustments. That policy has 
been much maligned, bui it 
scored some impressive suc¬ 
cesses. especially in Central 
and South America. 

The end of the Cold War 
and the economic reform in 
Eastern Europe has made it 
even more imperative to rec¬ 
ognise ihe need for specific 
counny-by-country strategies, 
a polity shift that has begun 
but that has much farther to

go. The new democracies in 
Eastern Europe are not under¬ 
developed. they are misdevel- 
oped, because their industrial 
structure is unsuited to a 
market economy. 

Mass overnight privatisa¬ 
tion or other economic conjur¬ 
ing tricks will not solve those 
problems, merely shift them to 
the private sector. What Rus¬ 
sia needs is a micro-strategy of 
industrial modernisation. It 
does not yet need a monetary 
policy sound as the Bundes¬ 
bank’s. let alone a private 
sector as varied as America’s. 

The need for a structural 
approach is especially acute in 
the Third World, where the 
failure of 50 years of co¬ 
ordinated aid policy and guilt- 
ridden food charity have 


become most apparent The 
rural population below die 
poverty line is estimated to be 
939 million and growing. 

The West’s response has 
been food aid. which fills 
donors with self-satisfaction 
while papering over the fun¬ 
damental faults in the recipi¬ 
ent country. A structural 
approach would target, 
among other things, the im¬ 
provement of land, abused by 
unsustainable forming meth¬ 
ods, land ownership reform 
and irrigation. 

More is needed, however, | 
than a mere shift from macro 1 
to micro-economics. What is I 
also required is the integration 
of assistance policies into a 
comprehensive economic stra¬ 
tegy. and that would have to 
indude trade. Trade liberal¬ 
isation on a scale that would 
go much beyond the present 
Uruguay round of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade would be. at least for the 
time being, a political non¬ 
starter. It is. however, an issue 
that will have to be confronted 
eventually. 

Trade liberalisation is al¬ 
ways easier to advocate than to 
cany out because a compre¬ 
hensive free-trade approach 
would invariably involve the 
slaughter of many sacred 
cows Britain’s romantic at¬ 
tachment to the coal industry. 
France's irrational attachment 
to small farmers, or Germa¬ 
ny's difficulties with scaling 
down its steel industry. 

The extent of Western pro¬ 
tectionism is illustrated by the 
fact that the developing world 
pays as much in tariffs to the 
industrialised world as it re¬ 
ceives back in official develop¬ 
ment aid: about $40 billion a 
year. 

In the 1960s, a US senator. 
Everett Dirksen of Illinois, 
produced a much-quoted tine 
on spending: “A billion here, a 
billion there and pretty soon 
you're talking about real 
money. ^" I f he were alive today, 
he would be surprised to learn 
that, when it comes to foreign 
aid, his famous dictum no 
longer holds.

strike at any moment, afflicting 
perfectly normal, frugal people 
whose Achilles heel is that they 
simply cannot bear to be thwarted. 
Or made late. 

Unlike ordinaiy extravagance, 
this urge has nothing to do with 
luxury or generosity or celebration: 
it is a mad single-minded impetus 
to cut the Gordian knot, thumb 
your nose at bad hick, and spend 
your way crazily back into control 
of your circumstances. It is what 
makes tycoons buy up unwanted 
companies just to get one comer of 
a site; and drove one furious 
commuter to step off a stuck train 
in Stratford, cross to a sports shop 


and spend £200 on a bike which 
he later — so he daims — gave to 
the postboy at work. 

This kind of spending brings a 
horribly addictive exhilaration: 
with one bound (though consider¬ 
ably more than one pound] you are 
free! Overdrawn, of course; but 
free The prince's scale of spending 
is exotic, but his spirit is no 
different to the burst of rage and 
irrationality which made me late 
one night when the speeches v/ere 
over-running at a veiy formal 
London dinner, resolve to stop 
sweating about the last train and 
get in a black cab. All the way to 
Ipswich, at a cost of £130: and me

rumour refuses to die

M oney. power. 

beauty and 
death are the 
ingredients of 
any good conspiracy theory. 
Add Italy’s current frenzy over 
the Mafia to the French con¬ 
viction that nothing ever is as 
simple as it looks and you hare 
on explanation for a local 
revival this spring of that old 
chestnut the “murder” ot 
Princess Grace. 

A few elements have come 
together in the bars of the Cote 
d'Azur to revive the embers of 
one of two theories that took 
off at the same time as the 
news That Grace Kelly’s Rover 
had driven off a cliff in 
September 1982. One held 
that it was really the 17-year- 
old Princess Stephanie who 
had been at the wheel. The 
one doing the rounds again 
said the princess was the 
victim of Mafia assassins. 

Motives were only darkly 
hinted at but they usually 
involved some intoxicating 
cocktail which mixed in Prince 
Rainier, the Mob and the 
hugely lucrative financial op¬ 
erations conducted from the 
principality. Frank Sinatra 
and Hollywood sometimes 
make an appearance. No one 
has ever produced the slightest 
evidence to support either tale. 
The police at the time found 
the brakes to have been in 
good order and a French 
autopsy showed that the prin¬ 
cess had suffered a cerebral 
haemorrhage. This accorded 
with Stephanie's report that 
her mother had blacked out

and then appeared confused 
as her car skidded through the 
rail on a dangerous curve. 

Prince Rainier pleaded with 
the tabloid media to leave the 
theories alone. "When the 
press makes up a story about 
the Mafia wanting to kill 
Grace, though I can't for a 
moment see why the Mafia 
would want to kill her. if there 
was some interpretation that 
seemed even only minutely 
possible, I’d say, all right But 
when they keep rehashing the 
story that Stephanie was driv¬ 
ing and they know it's not true, 
when they know it's been 
proven that she wasn't driving, 
it hurts all of us." he said in 
a rare interview four years 
ago. 

Though most of the shock 
on the Cote this spring in¬ 
volves tile removal of VAT 
exemption from luxury yachts 
registered in Britain, tongues 
were set wagging again on the 
Grace stray in February 
because of the release of a 
report by a French parliamen¬ 
tary commission- This alleged 
that Monaco was used as a 
laundering base for the funds 
of the Cosa Nostra and the 
Camorra of Naples. It men¬ 
tioned. en passant. Princess 
Caroline's late husband Stefa- 
no Casiraghi. but made no 
reference to the princess or her 


accident and alleged no 
wrongdoing by the royal fam¬ 
ily. But it was enough for 
Jacques Bid alou, a former 
judge, to call for a new 
investigation. 

The attraction of a juicy 
theory is usually enough for 
scribes to forget to mention 
that M Bidalou is what is 
politely known as an eccentric. 
A crusader against what he 
sees as establishment plots to 
exploit the commonfolk. M 
Bidalou made himself such a 
nuisance with frivolous and 
fanciful summonses when he 
worked as a judge in a 
suburban Paris traffic court, 
that he was sacked from the 
bench in 1986, the first inves¬ 
tigating magistrate to be dis¬ 
barred since the second world 
war. He is now campaigning 
as a private citizen. 

It is no surprise that skul¬ 
duggery should continue to be 
imputed to Grace Kelly’s 
death, given the basic ingredi¬ 
ents. plus all die sensational 
books about her allegedly less 
than fairy-tale life as a Holly¬ 
wood actress. The ground is 
especially fertile in France 
because of the Gallic belief 
that higher powers are con¬ 
stantly machinating to pull die 
wool over the eyes of a gullible 
populace. 

The deaths of President 


Kennedy and Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe are nothing beside the 
lurid conspiracy theories and 
rumours which have been 
circulating in France for cen¬ 
turies. These are fuelled by the 
paternalistic nature of French 
power and die secrecy with 
which the state and the gov¬ 
erning classes still manage to 
stifle embarrassing actions. 

The French language is 
studded with words for deal¬ 
ing with conspiracy and the 
manipulation of opinion, 
which have no real equivalent 
in English, such as la manipu¬ 
lation, 1'intaxication, la prov¬ 
ocation. 

in the mid 18th century, for 
example, the tavern experts 
were certain that children were 
being murdered to give their 
blood to the king, who was 
supposed to be suffering from 
leprosy. In 1832, the rich 
merchants of Paris were said 
to be behind a cholera epidem¬ 
ic The Dreyfus affair in the 
late 19th century brought to 
the fore the notion of a 
conspiracy by an international 
Jewish league which can still 
be heard in the utterances of 
Jean-Marie Le Pen and his 
National Front party. In the 
Gulf war. official denials did 
little to change the conviction 
of citizens in the south that the 
Iraqis had managed to hit

Nice. Marseilles or some other 
city with a Scud or other 
missile. 

The love of rumour goes 
hand in hand with conspiracy. 
The widespread belief that the 
entertainment industry was 
covering up the truth for its 
own gain forced two stars into 
public denials in recent 
months. IsabeDe Adjani, the 
actress, went public to say she 
did not have Aids and Sheila, 
the 1960s pop singer, went on 
television to say she was not 
really a man. In recent weeks, 
the blanket of silence that 
covers the private lives of 
public people in France has 
prompted wild conspiracy the¬ 
ories on the sudden death 
earlier this month of Philippe 
Habeit the son-in-law of 
Jacques Chirac. 

I n the French spirit, there 
is an abundance of 
theory to explain the 
country’s attachment to 
rumour and conspiracy and 
there is even a “Foundation 
for the Study of Rumours", 
attached to a Paris university. 
Jean-Noel Kapferer, the soci¬ 
ologist who heads the founda¬ 
tion. explains that the 
imagination runs away 
because people are convinced 
that “they are not telling us 
everything so they must be 
hiding something from us". 
Theories of the Kelly variety 
satisfy a.deep jmbtic need to 
impose a sort of morality on 
life, an impulse known to every 
tabloid editor. Beautiful, rich 
and powerful, Grace needed 
to be brought down to the level 
of ordinary people in an act of 
retribution. 

M Kapferer’s outfit does not 
just spend its time theorising. 
They run a Paris hotline, “Alio 
Rumours”, which citizens are 
invited to call to pass on good 
rumours they have heard or 
report that they themsdves are 
victims of lurid tales.

SHIGEOSHI Matsudaira, a 
senior politician of Japan’s 
ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party, has heavily lidded eyes, 
dropping jewels, the build of a 
debt collector and the expres¬ 
sion of an evil Roman senator. 
Yesterday, however, he was 
practising his range of ingra¬ 
tiating smiles. 

Sitting back in an armchair 
in Ids provincial constituency 
office, he received one suppli¬ 
cant after another with a 
dazzling grin and leant for¬ 
ward to listen, with exagger¬ 
ated. sympathy, to their 
problems. The first arrival, an 
anxious mother, explained 
that ber teenage son had 
damaged her car while driv¬ 
ing without a licence. “What 
might persuade Master Mat¬ 
sudaira to arrange for legal 
proceedings to be dropped?" 
she asked. Mr Matsudaira 
hinted discreetly that a small 
consideration of a million yen 
in new notes would do the 
trick. 

The next visitor was a man 
who wanted a university en¬ 
trance place transferred from 
his bright daughter to her less 
able twin sister. "Yes, yes. If 
throe million yen can be 
delivered in cash, it'll be done 
within the week." 

The third to be ushered in 
was a harried and furtive 
young businessman, lugging 
four large carrier bags burst¬ 
ing tike overstuffed pillows 
with 10,000-yen (£50) notes. 
He had been sent by his 
ambitious construction com¬ 
pany employers, eager to win 
a lucrative forthcoming con¬ 
tract to build a new bridge. 
“Well think about it" said Mr 
Matsudaira with one of his 
carefully crafted half smiles. 
There could be other competi¬ 
tors to consider, he explained, 
but his mind might be made 
up within the hour if more 
carrier bags were forth¬ 
coming.

has kept the LDP in uninter¬ 
rupted power for 38 years. 

The going rate for a vote 
these days is said to be the 
price of a CD player and 
Japan’s demanding electorate 
expects to be wooed with 
lavish parries, jaunts to hot 
spring resorts and plenty of 
“election onigm" — rice cakes 
filled with fish and wrapped in 
seaweed and a 10 . 000 -yen 
note. 

Reluctant to reform the

tion scandal 

LATE last year however. 
Ichiro Ozawa. Mr Kane- 
maru’s acolyte and the model 
forthe film's Matsudaira char¬ 
acter. formal a new LDP 
splinter group. Reform Forum 
21 is devoted to the pursuit of 
“dean and honest politics" 
and has caused agitation in 
the ranks of the LDP geron- 
tooacy. But its decision to stay 
within the LDP fold, presum¬ 
ably to retain access to those 
vital campaign funds, indi¬ 
cates its ultimate impotence. 

Also blocking the growth of 
Mr Ozawa’s apparent reform¬ 
ist zeal is the glaring lack of 
outrage from a public jaded by 
an endless stream of corrup¬ 
tion scandals, tearful apolo¬ 
gies and homilies on the need 
for change. Fed by a national 
press that has a fine tradition 
of lampooning politicians as 
corrupt, second-rate opportun¬ 
ists, most Japanese tend to 
greet each new scandal with 
equanimity, the voyeurs 
among them revelling in the 
public shame of their leaders. 

After all, it is not the 
politicians who really run Ja¬ 
pan. As long as the business 
and bureaucratic worlds can 
cany on enriching the coun¬ 
ty- tn spite of the politicians 
the public can sit back and 
enjoy the fun of the show.

R oman Catholicism 
suits Ann widde¬ 
combe: it calls a sin a 
sin. Such certainty 
appeals 10 her. On Wednesday 
morning she put on a tur¬ 
quoise Berkenex frock and a 
small schooJgiriish hat. and 
crossed the bridge. She was 
received into the Catholic 
church in the crypt of West¬ 
minster Cathedra], in the com¬ 
pany of Cardinals Manning 
and Newman, whose bones 
repose there. Later came the 
historic mass in the crypt of the 
House of Commons, the first 
since the Reformation. Be¬ 
tween the two ceremonies, she 
returned to the secular, well- 
upholstered calm of her 
Whitehall office, where 
we met 

Miss Widdeeombe’s usually 
brisk maimer had dearly not 
been soothed into a state of 
beatitude for her great day. On 
Newsnight we saw poor Peter 
Stanford, editor of the Catho¬ 
lic Herald, simpering that he 
had always regarded her as an 
honorary Catholic, and get¬ 
ting roundly rebuked by her 
for questioning the Catholic 
bishops' discussions on the 
traffic of souls to Rome. “I am 
appalled by what 1 am hear¬ 
ing.” she snapped. “Where is 
the welcome, where are the 
open arras, why this grudging 
attitude?” And that morning 
on Radio 4, the Reverend-to- 
be Brian Redhead dared to 
mention that the Commons 
crypt was where Oliver Crom¬ 
well tethered his horse. “You 
may make what mock you 
like 1 ” Miss Widdecombe had 
bridled in the crabbed tones 
that are always instantly 
recognisable when we wake 
up to them on the Today 
programme. 

In person, she is not so 
daunting: just businesslike, 
and fearless of unpopularity. 
“Pope or pensioners?" she asks 
crisply at the outset Short and 
square in figure, in manner 
and in haircut Miss 
Widdecombe is a plain dealer. 
She is 45. single and single- 
minded, wedded to politics. 
Her view that politics is not a 
job but a way of life is not just a 
lazy cliche but a dictum. As a 
backbencher, along with her 
an* opponent Dennis Skin¬ 
ner — their approach is not 
dissimilar — she topped the 
poll for her Commons voting 
record (98 per cent in 1988) 
and scorned the idea of having 
a “pair” as she was hardly ever 
absent 

Interests like riding horses, 
researching the exile of 
Charles II, and reading 
Quintillian (her first degree 
was in r -a ti n, a more useful 
intellectual discipline than the 
PPE she later read at Oxford) 
are suspended. She has not 
even time to dig her small 
garden in Kent It is main¬ 
tained by a team of mentally 
handicapped gardeners from 
a laudable scheme called 
Spadework. 


There is no point in arguing 
with her about women priests, 
any more than in arguing the 
case for choice in abortion 
because there is no common 
principle on which to begin. 
For her. and others, the 
Church of England ceased to 
be a catholic and apostolic 
church on November 11. She 
is all for women rising high. 
But women have never been, 
and cannot be, part of the 
apostolic succession, no matter 
what her former fellow Angli¬ 
cans or the Archbishop of 
Canterbury may think.

women priests; her father, 
retired from the Admiralty, 
was pro. The Widdecombe 
family, peppered with vicars 
and lay readers, are old C of E, 
and their household was an 
evangelical one, scathing 
about Catholic practices. “I 
would never have called the 
altar an altar, it was the Lord's 
table. I was even tangentially 
involved in helping at BiHy 
Graham tallies in the 1960s. 
But one grows wiser and more 
tolerant, and I would never 
talk about Protestants today, 
as a Catholic, as I used to talk 
about Catholics, as a young 
Protestant" 

However, . her maternal 
grandfather was a Roman 
Catholic, and she now wears 
his crucifix and has his rosary 
“for which my mother thought 
she’d never find a use.. "And 
her parents did send her to a 
strict convent school in Bath. 
La Sainte Union de Sacte 
Coeur, for its academic rigour. 
“It was pre-Vatican II: Latin 
mass, priest with his bade to 
the people, mortal sin to eat 
meat on Friday, bed at 7.30 on 
Saturdays, up at 6.30 to go to 
mass.

Perhaps, when I came back, I 
should have come to Rome 
then, because I was already so 
heavily disillusioned with the 
Church of England” The fact 
that she could not bring her¬ 
self to reflects the “awfulness” 
now afflicting thousands of 
others, she says, who want to 
go but cannot conceive of it 
“Of course it has been 
difficult I left the Church of 
England on November 11.

You should say. ‘here 
is the standard, and we under¬ 
stand if you cant reach it. but 
this is the standard'. That is so 
lacking in the Church of 
England now." 

It is this perception that 
individuals must cany respon¬ 
sibility for their own conduct, 
and that circumstances are not 
an excuse for bad behaviour, 
that gives the dark night of 
Ann Widdeeombe’s soul its 
resonance in the wider world 
where she is the immutably 
dry and Thatcherite minister 
for social sendees. If she has a 
“damp patch" (“Even the Sa¬ 
hara has the odd oasis") it is 
that society must look after 


those who cannot look after 
themselves. “But not,” she 
adds, “those who will not look 
after themselves." 

We know her uncompro¬ 
mising views on abortion. But 
she has never, even at her 
convent school, been against 
contraception. How does she 
fed about Humanae Vitae? 

"Well, I always laugh and 
say I am not married so that is 
one aspect of Catholic teach¬ 
ing 1 shall not have any 
difficulty with." she says, “but 
on a more serious note, the 
teaching on contraception 
does cause a lot of pain. Nor 
do I doubt that many other¬ 
wise devout Catholics proba¬ 
bly do defy the Church’s 
teaching. And to permit con¬ 
traception by natural means 
but not by artificial means is a 
contradiction. Tnat is not a 
fundamental of faith, but a 
teaching of conduct, which 1 
can live with. Whereas abor¬ 
tion is a mortal sin.” 


Miss Widdecombe reminds 
us that she comes to the 
Catholic church on a different 
basis, even a higher plane, 
than most cradle Catholics. 

"When I made my profes¬ 
sion of faith this morning. I 
promised to obey the laws as 
promulgated by the successors 
of St Peter, which binds me 
completely. Don’t forget most 
Roman Catholics are cradle 
Catholics who will never have 
made that statement, and 
never have to confront that 
issue within themselves. “It is 
possible to become a semi¬ 


detached Catholic but you 
cannot become a semi-ar- 
tached Catholic." 

Her flat is filled with cards 
from well-wishers. When she 
walks through the Commons, 
cleaners and caterers come up 
and say “Welcome to our 
Church.” “I always say. frivo¬ 
lously. there’s a lot of Catholi¬ 
cism about" 

Did she not as a Latin 
scholar, regret the Latin mass? 
“No. There’s a difference be¬ 
tween compromising on fun¬ 
damentals. so that if you 
appoint a bishop as we have 


done |by “we" she mil means 
ihe C of E. and refers to the 
Bishop of Durtiam| who pub¬ 
licly questions articles of creed, 
thar is one thing. Chan sine 
the form, from the Latin mas; 
to the more user-friend!v ver¬ 
nacular. is not heretical, so it 
doesn’t worry me at all. 
Though I do have u preference 
for the Latin, just as 1 have a 
preference for! ot>2 over Alter¬ 
native Services." 

She has gone along with 
happy-clappy services (Tm 
one of those who can dap in 
church and don’t worry") and 
modem hymns (“Graham 
Hendrick is brilliant — we’re 
having a hymn of his today’’): 
it is the fundamental change 
in doctrine and communion 
that has driven her away. 

Personally she sees a role for 
married priests, but at least she 
feds certain that Rome will not 
ordain women in her lifetime, 
despite the body of Catholic 
opinion iliac wants it. “The 
Roman church does not work

like the Church of England, 
on majorities and secular ar¬ 
guments. The Holy See looks 
not just at what people in 
England or America want, but 
what the Chun* universal 
wants. The fact that they have 
said this is a very strong 
obstacle to unity gives me 
immense confidence that they 
will not do it" 

As for "all this angst" 
among Anglo-Catholics. she 
blames the Church of Eng¬ 
land for being so ill-prepared 
for the two-vote majority last 
November. 

“We thought we would have 
another five years to think 
about the position of dissent¬ 
ing dergy. Approaches should 
have been made to Rome 
before. Instead, we are thrash¬ 
ing this out in a great public 
mess. That’s one thing the 
church and politics have in 
common: if you’re going to 
have a split and a row. at least 
try and manage the thing.” 

But for her at least, the angst 
is over. She will be taking mass 
at Father Seed’s small Sacred 
Heart church in Westminster, 
and may even come round to 
the idea of invokin g saints like 
the useful Jude. She took the 
confirmation name of Hugh 
after St Hugh of Lincoln, and 
in remembrance of Bishop 
Latimer who died in flames for 
his faith nearly 400 years ago 
with the words “We shall this 
day light such a candle by 
God’s grace in England as 
shall never be put out" 

Ann Noreen Hugh 
Widdecombe has already 
made her first confession. “1 
made it to Father Seed in my 
ministerial office in the House 
of Commons. But I shall not 
feD you what I confessed." 


Has the Church of England forgotten the reason for its existence? 




T he General Synod is 
busy with the privatisa¬ 
tion of the Church of 
England. The church which 
the Elizabethan Settlement 
sought to make the church of 
the English nation is turning 
itself into a sect. . 

This is. of course, a denial of 
the whole of Anglican history. 
The Church of England has 
always claimed that it has no 
doctrines or orders of its own 
but only those of the uniwreal 
church. It was on that basis 
that it demanded the alle¬ 
giance of the people of Eng¬ 
land. It sought both to insist 
upon the Catholic essentials 
and to uphold the necessity of

has changed all that By 
asserting that it can alter 
doctrine and order unilaterally 
it has relinquished its apostolic 
claim to the allegiance of the 
people of England.

How true that was. That 
was the whole basis of 
the Elizabethan Settle¬ 
ment. A church teach¬ 
ing nothing except that 
rooted in scripture and 
warranted by tradition. 

A church owning itself 
as only one part of the 
body of Christ and 
claiming no power to 
change unilaterally 
what has been believed 
everywhere and by alL 
No longer can such a 
claim be maintained. 

Very soon you will not 
be able to be a member 
unless you are prepared 
to believe as an artide of 
faith that the General 

Synod can, by a two- 
thirds majority, alter the 
orders and doctrines of 
the church. In a real 
sense there will be a 
doctrinal test of membership 
_ one which specifically 
changes the nature of the 
Church of England and 
makes it as much a sect as any 
Protestant nonconformist 
bodv. This synod-driven 
church has sought to alienate 
the goodwill and assets of the

church of the nation and 
assign them to a body made 
up only of people who are 
prepared to assent to this novel 
doctrine of the infallibility of 
the General Synod. 

So a whole group of English 
Christians who were induded 
by the Elizabethan Settlement 


are now to be excluded 
and must in conscience 
look elsewhere. Thai 
leaves the Church of 
England itself in a diffi¬ 
cult position. It cannot 
claim comprehensive¬ 
ness as the reason for 
establishment- It has 
chosen a new path. Nor 
can it daim to be the 
largest church in Eng¬ 
land. It has long been 
overtaken in numbers of 
regular attenders by the 
Roman Catholic 
church. All that is left is 
its history. It is estab¬ 
lished because it has 
been for 400 years. It is 
established because 
those who do not go to 
church in England are 
more likely to put “C of 
E" on a form than 
anything else. In these 
days that is not a veiy 
sure foundation. 

Yet ft is a vital one for the 
Church of England. For with¬ 
out the establishment, what 
claim has it on the allegiance 
of the people of England? It 
has forsaken its daim to 
apostolic authority. It has lost 
its numerical ascendancy. The 
only basis upon which it can 


present its particular formula¬ 
tion of Christianity is its rela¬ 
tionship with the state. What 
an irony thar the liberal activ¬ 
ists who have so alienated the 
church from its roots should 
now have to lean so heavily 
upon an Erastian justification 
for the church they have taken 
over. 

Yet the future of the estab¬ 
lishment is in real doubt If it is 
to survive, then the C of E will 
have to recognise that it is now 
the guardian rather than the 
owner of its churches, its 
cathedrals and its endow¬ 
ments. It will have seriously to 
consider how it can property 
share its privileged position 
with the other churches. It will 
have to show,' Christian gener¬ 
osity in its dealings with those 
it has excluded and who will 
need to continue to worship 
together — whether in com¬ 
munion with Canterbury or 
noL The only future for the 
establishment will be one in 
which the Church of England 
recognises that whai it owes to 
history must now be shared. It 
may even have to learn the 
more painful lesson that the 
conversion of England is now 
predominantly in the hands of 
others and that 1992 marked 
not only the end of the Oxford 
Movement but also of the 
Elizabethan Settlement.

At that 
point, the Western press 
responded by ceasing to 
write about her. But now. 
looking like a demented 
leftover from days of radical 
chic Winnie is once again 
with us. Earlier this week 
she led Cape Town black 
youths in a rally, urging 
them to “take the streets by 
storm" and “kfli the Boers, 
kill the fanners”. This, de¬ 
pending on your view of 
middle-aged divorcees gone 
wacko, would be pathetic, 
tragic or predictable, were 
she not in the middle of a 
lethal political situation. It is 
one thing for a 58-year-old 
woman to dress up in mili¬ 
tary fatigues and tell people 
to go out and kill fascists if 
she lives in. say.

What happens is 
that temperamental short¬ 
comings find an outlet and 
justification in “the strug¬ 
gle" against that system. 
Indeed, the struggle frees 
them from the normal con¬ 
straints preventing us all 
from acting out our worst 
instill as; thus we have the 
Mandela United Football 
Club of hoodlums over 
which Winnie presided.

Cheering news for crooks 

Can ordinary people no longer see the £*■ 2 ^ 
haw"? S dividing line between good and bad? rn S“' iwdidteiin ! di. 


T oday’s column is in one 
sense unique; I wrote it 
months ago. and only now 
have I dusted down and 
offered it to you. What ay my 
readers? Are we to be fobbed off with 
the coldest cabbage? Faugh! Serve us 
up a dish piping hot. or we shall turn 
the page ai once! 

Patience, dear readers, there is a 
reason for my tardiness. The story 1 
am to tell at last was legally banned 
from publication all this time, but the 
banning itsdf is something 1 greatly 
admire. For it concerns a court case, a 
case in which a serious crime was 
committed, and until the trial no pub¬ 
lic comment on it could be made, 
because of our wholly admirable sub 
judice rule. (Many countries do not 
have such a principle — America 
does, but she largely ignores it — and 
I sometimes wonder how anyone in 
such a jurisdiction can hope to have a 
fair trial.) Now, however, the case is 
over, and I can at last reveal the 
reason for my long silence; it is hardly 
likely that many of my readers will 
have remembered the story, so I shall 
sketch the events that led up to it 
Late one night in the heart of the 
dty of Bath, a gang of thieves — 
intrepid ones. I must say — stole a car 
and drove it right through the large 
plate-glass shop-windows of the big¬ 
gest department store in the dty: 
Joflys. Once inside, they rapidly 
loaded expensive dothing into the car 
— some thousands of pounds worth, 
it appeared — and then made off. 
(Business as usual: Joflys opened the 
following morning exactly on time.) 

Robbers are everywhere in the 
land; many have cool heads and 
ingenious plans. Moreover, the gen¬ 
tility of Bath has been a myth for 
many decades; there are beggars 
everywhere in the dty, and the 
crowds (recession or no recession) still 
make a stroll through the centre a 
horrible, sweaty experience. Bath is 
indeed one of the world's greatest 
architectural achievements, but if you 
can't see it for charabanc day-trippers 
and buskers the point is rather 
thoroughly missed. Which is to say 
that smash-and-grab, even motorised 
smash-and-grab, can take place in 
Bath just as well as Liverpool. 

What followed, however, was more 
of a surprise, and it is not out of a 
wish to strike dramatic poses that I 
say this surprise may well turn out to 
be our sodetys winding-sheet 
There was a solitary policeman, PC 
Pertemerides. in the vicinity as the 
crash of glass resounded through the 
street; a crowd rapidly grew. The 


constable, with commendable cour¬ 
age. dragged one of the robbers out of 
the car,' but was given the slip; 
shouting for help, he chased the man, 
but even as he wrestled the fleeing 
villain to the ground, he heard three 
remarkable sounds behind him. The 
first was the sound of jeering by the 
dnwd, at him. the policeman; the 
second was the cheers, from the by¬ 
standers, for the criminals; foe third 
was foe bustling of foe crowd into the 
wrecked Jollys, to steal what they 
could find inside.

But the circumstances 
in foe Bath raid are hardly compara¬ 
ble; no bombs, for one thing. 

Those in foecrowd at Joflys—foere 
is no point in softening foe nature of 
events — took the side of foe crimi¬ 
nals. despised the representative of 
law and order, and were themselves 
thieves. Moreover, foe representative 
of law and order, PC Pettemerides, 
was alone (there were five in foe 
gang, but only one was caught and 
he refused to peach on his comrades), 
and presumably expected from foe 
crowd the help he was calling for and 
needed; his realisation that the crowd 
was on foe criminals’ side must have 
given him more than one kind of 
shock. Indeed, he made that plain m 
his own words, saying “We were in¬ 
volved in a violent struggle and when 
I looked up two youths were standing 
watching us; I asked them to call for 
help, but they just stood foere...You 
hope in those circumstances people 
will assist you. It is a very lonely 
feeling when they don’t” 

I dare say. For, after all. the crowd 
outside Joflys (and. a little later, foe 
ruffians inside) were not demonstrat¬ 
ing against say, bent coppers, they 
were demonstrating their hatred of 
law and honesty, and cheering for 
stolen goods.

There was a very 
pertinent comment from a Superin¬ 
tendent Howell, after order had been 
restored in Bath; he said These 
people gathered around as if they 
were watching some form of street 
entertainment, and then joined in.” 
But the Superintendent did not need 
to make it a simile; that was exactly 
what they were doing at Joflys. And if 
bashing up a policeman, applauding 
a gang or robbers and finishing the 
evening with half an hour’s larceny is 
street entertainment, the streets are 
soon going to look rather different 
from foe way they used to be. 

Very different; because I tucked 
away another news story that broke at 
foe same time as foe Jollys raid. An 
Abbey National “hole-in-the-wall” 
cash-dispenser in Oxford Street had 
been incorrectly fed: the computer 
was giving out a £20 note for every 
tenner requested. It was one o'clock 
in the morning, but. in the cool words 
of the policeman who went to investi¬ 
gate, “a large, though orderly, queue 
had formed". (There is something 
almost uncanny in those words. 
Where, long after midnight did the 
queue come from? Is foere a scent 
undetectable by the honest folk, but 
recognised by the crooked, so that ' 
one sniff brings them scurrying 
towards booty?) The Abbey National 
spokesman, nexi day. said, even more 


suavely, “We have not had anyone 
contact us asking if we want die 
money back”. 

When and how did the line dis¬ 
appear? The line, that is. between 
honesty and its opposite? I put it 
like that, because of course foere 
have always been criminals and foe 
criminally-minded, together with 
those who do not think it shame 
(or do think it shame but do ft 
nonetheless) to engage in some mild 
pilfering or cheating. The usefulness 
of the line was its absence of 
ambiguity; you were on one side or 
the other. But when foe line was 
nibbed out foere were for many 
people no longer any such concepts as 
honesty and dishonesty, truth and 
lies, meum and tuum. 

The most terrible thing about the 
looting crowd at Jollys was not that 
they were thieves, hart that they did. 
not know they were thieves, because 
foe meaning of the word had ceased 
for them to imply what it always had 
previously implied. They thought 
themselves, if indeed they thought at 
all, people who were taking things 
out of a shop without paying for 
them. That, of course, is what you 
and I would call stealing, because we 
remember where the fine was: but 
they have forgotten. 


W e had soon better re¬ 
paint the line. If this 
country thinks it can 
afford to side with the 
criminal against the rule of law, and 
cheer when the criminals win. and 
look the other way when the looting 
starts, why then; 

You are not on ±e road to hell. 

You tell me with fanatic glee; 

Vain boaster, whai will that avail. 
When hell is on the road to thee? 

A manageress at Jollys summed up 
the obvious but significant truth:

and little likelihood of Britain ab¬ 
staining. but foere will be no disguis¬ 
ing foe fact that this issue will have 
generated more friction between the 
two allies than any of recent times. 

What will Mr Clinton decide? No 
one in Washington yet knows, not 
even his close advisers, and no 
announcement is expected until after 
Russia's critical referendum on April 
25. Malcolm Rifkind. the British def¬ 
ence secretary, is in Washington this 
week promoting a total “blockade" of 
Serbia, but a senior administration 
source says there is “a very strong 
feeling present policies are not 
enough". 

For British. French and other 
European diplomats in Washington, 
it has become a question of reading 
the runes, of trying to determine 
which elements of a deeply divided 
administration are halting most in¬ 
fluence on an inscrutable president. 
Even in his 50-minuieieJephone con¬ 
versation with John Major last Sun¬ 
day, Mr Clinton did not press one 
course above all others, but discussed 
all options and probed how for Lon¬ 
don was prepared to go. 

The British guess is that he will 
plump for lifting foe arms embargo 
rather than embarking upon air 
strikes. It is the easier option political¬ 
ly, and foe American military is 
opposed to bombing missions which, 
it argues, would have little long-term 
impact. Congress has already ap¬ 
proved $50 million to arm the Mus¬ 
lims if foe UN embargo is lifted. 

Mr Clinton has held hours of 
anguished discussions with his advis¬ 
ers. “People are all over the lot.” said 
Les Aspire the US Defence Secretary, 
after a seven-hour marathon with 
other top advisers last Saturday. 
“Everywhereyou turn, the downsides 
are there... I have never seen a 
government problem before with no 
good options. They all look awful.” 

Compelled to choose, British offici¬ 
als say London would probably fav¬ 
our air strikes. Lifting foe arms 
embargo would escalate foe fighting 
and encourage the Serbs to launch 
immediate pre-emptive strikes. 
Moreover the Croats, who themselves 
covet Bosnian territory, customarily 
siphon off 30 per cent of any supplies 
reaching Bosnia. Bombing Serb 
heavy artillery would at least help 
level the playing field. 

TTie fundamental difference be¬ 
tween the British and American atti¬ 
tudes were epitomised in separate 
comments in Washington this week 
by Mr Rifldnd and Joseph Biden, foe 
senior Democratic senator who is 
leading Capitol Hill’s increasingly 
vocal demands for action. 

The defence secretary said it would 
be a great mistake to resort to military 
action just because no one could 
think of a better course.

Douglas 
Hurd, the foreign secretary, claimed that a 
nationwide poll “would be a blow to the 
standing of the House for years to come". 
Jack Cunningham, his Labour counterpart 
issued dark warnings that a referendum 
would be the biggest single threat to rhe 
authority of Parliament and would under¬ 
mine parliamentary democracy. 

Such talk is designed to rally the most 
comatose of MPs. What after all. could be 
worse than a blow to the standing of the 
House of Commons, and thus the standing 
of MPs themselves? Fortunately 1 23 of them 
saw through this bluster, despite subjection 
to three-line whips from both main parties. 
All three front benches colluded to ensure 
that the vote took place at 2.20am, safely out 
of step with television schedules and too late 
for most newspaper editions. All three 
leaders were embarrassed by spliis in their 
own parties, and two out of the three (Messrs 
Major and Smith) oppose a referendum 
mainly because the campaign would make 
the divisions in their parties more apparent 
The government fears also that it might lose, 
though Mr Hurd denied this during the 
debate. 

The public stance, however, is based on 
the importance of parliamentary sov¬ 
ereignty. Rarely have politicians so brazenly 
demonstrated the opposite of the case they 
argue. The more they conspire with each 
other, the harder they whip and the more 
they resort to underhand parliamentary 
tactics, the more the country despairs of 
entrusting such fundamental constitutional 
decisions to Parliament alone. Pace Mr 
Hurd and Dr Cunningham, it is these very 


manoeuvres that are threatening the stand¬ 
ing of the House and giving parliamentary 
democracy a bad name. 

The Times is crying in a small way to 
address public disquiet about this process. 
We are sending a voting form to every 
household in the Newbuty constituency, in 
advance of the by-election, inviting people to 
consider whether Maastricht should be 
ratified. We ask the people of Newbury to 
play their pan by replying. Such an 
undertaking cannot be fully representative; 
the only true referendum would be one 
addressed to every voter in the country. 
Either the Conservative or the Labour party 
could ensure that this takes place. But 
Labour is craven and the Tones misleadin g. 

According to the prime minister’s argu¬ 
ment in a speech last night to the 
Conservative Group for Europe, the choice 
before Britain was not between a flawed 
treaty and the chance to design a better one 
but between this country being inside or 
outside the Community. This is a classic 
response to a rhetorical Aunt Sally. His 
vision of Europe after the Maastricht treaty 
was attractive: a wider Community and a 
continent with free democracies and no 
trade barriers. But his defence of Maastricht 
was empty. Nowhere did he mention the 
perils of economic and monetary union for 
the rest of the Community, or for Britain if a 
future government were to decide to opt in. 

All that motivates those who criticise the 
treaty, he claimed, is frustration that Britain 
is no longer a world power. We have news 
for the prime minister. The people of Britain 
are indeed frustrated: not because Britain is 
no longer as powerful as it was but because 
he has denied them the democratic right to 
determine the future of their constitution. 
They want decisions taken at the lowest 
possible level just as he claims to do. And 
that means giving them the chance to decide 
for themselves: Maastricht, yes or no. 


LESSONS OF RECOVERY 

The government must not now stifle economic growth 


The recession is finally over. Whatever cavils 
there might be about economic statistics, the 
March drop in unemployment offers the 
dearest possible indication that this Is not 
just another false dawn. Unemployment has 
now fallen sharply for two consecutive 
months across all regions of the country. 
There will, of course, be setbacks and it is still 
very likely that the total will rise back above 
three million, as school leavers join the dole 
queues in the summer. But it looks even 
more likely that economic recovery will prove 
stronger than anyone had expected. 

Shortly after the day that.can now be 
firmly dubbed White Wednesday, The 
Times published its “Guide to Economic 
Recovery”, callin g for a comprehensive new 
policy for growth, centred around a cut in 
interest rates to 6 per cent If the government 
pursued such a policy, we said, “the 
recession of ’92 should soon be as a fading 
dream". 

Despite this optimism, however, we still 
expected that unemployment would "not 
start to foil for some time” after the policy for 
recovery was put into effect Why. then, have 
jobs been created so quickly? And what does 
the rapid recovery imply for Britain's 
economic policies in the period ahead? I twill 
be months, if not years, before these 
questions can be fully answered, but two 
conclusions can be drawn. 

The strength of the labour market 
suggests that Britain’s economy is fun¬ 
damentally sounder than was believed by 
the gloom-mongers of the ERM era. The 
labour-market reforms and the upsurge of 
entrepreneurship during the Thatcher years 
may not have constituted the miracle 
touted bv Nigel Lawson, but they were not 
just an illusion. If unemployment is already 
falling sharply just a few months into the 
economic recovery, then the flexible hrnng 
and firing practices introduced in the 1980s 


are almost certainly a factor. And despite the 
.punishment that entrepreneurs have suf¬ 
fered finom die recession, the small business 
sector, revitalised in the 1980s and account¬ 
ing for almost all the new jobs created in 
Bntain, must take the credit too. 

The government must now respond 
positively to the economy's strong perfor¬ 
mance. It must raise its own aspirations, 
adjusting upwards its objectives for growth 
to take account of the better-than-expected 
fundamentals, instead of listening to the de¬ 
featists who will soon start advising it to rein 
in the recovery. Already, the very gloom- 
mongers who claimed before White Wed¬ 
nesday that there was no alternative to ERM 
membership and that Britain must resign 
itself to permanent mass unemployment are 
warning about the “dangers” of a strong 
recovery. A danger does exist, but it is not 
primarily the inflation still dreaded by the 
Treasury and the Bank of England, nor the 
balance of payments crisis ritually invoked 
in parliament yesterday by John Smith. 

If Mr Smith understood the market 
mechanisms which his party now publicly 
endorses, he would realise that a floating 
exchange rate offers an automatic balancing 
mechanism for Britain’s foreign payments. 
If ministers had any faith in their own 
precepts, they would acknowledge that the 
suppty-side reforms of the 1980s had 
reduced the worst inflationary pressures in 
Britain. 

The real danger of the coming economic 
recovery is that Britain’s habits of pessimism 
and defeatism wall prove too deeply in¬ 
grained. John Major will confuse pointless 
austerity for anti-inflationary virtue. 1 nstead 
of rejoicing in the revival of entrepreneur- 
ship and enthusiasm that follows the 
recession, he may attempt to suppress iL His 
last opportunity to build on the achieve¬ 
ments of Margaret Thatcher will be lost

London needs better planning, for its 
visitors — and for its residents and workers 
too. The old accidental sprawl always has. 
Something must soon be done to segregate 
pedestrians from the motor car in the 
congested centre, in districts such as Picca¬ 
dilly and the pavements in front of 
Buckingham Palace. Tourists would have a 
better time by being steered off the rat race of 
half a dozen compulsory grand sights to the 
peripheral pleasures of London, the little 
urban villages and lesser palaces, which are 
older and more beautiful than Buckingham 
palace, the fringe theatres rather than the 
big musicals, the River Thames rather than 
the shopping, which has moved out from the 
metroplitan department stores to the motor¬ 
ists’ malls on the periphery. 

But London is a living and working city 
for all sorts and conditions of men, not a 
heritage museum. That is its attraction as 
well as its repulsion. And that is why, in spite 
of being sorely tried and driven, the tourists 
still come. London and its visitors need each 
other and enjoy a grumble about each other

Extravagance at 
the Euro bank

Sir, Gratuitous spending of taxpayers’ 
money on decoration by the Euro¬ 
pean Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development has been exposed by the 
Financial Times and devastatingly 
condemned by Bernard Levin in your 
columns (April 16 and 20). Much of 
this spending would be more appro¬ 
priate to a public place than the offices 
of international czvil servants. 

What does nor appear ro get 
mentioned is the unfortunate im¬ 
pression such opulence must give to 
bank visitors from stagnating East 
European-countries. It must confirm 
in some the magazine image widely 
held in developing countries of or¬ 
dinary life in the developed world. 

For the majority in these countries 
perceptions of the West are almost 
exclusively derived from glossy 
advertisements, film/pop scars' and 
“Ddllas-style" soap operas. This 
greatly exaggerates in thrir percep¬ 
tion the undoubted wide gap between 
richer and poorer countries. 

Lavish decoration and outfitting at 
the EBRD offices hardly send the 
right message ro the countries the 
bank is intended to serve. If all this is 
viewed from the rainy streets of 
Warsaw or Kiev, a sense of hopeless¬ 
ness and dependency may cultivate a 
desire in would-be entrepreneurs to 
jump on a gravy train. 

Arguments that the EBRD enter¬ 
prise is good for Britain and London 
because of employment and local 
contracts wrench at the spirit of 
would-be internationalists. If these 
benefits can really help to restart the 
British economy, how much better it 
would be for at least the bank's 
development section to be located in 
Eastern Europe.

Peace plan to halt the Bosnian war

Sir, ft is understandable that the 
Bosnian Seri) leader. Radovan Kar¬ 
adzic. refuses to sign the “Vance- 
Owen peace plan” (report and leader. 
April 19). Although the plan goes a 
long way toward recognising the 
rights of all three Bosnian groups, 
including the Bosnian Serbs. It stops 
short of an equitable and lasting 
solution. 

The purpose of the Vance-Owen 
peace process was to urge Bosnia's 
three constituent groups to negotiate a 
mutually acceptable constitutional 
agreement 

Implementation of the agreement 
would be supported by the UN. 
Instead, the UN is today attempting 
to impose a plan that is unaccemable 
to the Serbs. 

You argue that the Serbs “care 
nothing about diplomacy”. Yet. from 
the start, the Bosnian Muslims have 
consistently refused to negotiate dir¬ 
ectly with Bosnian Serb leaders, 
preferring instead to call them “war 
criminals". 

The Serbs object to the Vance- 
Owen plan because it leaves large 
numbers of Serbs in areas to be 
dominated by Muslims and Croats. It 
also denies the Serbs a land corridor 
between the large Serb-inhabited 
region in Croatia and north-western 
Bosnia, including Krajina. and Ser¬ 
bia itself. 

Given the present animosity be¬ 
tween the Bosnian Serbs and the 
Bosnian Croats and Muslims, an 
isolated Serb region in Bosnia would 
become the Nagorno-Karabakh of 
Europe. It is inconceivable that the 
Serbs will voluntarily accept this 
arrangement 

The Bosnian Croats accept the 
Vance-Owen plan without reservation 
because it gives them for more 
territory than they could have possibly 
expected. The Bosnian Muslims 
reluctantly accept the plan because, at 
present, it represents the best prospect 
for foreign military intervention. The 
cost to the Muslims, however, is the 
abandonment of their goal of a 
unitary state. 

Adjustment must be made to the 
Vance-Owen plan to ensure that it is 


fair to an three Bosnian groups. 
Otherwise, the country will be con¬ 
demned to decades of misery.

Sir. As I sat in a German truck one 
November night in 1941. having 
been taken prisonerwirh the staff of a 
brigade headquarters. 1 cursed the 
pre-war British pacifist governments 
that had caused me to have to go into 
battle the evening before with nothing 
but three poor little two-pounder guns 
against what the London Gazette 
later said were 60 German tanks. For 
good measure I cursed those few 
regular army officers I had met who, 1 
thought, had joined the army in 
peacetime for the polo and pig¬ 
sticking and had no intention of 
risking their lives in an actual battle. 

Now. some 50 years later. 1 see the 
whole scenario repeating itself: 
disarmament by a government of

Sir. Our charity. Mend, and its 
associa t e. Mend Special Projects, 
operate 15 registered homes for the 
long-term care of people .with learn¬ 
ing disabilities or who suffer from 
chronic mental Alness. We endorse 
Adrian Randall's assertion (letter. 
April 9) that die government’s denial 
of specific relief from council tax wfl] 
impose a serious financial burden on 
charities such as ours. 

Of the 126 residents cared for in 
our homes. 120 are on income 
support and cannot afford to make 
any contribution towards the costs 
incurred by us in paying council tax 
bills. Despite transitional relief and 
the discounts available to registered 
homeowners, these costs will in our 
case amount annually to thousands of 
pounds, as seven of our homes have 
been placed in the higher valuation 
bands. Thus, scarce resources which 


we ought to be using for our 
charitable objectives wQl be diverted 
elsewhere. 

As part of his apologia for this ill- 
conceived aspect of the government’s 
policy, Robin Squire (letter. April 5) 
referred to the council tax benefit 
tystem. That reference was mislead¬ 
ing. as the benefit system does not 
apply to registered homes, where the 
person liable to pay the tax is the 
homeowner, not the individual res¬ 
ident 

Mr Squire’s reliance on such a 
demonstrably false point illustrates 
the desperation of his department’s 
attempt to defend an indefensible 
position.

Sir, Off-road enthusiasts such as 
myself value the byway network and 
take trouble to respecr the rights of 
other users (letters, April 17). 
Motorsports dubs and the recently 
formed Land Access and Rights Ass¬ 
ociation have established a code of 
conduct and a system of voluntary 
restraint, limiting recreational vehide 
use on sensitive byways to off-peak 
periods. 

This code is well publicised and 
generally respected. The problem lies 
with an irresponsible minority who 
would be unlikely to comply with any 
legal ban. 

On our nearest byway we rarely see 
a recreational vehide but it is used at 
least 28 times a week all the year by 
local farmers. From my own observa¬ 
tions this ratio is representative of 
other byways in the area. 

The solution is to encourage re¬ 
sponsible use based on existing vol¬ 


untary restraint systems and on co¬ 
operation. not confrontation.

Justice in unit fines?

Sir, The unit fines system (report, 
April 8) may have the unfortunate 
effect of deterring motorists from 
seeking justice in relation to offences 
which could be dealt with either as a 
summons or by payment of a fixed 
penalty. 

People whose offences have occ¬ 
urred under extenuating rircum- 
stanoes, and who might ordinarily feel 
they should defend themselves as a 
matter of personal principle, may well 
conclude that acting according to 
their principles, which entails die risk 
of an exorbitant fine many times the 
amount of the fixed penalty, has 
become an unaffordable luxury. 

If the risk Of incurring dispropor¬ 
tionate fines deters people who would 
otherwise receive absolute discharges 
from defending themselves, the Crim¬ 
inal Justice Ad ends up producing not 
justice but criminals.

Sir, The reforms contained within the 
Criminal Justice Act have recently 
been subject to considerable criticism 
(report March 22, later editions; 
letters. March 29. April 7). The fine of 
£1,200, imposed on an unemployed 
man, Mr Vaughan Watkins, for 
dropping litter, appears from your 
report of April 7 to be another 
example of absurdity. 

As your report pointed out “the 
case will almost certainly add mo¬ 
mentum to the campaign by dis¬ 
gruntled magistrates and other legal 
experts for a re-examination of the 
system”. That point is reinforced by 
your April 8 report beaded “Public 
anxiety obliges Clarke to re-think new 
justice act”. 

In fact the case highlights the 
advantage of the-system. The mag¬ 
istrates dearly took a serious view of 
the matter and imposed a fine of 12 
units. This may be considered a high 
penalty, but the defendant has the 
option to appeal in the normal way.

and the penalty reflects the views of 
the bench rather than the effects of the 
aa. Hie justices set the value of the 
units at the maximum, £100, without 
prior knowledge of the defendant's 
means, since Mr Watkins had appar¬ 
ently failed to complete the means- 
testing form. 

Now that ii has come to light that 
Mr Watkins was unemployed, the 
court need not reopen the case to 
adjust the value of die fine, as it would 
have had to do under the old system. 
Under the act the court may simply 
alter the value of the units he has been 
final. For a defendant on state 
benefits the unit value is £4 and the 
fine for Mr Watkins would therefore 
be £48. 

If fines are to be used as a form of 
punishment, it is surely right that the 
sum of money a defendant loses 
should reflect his means. 

To take the same from a rich man 
as from a poor man is not to punish 
equally.

ROWLAND Hilder was that rare 
phenomenon m 20th-century an — a 
popular mm. And it j s tfdiradw 
^ . l f2 neone who has been 
g"!** as . "the niost influential 
landscape artist of this century'" is not 
%. ^presented in the Tate Gallery or in 
the Arts Council or the British 
Council art collections. 

Rowland Hilder (the “w" crept into 
ms Christian name as a mis-spelling 
on his birth registration form) was 
American, bom of British parents. 
His father, who had gone to America 
as a butler, organised tours to Britain 
for millionaires. When the family 
rtwved to an apartment in New York 
off CenrraJ Park they had the run of 
the art collection of the collector and 
millionaire, Andrew Mellon: Hilder 
was able to see more Impressionists 
in this collection than he would have 
been able to see in Paris at that time 
He went to school in New Jersey: 
trips back to Britain each summer 
holiday gave him a lifelong feeling 
for ships and the sea. The family 
. returned permanently to Britain in 
% 1915 on the penultimate trip of the 
ill-fated Lusitania (torpedoed on 
May 7, 1915, with the loss of 1.100 
lives) since his father wished to enlist; 
he joined the Royal Horse Artillery. 

Rowland was placed with his 
grandparents in the village of Billing 
in Kent, not far from Maidstone, and 
the home of many Hilder ancestors 
— a family which had produced a 
dozen artists over the centuries. His 
father, also a keen amateur painter, 
took him out in the car on sketching 
trips. After the war the family went to 
live at a tobacconist's shop in New 
Cross, south London (bought by his 
father for his mother in case he did 
not return from the war). From there 
Rowland could explore, with his 
sketchbook, the vigorous activity of 
shipping on tire Thames between 
Surrey Docks and the Royal Naval 
College at Greenwich. He revelled in 
attempting to draw afl the intricate 
details of rigging, tackle and safl. 

In 1921 Hilder entered Gold¬ 
smiths' ait school, where he was put 
in the etching class of Malcolm 
Osborne, who had been taught by 
Frank Short However he soon 
abandoned etching for illustration, 
under Edmund Sullivan, one of the 
Beardsley generation, who was keen 
on rapid action sketches, to catch the

passing scene. This was a training 
that stayed with Hilder all his life. He 
studied marine painters such as W. L 
Wyllie and Charles Dixon. A fellow- 
student. Graham Sutherland, per¬ 
suaded him to look closely at Frank 
Brangwyn also. A travelling scholar¬ 
ship took Hilder. not on die standard 
tour of Italy, but as purser on a tramp 
steamer across the North Sea. From 
there he went on through the canals 
of Europe. “1 was for observation, 
naturalism, and the traditions of the 
English school." he said. 

However, art schools had not 
taught watercolour painting since the 
advent of the Modem Movement, 
and Hilder had to teach himself. His 


artistic development from then is a 
textbook example of dedicated ama¬ 
teurism. Without instruction it took 
him. he said, half a lifetime to master 
the medium instead of a few years. 
However, when he did eventually 
find himself, he produced something 
quite original. 

Hilder had already begun two 
professional careers — as marine 
artist and illustrator of boys' sea 
adventure stories — when in 1928 
the publishers Jonathan Cape decid¬ 
ed at short notice to bring out an 
ffiustraied edition of Mary Webb’s 
most famous novel. Precious Bane. 
set in north Shropshire of the Severn 
lowlands and deserted upland 


ridges. (The lengthy foreword was by 
the prime minister. Stanley 
Baldwin). 

Despite the many summer scenes 
in the boot the publishers wanted 
the illustrations in a hurry, and it was 
November. Spending six weeks in 
Mary Webb’s cottage'at Lyth Hill in 
bitter arid, Hilder was struck by the 
stark beauty of the leafless skeletons 
of wind-shaped elms dotted with 
empty crows’ nests, the frost-rimmed 
furrows, the pollard willows and the 
vista of flat lowland Adds against 
gently rolling uplands. His draughts¬ 
man’s eye appreciated this bare 
structure — nature's rigging as he 
saw it. The slanting winter sunlight, 
weak but dear, setting up stronger 
contrasts of light and shade than 
many a hazy summer’s day. suited 
HOder’s dramatic style. 

Here was a subject which. Hilder 
realised, no English painter had 
tackled before (though Rembrandt’s 
sketches were no doubt an inspira¬ 
tion). Though his moment of truth 
had been in north Shropshire, 
Hilder returned to his native Kent, 
not so very different, to develop what 
became famous as “HOderscapes". 

The S ho reham Valley was the most 
easily accessible stretch of countryside 
to the Goldsmiths’ an students; and 
this, long before they knew of Samuel 
Palmer (who was to be rediscovered 
by Graham Sutherland). The typical 
Hilderscape is from this area and 
from Hilderis local Kent with its 
nestling farms and oast houses. The 
light of a Hilder painting is often that 
of an early winter's morning; the air 
temperature almost palpable, brisk 
and bracing. Gaunt, knobbly elms 
soften into a filigree tracery of fine 
twigs shaped by the prevailing wind. 
If it is palely sunny, there is often a 
strong hint of snow or spring on the 
way. 

These HOderscapes made perfect 
Christmas cards, evoking a shiver of 
recognition when opened in front of 
a blazing fire. Thor also made good 
posters for Shell when in the early 
1930spetrol companies were encour¬ 
aging people to motor into the winter 
countryside instead of laying their 
cars up in winter, as was common. 
The height of HOder's fame came in 
1955 when, after many evocative 
contributions to wartime patriotic 
publications and posters. Shell com¬ 
missioned from him and his wife 
Edith, a floral illustrator, a series of 
Wildflowers of the Countryside of 
which millions were printed as 
illustrations and posters. (Though 


Britain's most popular landscape 
artist, he had not been invited to 
participate in the Festival of Britain 
in 1951). 

It was H Oder’s observation, tech¬ 
nique and awareness that enabled 
him to assemble these elements into 
scenes which evoked popular emo¬ 
tion. In part this is nostalgia; this is 
how it should be — Blake’s green 
and pleasant land. Shakespeare's 
predousjewd. Palmer’s earthly para¬ 
dise, Churchill’s valiantly defended 
soil daunilessly surviving the wintry 
hand of war. 

It was not until 1963 that Hilder 
could free himself from the restraints 
of earning a living through illustra¬ 
tion. and please himself in what he 
painted. He now extended his scope 
beyond the HQderscape to many 
other pans of Britain and abroad, 
and other tuns of year. But his 
summer scenes owe a little to such 
varied exemplars as Cotman and 
Dufy — summer haze was not really 
for his dramatic style. 

Hilder was IS when he first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy 
(Wyndham Lewis once said that 
Hilda's was the only picture worth 
looking at in one Summer Show): his 
first one-person exhibition was at the 
Fine Art Society in Bond Street in 
1939. His book illustration commis¬ 
sions included Mopy Dick. Treasure 
Island and contributions to The 
Bible for Today. His own Starting 
with Watercolour and Painting 
Landscapes in Watercolour, and the 
two volumes. Rowland Hilda's Eng¬ 
land (1986) and Rowland Hilder 
Country (1987). presented his own 
work over die years. j 

Hilder taught at Famham School 1 
of Art and Blackheath School of Art 
and was Professor of Art at Gold¬ 
smiths’ College. He was admitted — 
well into middle age—into the Royal 
Institute of Painters in Water Col¬ 
ours. and was president from 1964 to 
1974. In 1985 he had a retrospective 
exhibition at the Woodlands Gallery. 
Greenwich. In his mid-eighties he 
was stiD at work in the studio every 
day. He was even perceived as 
developing a new looser and more 
atmospheric style, and took on such 
untypical scenes for him as Westmin¬ 
ster on a misty night He was 
appointed OBE in 1986- 

Rowland Hilder married Edith 
Blenkironin 1929. She died last year 
and he is survived by his son (himself 
an accomplished painter, under the 
nom de brosse Anthony Flemming) 
and a daughter. 


GILBERT 

RUSSELL 


George Lawrence 
(Gilbert) Russell priest, 
physician and 
psychiatrist, died on 
March 30 aged 84. He 
was born on January 15, 
1909. 

GILBERT Russell led a var¬ 
ied, vigorous life that encom¬ 
passed' the vocations of priest, 
physician and psychiatrist 
After receiving a medical de¬ 
gree from Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity in 1932. he studied for 
ordination at Westcon House, 
Cambridge. 

This was in preparation for 
a career as a medical mission¬ 
ary. a calling he had derided 
on at an early age. At school at 
Sflcoaies. Yorkshire, he hod 
been given the name that he 
would use the rest of his life. 
He would not reveal what the 
initial G stood for, preferring 
to be called Lawrence. 
Another new boy refused to 
reveal the name' behind his 
initial letter S. The pair were 
instantly' dubbed Gilbert and 
Sullivan. 

At Edinburgh, where he 
qualified as a doaor and 
surgeon, he met Edith Anne 
Willy, the nurse who became 
his wife. With their first 
daughter. Elizabeth, they set 
out for Hong Kong, where 
Russell was ordained- Then- 
ultimate destination was the 
small port of Pakhoi on the 
south coast of China. There, 
with Anne's help, Russell took 
charge of both a general and a 
leper hospital 

Construction of a new leper 
colony, whose hospital he de¬ 
signed himself, was interrupt¬ 
ed three years later by foe 
Japanese invasion of China. 
The family, including then- 
new daughter. Susan, man¬ 
aged to escape on one of the 
last flights to Hong Kong. 
They left behind the small 
grave of 18-month old Eliza¬ 
beth. who had died in 1936. 

Back in England, Russell 
served first as a curare in 
Famham. Surrey, and then as 
vicar of St Peter's. Harrow. 
There, during the war years 
when he also served as an air 



raid warden, he found that his 
dual vocations of priest and 
physician led many parishio¬ 
ners to seek advice from him 
on matters spiritual, medical 
and emotional. .As a result, 
and with the encouragement 
of William Temple, then Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury. Russell 
began to train as a 

psychiatrist. 

His training coincided with 
a new position as the Mora] 
Welfare Secretary at Church 
House. While settling into a 
new home in RedhiU. Surrey, 
he worked as a "weekend 
priest" at St Matthew's. He 
also had a live radio show. The 
Silver Lining, on the BBC 
Home Service where he dis¬ 
cussed a wide range of topics 
from love and marriage to 
death and the life to come. 

His 25-year career as a 
psychiatrist started with a suc¬ 
cessful practice in Harley 
Street Russell also served as 
head of the St Marylebone 
Hospital’s psychiatric unit He 
was a distinguished Jungian 
analyst and was one of a small 
group of London psychiatrists 
invited to celebrate Carl Jung's 
80th birthday. 

In later years. Russell re¬ 
turned to parish work as rector 
of Bentley. Hampshire. After 
retirement to Fontmell Mag¬ 
na, Dorset, in 1979, he con¬ 
tinued to take services at St 
Andrew’s church, there. 

He leaves his widow Anne, 
one son and two daughters. 


WALTER ZANDER 


Walter Zander, lawyer 
and scholar, died in Sooth 
Croydon on April 7 aged 
94. He was born in 
Erfiirl Germany, on June 
8.1898. 

WHEN, in 1948, Walter Zan¬ 
der published his pamphlet Is 
This the Way?, questioning 
the right of Jews to displace 
the indigenous Arabic popula¬ 
tion in the newly-formed Isra¬ 
el it was barely noticed by the 
Palestinians whom he was 
trying to protect, and failed to 
move the politicians. But to his 
friends and fellow intellectuals 
u (among them Gandhi and 
^ Albert Hourani) he was one of 
the most important Zionist 
thinkers of the asntury. 

Zander was reading classics 
at Jena University when the 
first world war broke out He 
fought on both the Eastern 
and the Western Fronts, win¬ 
ning die Iron Cross for gal¬ 
lantry. After the war he 
followed his father into the 
law. and started a practice in 
Berlin, later taking time off to 
study ai the London School of 
Economics. In the early 1930s 



he wrote several articles on 
monetary polity. 

In 1930. be married Gred 
Magnus, daughter of the emi¬ 
nent physiologist Rudolf 
Magnus. By 1937 he and his 
family were forced to leave the 
increasingly hostile atmo¬ 
sphere of Beilin and emigrat¬ 
ed to England. Showing a 
certain talent for improvisa¬ 
tion. he set up a printing 
business in Slough and settled 
with his family in the village of 
Gerrands Cross. With the out¬ 
break of war. however, he and 
his family were interned in 


the Isle of Wight (their rations 
were supplemented by food 
parcels from their former Eng¬ 
lish neighbours). Meanwhile 
his mother, a gifted amateur 
painter and sculptor, had died 
in the Holocaust 

Zander was made Secretary 
of the British Friends of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusa¬ 
lem in 1944. He held this post 
for 27 years and used it to air 
his considerable worries re¬ 
garding proper arrange¬ 
ments, including compens¬ 
ation, for the Palestinians. Is 
This the Way? so impressed 
Gandhi that Zander was in¬ 
vited, as tite only Jew. to a 
conference on world conflict 
situations in India. 

One of die few Arabs to 
recognise Zander's talents was 
his friend for more than fifty 
years, the late Albert Hourani. 
When, in 1972, Zander re¬ 
tired from the Friends, to 
devote himself to study it was 
principally through Hourani’s 
influence that he was made 
Senior Associate Fellow at St 
Antony's College. Oxford, at¬ 
tached to the Middle East 
Centre. 


In 1971 Zander published 
Israel and the Holy Places of 
Christendom. He wrote about 
the Christian church with an 
understanding rarely found in 
non-Christians. It reflected 
the obvious uneasiness he felt 
about the “judaiang" of 
Jersualem, although he held 
out a forlorn hope for the 
future in the shape of a 
probable Arab-Jsraeli 
agreement 

His last important publica¬ 
tion, in the Israel Law Review 
in 1982, concerned a historic 
dispute between the Coptic 
and the Ethiopian Churches. 

Music had always been 
important to him. As a boy he 
had studied at the Conserva¬ 
tory in Erfurt and he was 
almost certainly the last per¬ 
son alive to have played under 
Arthur Nildsch, the legendary r 
conductor of the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra and 
friend of Brahms. 

His wife died in 1968. and 
he is survived by his four 
children, one of whom is 
Michael Zander. Professor of 
Law at the London School of 
Economics.

ROBERT WESTALL 


• Robert WcstaO, children’s writer. 

died on April 15 aged 63. He was 
bornmiynemoath. 

-Northumberland, on October 7, 
1929. 

“ANY book abort children has got to be 
about the power struggle between child¬ 
ren and adults. It’s this that interests 
children". One of the best-loved of 
children's writers. Robert Westall never 
swerved from his early manifesto, or 
attempted to water down the very realistic 
brand of fiction for which he became 
known, despite the prevailing blandness 
of children’s books when he published the 
first of a total of forty books in 1975. 

This was The Machine Gunners, an 
overnight success which won the Carne¬ 
gie Medal and was later serialised for 
television. In it Westall tackled a number 
of topics that continued to fascinate him 
throughout his life, including the gang 
structure of children’s society and the 
ways in which children can outwit adults. 

WestaB set the novel in Tyneside during 
the second world war. where a small 
group of frustrated children get their 
hands on an undamaged machine-gun 
from a shot-down German aircraft and 
set it up in a private gun-emplacement to 
fight off invasion — from Nazis, they 
daim, but in reality from their parents 
and adults in general. 

Its gutsy hero. Chas McGill, bore a 
striking resemblance to the young Bob 
Westall. and was a character which he 
returned to in later books. Despite its 
uncompromising language and realistic 
descriptions of family fife, violence and 
sexuality, the book quickly established 
itself as a children’s classic, and propelled 
Westall into the same league, as far as 
sales went, as Carroll. Nesbft and 
Ransome. 

His choice of subject matter, however, 
could hardly have been more different 
from them, whether he was talking about 
Oedrpal relationships in The Scarecrows 
(for which he won another Carnegie 
Medal in 1982) or dreaming up another 
Brave New World in the chining 
Futurermck 5 (1983). 

The supernatural, which he turned to in 
The Wind Eye (1976) and The Devil on 



the Road (1978). fascinated him. but he 
was incapable of writing a traditional 
ghost story. In The Stones of Muncaster 
Cathedral (1991), a master mason has a 
terrifying confrontation with some sort of 
ancient evil embodied in a medieval 
craftsman, while in Brangwyn Gardens, 
set in WestalJ's student days, what looks 
like the work of the supernatural is in fact 
nothing but a manifestation of the 
protagonist’s own madness. 

His fanatical love of cats was also given 
free rein- In 1989 he won the overall 
S marries prize iorBlitzcal, a story about a 
cat trailing her master through war-tom 
Britain.

The workings of children’s gangs 
fascinated him. He saw the gang as 
essentially a sort of trade union of boys 
which provided the necessary framework 
of rules and a code of honour during their 
formative years. As a teacher for 28 years. 
Westall claimed that the key to his survival 
in the classroom had been to become a 
“Superidd" himself, assuming the leader¬ 
ship of the gang. 


As a boy in his own gang, however. 
Westall had occupied the position of 
adviser to tire leader. He was not one for 
rough action, being a grammar-school 
boy from an affectionate if claustrophobic 
woridng-dass background. He took two 
fine art degrees, at Durham University 
and the Slade School in London, and did 
his national service in the Royal Signals 
in Egypt In 1957 he became a teacher 
and spent the next 28 years in an 
departments at schools in Birmingham, 
Yorkshire and Cheshire, finally at 
Northwich. where he was head of art at 
Sir John Deane's CoDege. When the local 
paper, the Cheshire Chronicle, made him 
their art critic, it was his first real writing 
experience. 

Having progressed to northern art 
critic for The Guardian. Westall felt 
confident enough to try his hand at 
fiction. He read his first three manuscripts 
aloud to his son Chris, a valued adviser 
who later featured in many of his books. 
His son’s approval gave him the confi¬ 
dence to send one. The Machine Gun¬ 
ners. to a publisher. Westall wrote it in 
order to explain to Chris what it felt like to 
grow up during the war. 

His son died in a motorcycle accident at 
the age of 18 and Westall was devastated, 
but somehow despite his grief, he became 
even more prolific. Three books of his are 
being published this year: Down Stream 
returns to wartime Britain, while A Place 
For Me is a contemporary thriller with 
echoes of the Ponting affair. His last 
critical success came with 77te Kingdom 
by the Sea for which he won The 
Guardian’s award for children's fiction in 
1991. 

His writing was done at a small desk, 
looking out from his study onto the street 
only a few feet away. The room was 
crowded with docks — some left over from 
a brief period as antiques dealer — and 
cats. 

His only work for adults included a 
collection of ghost stories. Antique Dust 
(1989) and 77te Children of Die Blitz 
(1985), an anthology of letters which he 
received after publication of The Machine 
Gunners. Generally, he felt too inhibited 
by what he saw as the false sophistication 
of adult prose to attempt writing it 


EARTHQUAKE 
HAI 


LN ENGLAND. 

Yesterday morning, at about 9.20, an 
earthquake made itself distinctly fdt over the 
eastern counties, and espedaily in Essex. The 
centre of agitation, if the severity of the shock 
can be taken as a criterion, appears to have 
been at Colchester, where, in addition to die 
undulation of die earth, subterranean rum¬ 
blings were heard. It rocked buildings to and 
fro, displaced furniture, opened doors, rang 
bells, set gasaHers and other pendants 
ns ciiiarin g. and in some instances caused 
serious damage. The streets were strewn with 
the dibris of fallen chimneys: 40 feet of the 
stone spire of the Lion-walk Congregational 
Church was broken off and came crashing to 
toe gnwnd; the walls of several buildings were 
split, several houses were unroofed, and the 
water tower visibly rose and sank, though 
without sustaining any injury. The aggregate 
damage is estimated at £10,000. The 
consternation of the inhabitants can be better 
imagined than described; those asleep were 
sharply aroused, and maity of those who were 
up and about rushed into the streets expecting 
every moment to find their dwellings collaps¬ 
ing about their heads. Many buildings would

undoubtedly have shared the fate of toe 
church if toe disturbance had lasted a second 
or two more. The shock commenced with a 
tumbling sound, increasing in intensity for 
about 20 seconds, and then suddenly ceased. 
The police and fire brigade went down to the 
gas works, but aD was comparatively safe 
there. At the North Railway Station toe 9.20 
train, just about to start, rocked so much that 
toe driver was thrown off the engine on to the 
platform. In the surrounding districts toe 
damage is very hearty. JLangenhae Church is 
almost destroyed. We further team that in 
Colchester business was practically suspended 


at once, schools and factories were immediate¬ 
ly dosed, and crowds of persons filled the 
streets. The effect of the shodt on the church in 
Colchester seems to have been to lift the tower 
bodily on its southern sde, and there is now a 
distinct indination to the north of toe rent and 
fissured building. A young lady walking in 
Sheep’s Head meadow, at toe back or toe 
Castle, experienced no sensation of the earth 
moving, but saw to her astonishment and 
consternation a cottage in Maidenburgh- 
street topple over and become a partial wreck 
without any apparent cause. The railway and 
its bridges have been found to be safe. 

At Chelmsford toe shock was distinctly and 
generally felt, chiefly by those engaged in 
buddings, and more particularly by those on 
first, second or third floors. The massive pile 
known as Her Majesty's Prison vibrated and 
seemed to be for a few moments agitated as a 
vessel would be by toe swell or the sea. The 
officials noticed it distinctly, and turned out to 
see what was amiss. The earth wave seemed to 
travel from north-east to south-west — that is. 
from toe direction of Colchester. Persons 
living near toe foot of the hill felt their houses 
rocking in a most remarkable manner for 
several seconds; pictures on the walls os¬ 
cillated considerably, and the crockery ware 
played an audible accompaniment

Land Rover is 45 y ears old next week. Kevin Eason finds the company still brimming with ideas 

On the road to 
Discovery 




L and Rover has be¬ 
come a world-beating 
car company even in a 
rime of deep recession 
py harnessing an extraordi¬ 
narypower... the brainpower 
of 7.000 workers. 

The business — 4 5 years old 
next week — is saving millions 
of pounds and improving the 
quality of its models just by 
asking the advice of men and 
women on the assembly lines. 

By using the company's 
btggesr. most expensive and 
most obvious asset, executives 
have discovered that they have 
one of the most productive 
workforces in the world. 

Executives at the headquar¬ 
ters of Rover — which 
owns the Land Rover 
subsidiary — derided 
that the days of “them 
and us” were over. 

They have been over¬ 
whelmed by bright 
ideas to improve man¬ 
ufacturing techniques, 
save money and en¬ 
sure that every Land 
Rover is as good as it 
can be when it rolls off _ 
the assembly line. Last year 
alone, ideas bom workers 
saved the company £ 1.6 
million. 

An independent survey by 
the Employee Involvement As¬ 
sociation of North Carolina 
found that the response rate 
for suggestions from Land 
Rover workers was the highest 
in the Western industrialised 
world at 309 per cent — more 
than three bright ideas per 
worker per year. That com¬ 
pares with an average for the 
UK workforce of just 10 per 
cent, while the American aver¬ 
age is 15 per cent 
Rover has now taken the 
suggestion idea a step further, 
giving workers permission to 
son out any problems they 
find in the business by form¬ 
ing “flying squads”. The quali¬ 


ty action teams, as they are 
known, are voluntary and a 
loose association of workers 
ready to pit their brains 
against a stumbling block in 
the efficiency of the business. 
In 1990. there were just 85 
teams of eight people; last year 
there were 370 teams. 

While almost every other car 
business in Europe is strug¬ 
gling. Land Rover has record 
sales and productivity. 

Sales in the first quarter of 
litis year were 7.091 — an 
increase of 31 percent and the 
highest ever for the January to 
March period. Sales in the UK 
— where the new car market 
was flat last year — are up 28

per cent and in America, 
where recession has been just 
as deep, up 33 percent 

When car makers were lay¬ 
ing off workers all over Europe 
last year. Land Rover cranked 
up the production lines for all 
its models. Most spectacular 
was demand for the Discovery 
with output going up from 
500 a week to 700 a week. 
Now 1,300 vehicles a week 
pour from the factory at Soli¬ 
hull in the West Midlands. 
Exports worth £700 million 
went to more than 100 mar¬ 
kets last year and profits were 
£60 million. 

Now the name of Land 
Rover is not just a generic term 
for a mud-ploughing work¬ 
horse bur is as readily identi¬ 
fied as a luxury car as a Mer¬ 
cedes. In fact, much of the 


growth in Land Rover sales 
has come flora the luxury car 
sector where drivers are swap¬ 
ping BMWs and Mercedes for 
the tall driving position and 
cassetting luxury of a Discov¬ 
ery or a Range Rover. 

The Range Rover continues 
to be acknowledged as the best 
of the best. Hardly anyone 
would risk the paintwork 
cross-country, but at £38,000. 
a 4.2-litre Vogue L5E is as 
stylish as an Armani suiL 
The Discovery — the mid¬ 
range model in the Land 
Rover family — has simply 
been a revelation. The vehicle 
now takes a quarter of the 
annual market for leisure vehi¬ 
cles and is rapidly 
becoming a choice for 
family car for its versa¬ 
tility, ruggedness and 
good looks, as weD as 
prices pitched at be¬ 
tween £17.000 and 
£ 21 , 000 . 

There are economi¬ 
cal diesel versions, a 
new 3.9-litre V 8 on the 
_ way and soon a “bud¬ 
get” model using the 
Rover 800*s 2-Utre engine and 
pitched below foe present 
£17.000 threshold. The model 
based on foe original bulky 
vehicle first shown in 1948 is 
not finished yet Now named 
Defender, the rugged, square- 
box vehicle will exported to 
America later this year. 

The export deal will provide 
workers at the Solihull factory 
with cause for a double cele¬ 
bration for 1.5 million Land 
Rovers have been made in foe 
past 45 years. The range is 
unique, foe name internation¬ 
al and envied by every car 
business from America to 
Japan. 

And now foe workforce, 
which has ensured foe survival 
of one of Britain's greatest 
exports, is also foe envy of 
manufacturers foe world over.

We can always beat a Jeep

T he first one had a 
steering wheel in the 
centre while the doois 
were an optional extra. 

On April 29, J 948. visitors 
to foe Amsterdam Motor 
Show saw the first Land Rover 
... and they were baffled. 

The concept of a vehicle with 
no frills that could go any¬ 
where had already been pio¬ 
neered by foe Jeep, which 
introduced itself crashing 
through foe mud of the second 
world war. Perhaps it was 
arrogance or just plain old 
British common sense, but foe 
Wilkes brothers, who then ran 
Rover cars, thought they could 
do better — and they did. 

Even the worst recession for 
60 years has not been able to 
knock the company off course. 
It could have been a veiy 
different story because, almost 
more than any other car 
business. Land Rover is open 
to huge Japanese competition. 

Sales of four-wheel drive 
vehicles can be lucrative, with 
their high profit return and 


How the legend started — two 
brothers and an act of faith 


seemingly infinite after-mar¬ 
ket for extra goodies that 
range from green wellies to 
bull bars. No wonder com¬ 
panies such as Mitsubishi. 
Toyota and Isuzu push Land 
Rover hard. It was a battle the 
Japanese almost won. 

At foe end of foe seventies. 
Land Rover was in a bad way, 
like much of the British motor 
industry. The business was a 
ragbag of 15 factories 
stretched across the West Mid¬ 
lands. A million miles were 
travelled annually shifting 
packages between plants. 

Michael Edwardes, then ax¬ 
ing his way through the sham¬ 
bles of British Leyiand. 
switched the whale business 
back to its roots in the old 
Rover cars plant in Solihull. 

While faithful Land Rover 
customers were offered either 
an outdated lumpy Land 


Rover or an upmarket Range 
Rover, the Japanese were 
laughing all the way to the 
bank providing mid-range ve¬ 
hicles such as the Mitsubishi 
Shogun and Isuzu Trooper. 

Land Rover needed a model 
less expensive than a Range 
Rover but just as comfortable. 

less spartan than a square-box 
Land Rover but just as tough. 

The result was foe Discov¬ 
ery. The nearest most drivers 
will come to testing the Discov¬ 
ery's rugged abilities off-road 
is parking on foe kerb outside 
a wine bar. But foe appeal is in 
its classic English looks, high 
driving position and cavern¬ 
ous interior, partly styled by 
foe Conran design group. 

The Wilkes brothers would 
have approved, although they 
would be the first to admit that 
the Land Rover came about 
more by accident than design. 


They were running the old 
Rover cars business when they 
needed a stopgap model to 
keep their factory going at the 
end of foe war. 

Maurice Wilkes, the chair¬ 
man. had driven an ex-army 
American Jeep around his 
farm on Anglesey and decided 
Rover could do better. But 
there was no steel to make the 
vehicle. Spencer Wilkes, the 
chief designer, took the next 
best option of aluminium and 
the Land Rover was bom. 

The steering wheel was 
placed in the centre because 
the Wilkes intended to pro¬ 
duce for Britain and overseas 
and that meant there would 
not have to be right and left- 
hand-drive production. The 
doors were an option because 
vehicles bouncing around 
farms would not need such 
unnecessary gadgets. 

The brothers gradually im¬ 
proved on their original ideas 
and within a decade. Land 
Rovers were everywhere from 
jungle trades to Scottish fields.

In response, 
Mercedes has given its estate 
versions of the W124 range, 
first introduced eight years 
ago. a rejuvenating engine 
transplant The uprated en¬ 
gine is a multi-valve six- 
cylinder unit which boosts 

power, im- _ 

proves econo¬ 
my, and makes 
the car quieter 
and smoother 
than its 
predecessor. 

A 1.500-mile 
three-day drive, 
through the 
traffic jams of 
southern Eng¬ 
land, down the 
motorways of 
France and 
into Switzer- 
land, gave am¬ 
ple opportunity to discover 
whether Mercedes could still 
work its long-hauL big-load 
magic. 

The car's load area is 
massive and carefully de¬

K being easily lifted in 
, Half-a-dozen inter¬ 
nal lights allow you to see 
into every comer, and only a 
slightly shoddy roller blind 
affair designed to hide loads 
from prying eyes is a 
disappointment. 

Inside, all is quiet and 
calm.

M otor cycles are in¬ 
creasingly being 
used by ambulance 
services, which see them as an 
ideal way to bear inner-city 
jams and the congestion acci¬ 
dents often create. 

The Avon Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice NHS Trust has become 
foe third in foe country to take 
advantage of two wheels, and 
to set up a paramedic motor¬ 
cycle service similar to schemes 
which are already on trial in 
London, and in foe West 
Midlands. 

Next month, foe Avon Am¬ 
bulance Service will take deliv¬ 
ery of a specially designed 
BMW K7 5 RT. which is kitted 
out with a complete set of 
paramedic equipment indud- 
ing a defibrillator, used to 
impart electric shocks to revive 
accident victims who have 
suffered cardiac arrest. There 
is also an oxygen supply and a 
portable radio. 

Robert Holland, divisional 
superintendent for Avon Am¬ 
bulance and in charge of the 
project, says “Motor-cycle 
paramedics can get to patients 
quickly and stabilise their con¬ 
dition before an ambulance 
arrives. When it does, the 
ambulance can then provide 
further supportive treatment 
during foe journey to 
hospital." 

Avon Ambulance, which 
handles about 36.000 emer¬ 
gency callers each year, says it

14 minutes in urban areas. 
This means more patients are 
able to get vital treatment in 
the so-called “golden hour”, 
the first 60 minutes after an 
emergency, since treatment in 
the second hour has been 
shown to have a far lower 
success rate. 

The paramedic motor-cycle 
service will be manned by a 
team of three paramedics, all 
experienced motorcyclists. 


The job will be very stressful 
because the riders will be on 
their own at the scene. It will 
be quite tough.” 

Although keeping road traf¬ 
fic accident casualties alive will 
be an important element of foe 
service. Avon also hopes to use 
it to make more efficient use of 
ambulances. The two-wheel 
paramedics w 01 attend inci¬ 
dents where an ambulance 
may not be necessaiy. such as 


minor injuries, diabetic col¬ 
lapse and some coronary 
cases. They will also respond 
to calls where access for a 
conventional ambulance 
would be difficult, such as 
pedestrian-only areas, and will 
provide a back up paramedic 
service to foe fire brigade and 
foe police. 

The initiative marks 
another success for BMW in 
supplying motor cycles to foe 
authorities. In March, British 
police ordered 115 machines 
from foe German manufac¬ 
turer in a deal worth more 
than £i million. 

Avon Ambulance Trust 
spent a year assessing motor 
cycles before choosing BMW 
“for reliability and a willing¬ 
ness to accommodate specific 
design needs", such as the 
larger horizontal pannier to 
cany foe £5,000 defibrillator. 
The trust decided that foe big- 
engined K11OOLT BMW mo¬ 
tor cyde. much favoured by 
police forces, was too powerful 
for its needs. Mr Woolf said: 
“We those foe K75RT 
because we did not want 
outright speed- We wanted a 
lighter bike to accommodate 
the extra weight, which was 
more controllable, and had 
smoother power.

LIQUIDATORS of the English side of the 
collapsed Bank of Credit and Commerce 
International have uncovered a $2.13 
billion hole in the bank's assets. 

Despite 18 months of work, they have 
managed to realise only $647.8 million of 
the $3.2 billion English assets and estima te 
diat they will be able to realise only another 
$424.5 million. 

Touche Ross, the liquidators, estimate the 
hole at BCCI SA. which induded the bank’s 
English. Scottish, Isle of Man and Luxem¬ 
bourg operations, at $3.87 billion, having 
recovered just $714.2 million out of total 
book assets valued at $5.05 trillion when the 
bank collapsed in July 1991. 

The figures are contained in the first 
report to the Department of Trade and

Industry of the English side of the BCCI 
liquidation. Hie biggest hole is in BCCI’s 
loan book. The book value of the English 
loan book was $1.72 billion in 1991. By 
January 15, the liquidators had managed to 
realise just $297 million; they believe drey 
will be able to recover only $314 million 
more. Of BCCI SA's combined $2.16 
billion loan book, they had realised only 
$306.6 million and estimate they win 


recover $337.6 million more. The report 
says the loan book was the English 
liquidation's major asset it consisted of 
8.000 accounts, of which 40 per cent were 
loans to staff or former staff. One per cent of 
these accounts represented 60 per cent of the 
value of the loan book. 

The liquidators, says the report, explored 
the possibility of selling the loan book co UK 
clearing banks, but “it became apparent at 
an early stage that a sale of the loan book en 
bloc could not be achieved”. A Touche 
spokesman said considerable difficulties 
had been experienced with debtors who also 
claimed to be creditors of the bank, and 
therefore refused to repay the loans. 

When BCCI collapsed, it had 600 
interbank accounts and more than 70 
suspense accounts open. The books showed 
$564.4 million was due to the English 
liquidators from banks. However, only 


$137.5 million has been raised to date. 

Many banks dispute the validity of the 
liquidators’ claims and frequently have 
counter-claims as creditors. The liquidators 
expect to be able to recover another $90 
million. The report says all the bank 
accounts required detailed reconciliation, 
often with overseas banks. Reconciliation 
was hindered by the foci that BCCI SA was 
dosed down with many transactions only 
partly completed. 

Sales of property valued at $80.7 million 
in 1991 have realised $34.6 miflioo and the 
liquidators expea to realise another $3.6 
million. BCCI had trade bills of exchange 
worth $53.5 million, of which the liqudators 
have realised $4.1 million and expea to 
recover another $14 million. It had other 
assets, such as prepayments and tax 
repayments, of $10.7 million, of which the 
liquidators have recovered $8 million. They 


do not expea further recoveries. 

The fees of the English liquidators to 
January 15 were $133.3 million, out of 
$153 million for the liquidation of BCCI 
SA Legal fees for the English liquidators 
were $37.3 million. 

Christopher Morris, one of the four 
liquidators, said: “The insolvency of the 
BCCI group is probably the Jargest-ever in 
terms of liabilities. The report covers the 
liquidators’ expected realisations for credi¬ 
tors, but exdudes estimates of recoveries 
horn legal actions against BCCI's auditors 
and other parties, and also excludes a 
compensation plan negotiated with BCCI's 
majority shareholders, the Abu Dhabi 
authorities.

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Apologetic Attali

JACQUES Attali, president of 
the European Bank for Re¬ 
construction and Develop¬ 
ment (EBRD), surfaced from 
a whirlwind of media interest 
to apologise for the level of 
spending on his opulent City 
headquarters. 

But be tempered his contri¬ 
tion over the £55.5 minion 
lavished on the Broad gate 
building for saying “No, I am 
not planning to resign”. 

Outwardly relaxed, despite 
the furore over the bank’s 
spending on itself, rather than 
on the countries of eastern 
and central Europe, M Attali 
said he had much to learn 
from his critics. He picked out 
the £750,000 switching of 
Travertine marble for Canara 
stone. “With the benefit of 
hindsight it is dear that we 
should have done certain 
things differently. The re¬ 
placement of some of the 
original marble dearly falls 
into this category," be said. 

However, he also under¬ 
lined that the board had 
already agreed new budgetary 
controls and that the bank 
bad tried to achieve the best 
deal possible. He said the 


bank’s second annual meet¬ 
ing which starts in London 
today, will cost £1.7 million. 

M Attali said that the dual 
role of his budget chief and 
chef de cabinet, Pierre 
Pissaloux. would be split 
which may be seen in some 
quarters as pointing a finger 
of blame at his aide. 

He dismissed reports that 
he had asked for Donald 
McCutchan. the Canadian di¬ 
rector. to step down. He said 
he had received praise for the 
bank from the Canadian 
prime minister and support 
from a number of governors. 

He defended the EBRD’s 
disbursement policy and said 
the bank had committed, 
though not disbursed. 8.5 
billion ecu (£6.7 button) of its 
10 billion ecu capital and 
each poand of EBRD money 
mobilised about four rimes as 
much from other sources.

EARNINGS increases are contin¬ 
uing to slow across the UK economy, 
according to government figures 
published yesterday. They also show 
thatthe growth in UK wages per unit 
of output is at its lowest for 20 years 
and below the levels of west Germany 
and Japan. 

Government ministers and Trea¬ 
sury officials underlined the impor¬ 
tance to inflation of the dedining rate 
of earnings growth and the decrease 
in unit wage costs. 

Business leaders had feared that 
the competitive advantage of last 


autumn’s sterling devaluation, which 
accompanied Britain’s withdrawal 
from ffie European exchange-rate 
mechanism, would be lost through 
higher earnings growth. But the 
figures, published by the department 
of employment alongside the second 
monthly drop in unemployment, 
suggest that earnings growth in the 
UK is now below what some pay 
economists had seen as a 5 per cent 
floor. 

For the whole economy, the under¬ 
lying increase in average earnings in 
February fell a further quarter of a 
percentage point to 4.5 per cent This 
provisional figure compares with 7.5 


per cent a year ago. Although the 
■ same decrease applies aooss all the 
economic sectors measured by the 
figures, average earnings rises in the 
service sector are leading the way 
down. Earnings growth in die ser¬ 
vices is now 4.25 per cent while the 
figure for both die production and 
manufacturing industries is 5 per 
cent

CBI to confirm 
that economy 
is on the mend

LEADERS of the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Industry are 
expected to endorse cautiously 
the view that economic recov¬ 
ery is under way when the CBI 
publishes its quarterly indus¬ 
trial trends survey. 

The CBI will confirm find¬ 
ing of the latest survey from 
the British Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, published yesterday. 
These show that British busi¬ 
ness believes recovery is under 
way — though continuing 
economic weaknesses could 
hamper its pace. 

Ministers wQl see the find¬ 
ings of the bellwether CBI 
survey before they are pub¬ 
lished next Tuesday, and are 
likely to seize on them as 
independent and authorita¬ 
tive evidence that the recession 
is ending. 

The CBI survey, widely 
regarded as the most accurate 
of the large-scale business 
studies published every three 
months by a range of industri¬ 
al organisations, is expected to 
show improvements in both 
business confidence and or¬ 
ders. However, it is likely to 
paint a gloomy employment 
picture, despite yesterday's 
26,000 fall in the official 
unemployment figures. 

The Institute of Directors is 
also expected to take an opti¬ 
mistic view of the economy 
when it publishes its own 
quarterly survey on Monday. 

The chambers said in their 
quarterly survey, published 
yesterday, that after the “false 
start” of a year ago. there were 
“clearer signs that recovery is 
under way and that it should 
prove to be sustainable in the 
medium term". 

AD the economic indicators

measured in the survey of 
8,800 manufacturing and ser¬ 
vice companies. largely before 
the Budget, showed an im¬ 
provement in the first three 
months of the year, with 
demand, output and confi¬ 
dence all up. Bui the chambers 
said that though the economy 
was growing, activity was still 
a “long way” below pre¬ 
recession levels. 

The chambers said the re¬ 
covery over the past six months 
had largely been stimulated by 
strong exports after Britain's 
ejection from the ERM. All 
regions of the country reported 
higher export orders. The 
positive balance — companies 
recording an increase set 
against those registering a 
decline — was 20 percentage 
points in the case of manufac¬ 
turers and 17 among service 
companies. 

Domestic performance was 
less buoyant, though manu¬ 
facturers turned round a nega¬ 
tive order balance of ten 
percentage points in the previ¬ 
ous quarter to a positive one of 
seven percentage points in the 
first three months of this yean 
services also showed a positive 
balance, of 12 percentage 
points. 

Scotland, the East Mid¬ 
lands and Northern Ireland 
remain in recession, the survey 
showed, but growth is return¬ 
ing strongly to the South East

Trade compromise 
wins praise in US

THE compromise readied by 
EC and US trade negotiators 
in the dispute over govern¬ 
ment procurement contracts 
has been widely praised in 
America, for averting a tifrfar- 
tat trade war and for refocus¬ 
ing attention on the stalled 
Uruguay Round of trade talks.

Kim. Elliott, a trade expert at 
the Institute for International 
Economics, in Washington, 
said remaining sanctions were 
"basically symbolic ”, as both 
sides were "backing off con¬ 
frontation” and shining em¬ 
phasis to the Gatt talks. 

Sir Leon said, before 
Wednesday's deal that the 
benefits of a world trade 
agreement would far out¬ 
weigh the negative impact of a 
relatively small bilateral 
dispute.

The EBRD's expensive

much criticism but 


Colin Narbrough says its 
real work is beginning 
to gather momentum 


M ulti-national institutions 
haw newer been a Brit¬ 
ish passion. Nor haw 
French intellectuals. 
The European Bank far Reconstruc¬ 
tion and Development (EBRD), which 
combined these two pet prejudices 
under a lavishly marbelled City roof, 
was always likely to provide a target for 
an ornery of indignation. 

The onslaught of criticism against 
the EBRD, and Jacques AiiaJi. its 
French president whose dream child 
the bank was. has been truly awesome 
over the past fortnight. The basic thrust 
of the attack on the two-year-old bank is 
that it has been lavish in its spending of 
taxpayers' money on its own premises 
and nearly 60Q cosmopolitan s taff, 
while being slow to disburse funds to 
the needy masses of the former Soviet 
bloc; its proper constituency. 

The unprecedented level of political 
and media attention given the bank 
has reinforced its critics' view dial the 
whole institution is either unnecessary, 
or heavily over-dimensioned relative to 
the support it could reasonably provide 
for the transformation of the former 
Soviet bloc from communist command 
economies to democracy and market 
principles. 

The EBRD-bashing has probably 
done the bank a good turn in drawing 
attention to its second annual meeting, 
which starts in London today. For it is 
at this five-day jamboree of ministers, 
central bankers and businessmen from 
the western donor countries, and 25 
countries of central and eastern Europe 
that the real substance of the exercise, 
and strategies for progress, should be 
considered. The socialist M Attalfs 
taste for fine food, executive jets and 
elegant surroundings will seem less 
important when held against the sheer 
scale of the problems many delegates 
Mali bring to the ER BD gathering. 

The coincidence of this Sunday’s 
Russian referendum with the EBRD 
meeting in London wOJ sharpen 
awareness of the daunting task facing 
any would-be western supporter of fast 
economic and democratic develop¬ 
ment in eastern Europe. The vote of 
confidence sought by PresidenLYehsin 
is seen by many western governments 
as crucial to sustaining economic 
reform in Russia. 

Not everyone shares this view. 
Lennart Men, the preadent of Estonia, 
recently warned the West against 
effectively nourishing personality culls 
in respect of Russian lead e rs. 

The former Soviet Union was not 
even part of the EBRD's field of 
operation when the bank was set up in 
April 1991. Only five countries were 
originally on its books. The subsequent 
fragmenting of the Sonnet empire 
means that the EBRD now serves 25 
countries, many enjoying the first flush 
of independence. David Roche, global 
strategist at Morgan Stanley, the 
American investment bank, predicts 
that Russia will be a “sknvbum 
problem before it goes bang". Even

though he considers the EBRD has 
failed to live up to the dream reflected 
in its architecture, he is in no doubt 
about the size of the problems faced. 
Indeed, Mr Roche fears that tire 
implosion of Russia could become an 
explosion that sweeps the western 
economies with it Russia’s 270 millkm 
population, its energy exports to west¬ 
ern Europe and its conventional and 
nuclear armaments make it a problem 
in almost airy scenario, and one that is 
not going to go away. 

Germany's experience in trying to 
undo four decades of central planning 
in the east gives a measure of the diffi¬ 
culties involved, even where tire help¬ 
ing hand is both rich and motivated by 
ties of kinship. Birgit Bread, president 
of Trcuhand, the privatisation agency 
for eastern Germany, has learned to 
appreciate the' problems of economic 
transformation. She sees the lack of 
information, not knowing what is 
being decided on, as a huge obstacle to 
progress in the early stages. 

And then there is the cost In the 30 
months to January this year. Treuhand 
privatised 11.234 businesses and sold 
off 13,788 pieces of real estate, yielding 


a modbst DM40.6 Mfion. But the 
agency, which hopes to complete its 
main work in 1994. expects to end up 
with a debt burden of DM250 billion. 

The Group of Seven last week 
demonstrated that such luxury will not 
be afforded the Russians, or anyone 
else in eastern and central Europe. 
Russia is likely to get at best about $40 
billion. Given the fikdffiood that 
conditions in Russia wffl worsen, 
before they improve, the ultimate 
amount to reach the Russians win 
almost certainly be much smaller. 

M Attali has persistently driven 
home tire point that the stability and 
well-being of Russia hasfo be central to 
western efforts to help the region, the 
continent and the world economy. 
Signs of economic tumround in Po¬ 
land, Hungary and the Czech republic 
will be wortii little, he argues, if 
economic and political turmoil worsens 
on their eastern borders. 

To draw the fangs of its critics before 
its annual meeting, the EBRD board 
agreed, under pressure from donor 
governments, inducting Britain’s (pro¬ 
vider of £40 million for the bank's 
headquarters), to tighten its budgetary 


procedures and bring in outside audi¬ 
tors. The move will not disarm its 
critics, bur should allow the 3.000 
delegates at the annual meeting to 
focus on the real business, instead of 
the, for many, indecent overspend on 
buildings and salaries in London. The 
56 shareholder nations signed up for a 
serious purpose and do not want to IdQ 
off the EBRD. Better controls on 
spending are being put in place. Even 
M Attali finally appears a shade 
contrite. 

Theo Waigei, the German finance 
minister and EBRD chairman, is 
pushing for increased attention to be 
given to supporting small and medium 
firms, much along the lines of the 
reconstruction and development insti¬ 
tution that played a key part in 
Germany’s post-war Winsckofts- 
winder. Ever mindful, since the 
Chernobyl disaster of 1986. of the 
threat to eastern and central Europe 
posed by decrepit and ill-managed 
Soviet nuclear power stations. Herr 
Waigei has also been a driving force 
behind the nuclear safety fond the 
EBRD will bring into action next 
month. 

Although the formal part of the 
annual meeting only takes place on 
Monday and Tuesday, the gathering 
starts today with warm-up seminars 
and other events. The hot topic of cost 
control and the behaviour of M Attali 
and his board will still loom large, but 
the storm of the last two weeks resolved 
much of the cost-control problem. With 
the pace of disbursements dearly 
starting to pick up. there is every 
chance that the furore will soon fade 
into history. 

The bank was attacked for its 
slowness of disbursement in its first two 
years. Here, the bank's position is 
understandable, at least to bankers. 
The EBRD'S mandate is to pursue 
“sound" banking. So for, it has 
committed 8.6 billion ecu (£6.7 bfllion). 
which leaves only a little way to go 
before its share capital is exhausted. In 
a rapidly-changing environment, the 
EBRD would come under justifiable 
attack if it had been less than cautious. 
M Attali’s favourite co mment is that 
his task was not to hand over money to 
the mafia or Swiss bank accounts. 
Criticism from some quarters that the 
bank charges too much for its loans 
appears to overtook the beady political 
risk attached to its business. To borrow 
at the best rates, the EBRD must lode 
after its AAA status. 


T he annual report predicts that 
the EBRD’s investment port- 
fotio will double this year after 
a quickening of activity in 
1992, when 1 2. bflficm ecu of projects 
were approved. Improved economic 
stability in central Europe, and the 
expansion of the private sector should 
allow faster disbursement Last year, it 
was only 126 million ecu. 

M Attali is pressing to have the 
EBRD freed from the role that obliges 
it to commit 60 per cent of lending to 
ihe private sector. In Russia, where the 
huge state enterprises, including those 
in foe oil and gas sector, are far from 
privatisation, an end to the 60 per cent 
rule would allow the EBRD to become 
more active: 

M Attali’s “visionary” style and 
arrogance will always attract critics, 
east and west It is. however, difficult to 
disagree with his remark that it is “a 
little bit unfair to judge an aircraft by its 
altitude just after takeoff”. 



Rate roulette 


THE conflicting signals about British interest 
rates yesterday left- investors in a state of 
nervous confusion, but they should not fed 
isolated. The Chancellor, the Treasury and 
the Bank of England must also be puzzling 
over the future for base rates in the face of such 
opposing pressures. 

Yesterday morning's announcement of the 
second monthly fall in unemployment, cou¬ 
pled with the continuing improvement in 
productivity, seemed to throw all the argu¬ 
ments for another cut in foe base rate out of 
foe window, and cut up to a pound off long¬ 
dated gilts. By mid-afternoon, the unexpected 
action by the Bundesbank had put a 5 per 
cert base rate back on foe agenda. 

The government's exchange-rate policy is 
so unclear that investors looking for interest 
rate indicators should best ignore external 


pressures for now. no matter how strong 
sterling may appear, and concentrate on the 
domestic argument for lower rates. Unem¬ 
ployment figures suggest this is weak, but 
even foe employment department does not 
believe them. Mast other statistics suggest the 
recovery is tentative, which may be confirmed 
by today's retail sales figures. Even the recent 
rise in MO seems to be over, judging from the 
latest banknote statistics, which showed a rise 
of only 1 per cent in Blaster week. 

All these figures are vulnerable to setbacks. 
If there is a run of bad figures this summer, 
the Chancellor will be able to use his 
remaining scope to cut rates as an antidote, 
particularly if it coincides with a tricky episode 
in foe Bank of England’s funding pro¬ 
gramme. Given such conflicts, ii is hardly a 
scenario worth betting the portfolio on. 


German rates 


THE scale of the political 
pressure on the Bundesbank 
to cur the discount rate yester¬ 
day was hard to ignore. With 
Edouard Balladur. the 
French prime minister, visit¬ 
ing Bonn and Theo Waigei. 
foe German finance minis¬ 
ter. sounding ever keener to 
kickstart foe economy, foe 
bank may well have felt 
obliged to abandon its littie- 
and-often approach to rate 
cuts, despite foe unattractive 
economic outlook. German 
inflation is forecast to remain 
above 4 per cent, more than 
twice foe Bundesbank's tar¬ 
get Given foe bank’s patho¬ 
logical concern about infla¬ 
tion, it is unlikely it would 
have agreed to foe cut in 
isolation. 

Whatever the long-term 
impact of foe recent rate 
reductions on foe German 
economy, they have worked 


wonders on Europe's bond 
and currency markets. Of the 
Currencies within the ERM, 
only the peseta remains 
under any pressure. The 
franc looks sufficiently robust 
for a cut in the intervention 
rate of 25 basis points or 
more on Monday, which will 
take M Balladur*s promise of 
economic recovery a step 
nearer reality. Meanwhile, 


European bond prices are 
likely to continue to converge, 
particularly with the promise 
of further cuts in foe German 
repo rate to come. 

The trend was demonstrat¬ 
ed emphatically yesterday 
with Italian bonds gaining 
more than a full point, almost 
three times as much as the 
lower-yielding German 
equivalents.

Insurers should look to past mistakes rather than global warming 


From Mr Harold Motlin 


Sir. 1 was interested to read 
J. A. Clark’s letter “Insurance 
losses have little to do with 
global warming” (April 9). 

Our research confirms his 
view foat recent weather pat 
terns are within the range of 
natural variabfliiy and we 
agree foat better statistical 
assessments of the weather 
risk would help the insurance 
market. 

The insurance programs 
that we provide are based on 
foe most extensive database of 
weather information in exis¬ 
tence with statistics going baric 
around half a century for 
100,000 weather stations 
round the globe. From this we 
can assess, on a day by day, 
hour by hour basis, foe statisti¬ 
cal probability of certain types 
of weather occurring. 

As to the "greenhouse ef¬ 
fect”. we have not seen any 
statistical proof that a warm¬ 
ing trend has been estab¬ 


lished. and. if warming has 
occurred, what effect this had 
had on catastrophes. 

All of the data we have 
analysed shows that similar 
weather patterns have existed 
throughout history all over the 
world. In fact the National 
Climatic Data Centre of the 
US has said that no discern¬ 
ible change has taken place in 
the US for either temperature 

or precipitation. 

Some studies indicate that 
in foe event of some wanning 
on a global basis, the propen¬ 
sity lor storms may not in¬ 
crease but their intensity may 
be greater. AD of this is 
conjecture and not the real 
root of the insurance indus¬ 
try's problem 

The problem is whether foe 
industry is collecting the prop¬ 
er premiums for weather 
exposures. 

Our conclusions, based 
upon the information in our 
computers, is unequivocally 
no. We have seen rates that are 


10 per cent of what they 
should be for exposures such 
as hurricanes, typhoons, 
droughts and frost For years, 
the industry has just thrown in 
these perils for “no charge" in 
package policies where the 
real exposure is the weather 
and not the other factors. It 
has been foe classic case of the 
tail wagging foe dog. 

This may be the time when 
we shall see the proper hard¬ 
ening of foe market The fact 
that the rating of these catas¬ 
trophes has been insufficient 
on a historical baas does not 
mean the atmosphere is. 
changing, it simply means 
that underwriters need to 
“wake up" to their past 
mistakes.

£18.60. Our letter of com¬ 
plaint to foe local postmaster, 
accompanied with what re¬ 
mained of foe postal 
wrappings, eventually reached 
foe Royal Mafl customer ser¬ 
vices centre at Heme! 
Hempstead: 

Their reply, to quote: 
“Parcelforce limited is now a 
separate business to Royal 
Mail and unfortunately, I am 
unable to' deal with your 
enquiry” 

This curt reply ignores foe 
facts that: (a) postage covered 
letter rate, so why was 
Parcelforce involved; (b) the 
source of the damage is sus¬ 
pected to be Royal Mail han¬ 
dling and sorting equipment 
and (c) the most important 
point, surely, is that, having 
handed over a postal packet to 
foe Royal Mail a contract 
exists with foe customer. 

Parcelforce limited are pre¬ 
sumably a subcontractor to 
the Royal Mail, since they do 
not sell postage stamps to foe 
public, and therefore the Roy¬ 
al Mail cannot pass the buck 
by inferring to customers foar 
the damage was caused by 
another company.

Phone lines in a twist 


T he high and wildly differ¬ 
ing costs of making a 
telephone call from one 
EC country to another are 
becoming an increasing embar¬ 
rassment to proponents of die 
single European market 
There are national telephone 
monopolies in all the EC countries 
except Britain. It means that calls 
across Europe can cost up to six 
times as much as national calls 
while die cost of a call from one 
country to another can be twice the 
cost of the same call in the opposite 

direction. 

The answer is to have EC-wide 
competition in the telecommunica¬ 
tions market to force prices down. 
Though it is something many EC 
officials have long promoted they 
have recently had to back away 
bom plans to force a partial 
Liberalisation by 1996 as unlikely to 
gain sufficient support 
The latest proposal, expected to 
be presented to EC telecommunica¬ 
tions ministers at a meeting in two 
weeks' time, will suggest that full 
competition for all domestic and 
international calls should not be 
introduced until 1998. 

For once BT can bask in a 
righteous glow since — perhaps 


Competition is cutting the cost of calls, 
but causing confusion, Matthew May says 


contrary to public perception — its 
call charges to Europe are among 
the lowest of all EC countries. 

For British customers the argu¬ 
ment for calls becoming cheaper 
lies in America: Britain's telephone 
charges are no bargain when the 
two countries are compared. The 
difference in the price of transatlan¬ 
tic rails in particular, has led to a 
thriving business for some 
“dialback” companies which offer 
European businesses cheaper 
transatlantic calls by dialling them 
hppir using fails initiated in 
America. 

The decision last week by AT&T, 
the giant American telephone com¬ 
pany, to apply for a DTI licence to 
start services in Britain is expected 
eventually to force British tall 
charges down. In America a price 
war between,AT&T and its major 
competitors, MCI and Sprint, has 
seen prices for long-distance calls 
drop sharply over the past three 
years. 

But AT&T’s arrival is also likely 
to increase what is beginning to be 


another problem. As the rest of 
Europe will eventually discover, 
while competition drives prices 
down complicated charging meth¬ 
ods can make it very difficult for 
individual subscribers—particular¬ 
ly residential customers—to decide 
which is the cheapest system for 
their particular phoning pattern. 

W hen choosing between 
Mercury and BT, the 
advice is that Mercury 
tends to be cheaper 
for those making a lor of long¬ 
distance and international calkL 
But comparisons are not simple. 
For example, while BT charges its 
customers per whole unit Mercury 
charges for the time actually used.' 

BT has made the situation more 
complicated, particularly for do¬ 
mestic customers, by introducing 
special offers that can make calls on 
certain days cheaper and are delib¬ 
erately designed to put people off 
using competitors. 

rails to Australia and New 
Zealand via BT, for example, were 


considerably cheaper if made on a 
Saturday last montii, while in 
January BT “celebrated’’ the ad¬ 
vent of the single market by 
temporarily cutting the cost of off- 
peak calls to EC countries for a 
month by almost 25 per cent 

Domestic calls also got the spe¬ 
cial-offer treatment last November 
and December when a “Sunday 
Special” allowed people to call 
anywhere in the UK alter 3pm' on 
Sundays for the price of an off-peak 
local caL 

Dismissed as “one-off gimmicks” 
by tiie National Consumers Coun¬ 
cil such offers make it increasingly 
difficult for residential customers to 
decide whether it is worth signing 
with Mercury or one of the cable 
television companies which are 
now offering telephone links to 
subscribers. 

Analysts predict that AT&T’s 
entry into the market will result in a 
whole range of new offers being 
made available — such as all local 
calls being free if a higher rental is 
paid. More competition is good 
news for customers in that it will 
inevitably mean cheaper calls, but 
working out which service will be 
cheapest for which calls could be 
the biggest headache.

A new voice 
in a box 


P eople who suffer sud¬ 
den speech loss can 
restore .some of their 
communication skills by us¬ 
ing a device that replays 
important phrases and sen¬ 
tences over the telephone. 

The electronic device, Clau¬ 
dius II, can be programmed 
by a friend, speech therapist 
or carer with up to 48 useful 
phrases which can be re¬ 
played instantaneously at the 
touch of a button. 

Someone suffering sudden 
speech loss, a handicap often 
linked with illnesses such as 
motor neurone disease or 
. throat cancer, can use these to 
hold telephone conversations 
with friends and family and to 
alert the emergency services 
or a fan? fl y doctor. 

Oautiiiis. the size of an A4 
sheet of paper. is also portable ' 
allowing someone with 
speech loss to hold a limited, 
face-to-face, conversation 
with a member of the public. 

Kelvin Currie, of HTs ac¬ 
tion for disabled customers 
unit, said that a football fan, 
planning on travelling to a 
match, could have the device 
programmed in die morning 
with phrases such as “A day 
return ticket to Wembley" or 
“A programme please”. 

The device — which has 
beat developed at BT"S 
Martlesham Laboratories 
near Ipswich in collaboration 
with speech therapists and 
DVI Smith and Associates — 
has been undergoing tests. 


Marjorie Halfpenny, whose 
husband Neville was diag¬ 
nosed with motor neurone 
disease just over a year ago, , 
says: “It is a lifeline. If he is 
alone he can call the doctor. 

He can answer the telephone 
even if 1 am there. We have 
various buttons which play 
back phrases about the 
garden, the weather or- 
fohing. 

“He can also ring our two 
sons. He has buttons which 
say 'Hello, this is your Dad’.” 
says Mrs Halfpenny. 

For more complicated con¬ 
versations Mr Halfpenny, 61, 
makes use of a Yes or No 
button. “This is useful if it is a 
stranger. He has one button 
which says he has a speech 
problem and is using a mach¬ 
ine; please ask Mm questions 
and he will reply Yes or No.” 

The device also has a button 
which allows Mr Halfpenny, a 
retired county court bailiff 
from Norfolk, to link pre¬ 
programmed phrases togeth¬ 
er to make even more 
elaborate sentences. 

Claudius IL which plugs 
into a normal telephone sodt- 
et, costs £290 although it may 
be available free from a 
speech therapist 

BT says that call charge 
rebates of up to 60 per cent 
can be arranged through the 
text users rebate system, ran 
by the Royal National Insti- 
tute for the Deaf.

the CD-Rom, 
which computer 
firms are hoping 
will be the next big 
idea to catch on 

T here are no small ideas in 
computing. The next 
thing is always the next 
big thing. And the next 
£*§ thing is CD-Rom. a technology 
rull of excitement, promire and, the 
computer business hopes, profit 
Unfortunately it was the next big 
thing last year. too. so a grain of salt 
is needed in this, as in so many 
other, personal computing topics. 

CD-Rom discs are simply a 
computer version of the compact 
disc used in hi-fi systems. Instead of 
containing only high quality 
sound, the CD-Rom one can be 
loaded with an enormous amount 
of computerised information in¬ 
cluding moving television images, 
sound, music or text 
Each dire can store up to 600 
megabytes of data and costs less 
than £ I to manufacture. A conven¬ 
tional hard disc of this capacity will 
cost several hundred pounds, be 
many times larger and heavier, and 
is clearly not suitable as a medium 
for distributing computer software. 

A CD-Rom disc is “played” by 
inserting it into a compatible disc 
player attached to the computer. 
Present CD titles include a wide 
range of reference works, from a 
years’ issue of The Times and The 
Sunday Times to the Oxford Eng¬ 
lish Dictionary, and an increasing 
range of interactive material, in¬ 
cluding talking, cartoon “books" 
for children, musical titles which 
combine text with performances 
and educational courses. 

The best CDs combine attractive 
TV-quality video graphics and 
sound on the personal computer for 
the first time and, the industry 
hopes, could help sell hardware 
into the majority of homes which 
now live happily without a PC. 

Most consumers have stiH to be 
convinced about CD-Rom, and 
with some justification. It is a 
medium riddled with pitfalls, even 
for the relatively technically literate. 

The most reliable CD-Rom sys¬ 
tems are those based around 
Microsoft Windows 3.1 and the 
Apple Macintosh. A number of 
early CD titles work under DOS. - 
but they can be unreliable. 

Most mainstream' development 
work now centres either on Win¬ 
dows or the Mac. or both. If you 
want to turn your existing Windows 
PC into a fuBy fledged CD machine

you will need to buy an add-on 
multimedia lot. consisting of the 
CD drive, a sound card and 
speakers. This will probably cost at 
least £500. The Mac CD-Rom. 
whfch includes sound in the basic 
computer system, is cheaper, at 
under BOO. but is still an expensive 
extra for the home. 

CD drives vary widely in price 
and performance. Some of the 
cheaper, older ones now being sold 
through the magazines are 
far too slow to cope with the 
high level sound and graph¬ 
ics bring programmed on to 
the lates t CD titles, though 
you need to be fairly well 
read, and interested in the 
fine print, to discover ft. 

Buying CD titles can also __ 
be an expensive business — 
and sometimes ludicrously so — 
since the pricing of titles on offer is 
more in line with large computer 
software packages than the book¬ 
shelves of W. H Smith. 

Microsoft's new Encarta CD 
encyclopaedia, for example, has 
been seven years in the works and 
boasts a vast store of information 
which would occupy a large book¬ 
shelf in the average home. 

Microsoft defends the £300 price 


saying that it is a lor cheaper than 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica. 
which is true. But the Encyclopae¬ 
dia Britannica is a well-tried and 
proven product that makes a very 
visible addition to the sitting room, 
even if you never use ft. Encarta, 
however, is a single compact disc 
which looks much like the latest 
release from Right Said Fred- 
Single issue CD titles, such as 
children's books, can start at about

£40. While the average price for a 
CD-Rom — about £100 at the 
moment — might appeal to a 
business, school or college, ft would 
be an expensive hobby for any 
home users. 

Will the public really be happy 
paying £14 for an audio CD, and 
several times that price for its 
computer equivalent, however 
shifted full of information and jolly 
pictures it may be? 


Most industry insiders think they 
wiU not and expect the price of both 
CD drives and software to fall 
considerably over the next year. 
Fred Grainger, a director of Inter¬ 
active Learning Productions, 
Newcastle, predicts that prices will 
halve once the technology becomes 
a genuine consumer item. 

His company publishes a variety 
of British educational titles on CD- 
Rom including a definitive guide to 

_ British birds and a new 

government-sponsored 
course on National Curricu¬ 
lum French. Part of toe 
equation for getting CD- 
Rom into the home also 
involves the production of a 
new type of CD system, a 
__ disc player which does not 
require a computer and can 
be hooked straight into toe tele¬ 
vision screen. much like earlier CDi 
and CDTV systems. 

Games manufacturers are al¬ 
ready moving into dedicated CD 
systems, and toe American 3DO 
company, backed by some large 
manufacturing companies, is worth¬ 
ing on a £500 home CD system for 
release within a year. 

These units will probably have no 
keyboard — you will work your way 


around toe system using a joystick 
or trackball built into toe handset 
It will be useless for the Oxford 
English Dictionary but fine for toe 
new generation of educational titles 
which are based around a “point, 
dick, do” interface. 

Always fry to see a CD tide before 
you part with toe cash for it Some 
CD books are superb and quite 
addictive, such as most titles from 
the American specialist children's 
publisher. Living Books. 

Other titles on toe market are 
embarrassingly bad. Some are 
plainly amateurish attempts to 
jump on the CD bandwagon, 
whenever ft arrives. Others are 
grossly over-ambitious and make 
graphical demands which most 
personal computers of today cannot 
meet, and end up being painfully 
slow as a result 

In the long run, say some of toe 
computer sages. CD-Rom wiD her¬ 
ald toe birth of a new publishing 
age. For the tune bong, it is best to 
remember that they are only a 
medium — just like toe paper, film 
and music of which they seek to be 
a synthesis. If toe idea or execution 
are bad. on CD-Rom they just 
happen to be bad in a very noisy 
and visual way. 


Two for the 
price of one 

A video recorder for Video 8 and 
VHS is about to be launched 


G oldstar, the Korean elec¬ 
tronics company, will 
this autumn launch a 
product that thousands of video 
camera enthusiasts have long 
been waiting for — a video 
recorder that plays both VHS 
and Video 8 tapes and can 
transfer pictures from one for¬ 
mat to the other. 

The £600 machine, due to go 
on sale in September, wfll make 
it much easier for owners of 
Video 8 camcorders — com¬ 
bined video cameras and record¬ 
ers — to transfer their 
recordings on to VHS cassettes. 

Although the Goldstar mach¬ 
ine wiD be welcomed by many 
camcorder users, its arrival will 
not be so well received by those 
companies promoting cam¬ 
corders that use the VHS for¬ 
mats or by companies who 
market pre-recorded video 
tapes. 

The VHS system was devel¬ 
oped by toe Japanese electronics 
company JVC in the 1970s and 
has become toe world standard 
for home video recorders. 

But while VHS recorders 
dominate toe home market. 
VHS camcorders have not sold 
so welL This is because VHS 
cassettes are the size of a 
paperback book, which makes 
VHS camcorders large and 
bulky. 

The Video 8 system — so- 
called because it uses video tape 
that is 8mm wide — was 
developed in the 1980s and 
makes use of improved 
microchip and tape technology. 
As a result. Video 8 machines 
can store several hours of sound 


and pictures on a cassette the 
size of an audio tape. 

The Japanese company Sony 
launched the first Video S 
camcorder in 1985. but sales 
were slow, partly because Video 
8 tapes are not compatible with 
VHS recorders. Video 8 users 
have to link their camcorder up 
to a television or copy shots on 
to VHS tape to view their 
recordings, but this format now 
accounts for more than 60 per 
cent of the British camcorder 
market. 

“Marty people do not think 
about editing when they first 
buy a camcorder, but later on 
they wont to make copies for 
their friends or relatives, or cut 
out the boring bits of their home 
movies.” says Eric KingcLon. the 
technical information manager 
of Sony UK. 

T he video industry has an¬ 
ticipated toe launch of 
combined VHS/Video 8 
recorders for a long time, but 
opposition fay the film and parts 
of the video industries has 
delayed their arrival 
They do not like double-deck 
recorders because they make it 
easy for consumers to copy 
tapes, even though there are few 
pre-recorded Video 8 tapes 
around. 

For this reason. Goldstar's 
machine records on to VHS 
tapes only — the.Video 8 section 
is for playback. However, in 
Japan only. Sony has launched a 
VHS/Video 8 deck which 
records in both directions.

Why women are 
still logged out 


C omputerphobia may 
sound like a trivial condi¬ 
tion with a simple cure: 
stay away from comput¬ 
ers. But according to new psycho¬ 
logical research, computerphobia 
may be the main mason so few 
British women become program¬ 
mers or systems analysts. 

Only aboui 10 per cent of the 
workforce in the information tech¬ 
nology sector are women—a figure 
which seems unlikely to improve in 
the near future — and just 11 per 
cent of the intake of degree courses 
in computer science are female, (In 
America, 45 per cent of computer 
science graduates are women.) 

At more senior levels, women 
disappear almost completely. Re¬ 
search suggests that powerful social 
pressures may deter women from 
entering computing. 

Mark Brosnan and Dr Marilyn 
Davidson, of the School of Man¬ 
agement at Umist, say they have 
found that women suffer, far more 
than men. from an irrational fear 
and dislike of computers. They also 
discovered that this fear is not 
caused by any biological difference

between the sexes, but almost 
certainly because of pressure from 
society to conform to a “feminine” 
role, and the fact that using 
computers is considered a mascu¬ 
line pursuit, even though women 
can be just as competent and 
creative with computers. 

The researchers questioned sev¬ 
eral hundred students, about half 
bom each sex. to find out how 
"masculine" or “feminine” they 
saw themselves, and their attitudes 
and anxieties about computers. 

“Masculinity was correlated with 
less anxiety and less negative 
artftnHpc towards computers for 
both sexes.” they concluded in a 
paper prerented to a British Psy¬ 


chological Society conference. 
Computers are therefore seen as 
tools for the rugged, macho type— 
an attribute bestowed by society on 
men and frowned on in women, 
who are supposed to be soft 
sensitive and intuitive. 

The research shows this is a psy¬ 
chological. not a physical, gender 
difference. Men who consider 
themselves highly feminine in na¬ 
ture suffer computerphobia more 
than the macho type, and the tom¬ 
boy sort of woman is less likely to be 
afraid of computers than her more 
conventionally feminine sisters. 

Mr Brosnan explains: "The typi¬ 
cal male is seen in our culture as 
someone who defends his beliefs, is 
assertive and aggressive; a female is 
sympathetic and understanding... 
Ar an early stage computers are 
built up as boys' toys and 
masculinised, so girls feel it is an 
inappropriate activity.” 

Where boys are not present to 
musde in on the comps:ter, girls 
have no inhibitions about the 
technology. “In girls’ schools, com- 
puters are feminised and referred 
to as ‘her’, but in coeducational 
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A female student uses a computer at the Seneca Technology School in Maidstone, Kent, but will social attitudes end that interest? 


schools they are very much a bays’ 
activity," Mr Brosnan says. “Once 
women start in computing, they do 
just as well as men.” 

Mr Brosnan says that years of 
male domination of computer sci¬ 
ence has made the area even more 
hostile to women: “Software is very 
much designed for boys because 
software designers have been men 


designing for male clients." 

The best sort of computer pro¬ 
grammers are likely to be androgy¬ 
nous. Mr Brosnan says. Not a 
sexless wimp, but a person with the 
best attributes of masculinity and 
femininity. 

Two women who overcame the 
cultural bias against them to be¬ 
come computer professionals were 


in the finalists in this year's Young 
Woman Engineer award. Neither 
studied computers ax schooL 
Helen Rose, a 24-year-old soft¬ 
ware development engineer at Lu¬ 
cas Aerospace in Birmingham, did 
science because computers were not 
on the syllabus at her coeducat¬ 
ional school. “I prefered the sci¬ 
ences. although in tire physics class 


I was the only girl,” she says. 
Nowadays, she has her own Atari 
ST to use on her day-release college 
course. 

Wendy Mawdsley. a 23-year-oki 
computer systems manager at Brit¬ 
ish Aerospace, Preston, did not 
study computers at school, either. “ 
“Althoueh it was an all-girls school 
it was not encouraged," she says.

One irony of computing today is 
that a wide choice of individual soft¬ 
ware packages is a thing of the past 
tor many companies, the software 
world is starting to revolve around a 
small number of well-known appli¬ 
cation families based on PCs. 

The days of the specialist soft¬ 
ware house are far from over, but 
their role in the future is likely to be 
in the realm of niche applications 
and tailoring industry standard 
packages to individual needs. 

Domination of the mainstream 
computing world by a handful of 
companies stems from a combina¬ 
tion of developments that have 
reshaped the face of business 
computing. 

Downsizing, the abandonment 
of old mini systems for cheaper, 
more powerful, networking PCs. 
has made everyday business soft¬ 
ware applicable to tasks that used to 
be the realm of specialist systems. 

Even if companies want to retain 
their dedicated minicomputer sys¬ 
tems of old, more and more are 
turning to PCs. running common 
industry software tailored to their 
specifications. 

The rise of Microsoft's Windows 
as the common business-computer 
front end also has left out in the 
cold those software suppliers that 
were slow to develop adequate 
Windows-type versions of their 
existing programs. Businesses in¬ 
creasingly want easy-to-use Win¬ 
dows solutions, on industry 
standard PCs, backed by the confi¬ 
dence that comes with buying from 
one of tbe big names. - 
These changes have left many 
user companies, unable to afford 
the luxury of a well-thought-out IT 
strategy, in a quandary. Typical of 
them is MF&L, a small private firm 
with property, forming and leisure 
interests run by Godfrey Boot 
MF&L’s operations have been run 
on PCs for several years. Various 
property-management packages 
have been adopted as tbe compa¬ 
ny’s portfolio has grown. Accounts, 
word processing, arid lettings soft¬ 
ware have found their way on to the 
system, while Mr Boot, a keen pilot,

With software choice diminishing, 
the winners of an applications war 
now are likely to remain on top for 
years — something which explains 
the extra-cheap pricing.

O nly a few users will 
blithely contemplate 
ditching it for different 
applications in a few 
years’ time, however techrucaDy 
superior a new application may be.

A world with limbed choice is 
usually an expensive one for die 
customer. The good news is that 
some of the very best of today’s 
personal computerr software can 
now be had at bargain prices. The 
sting in tiie tail could be the 
unexpectedly high cost of sticking 
with a chosen standard a few years 
down the line. 


I f modem advertisements 
drive you mad with confu¬ 
sion, blame the United Na¬ 
tions.

Most modern-day modems, 
however, operate at standard 
speeds ranging from 2400 baud 
to 14.4 thousand bps.

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I n 1988 buyers from 
Tesco, the supermarket 
chain, approached the 
sales department of Colgate- 
Palmolive (UK) and said That 
in future they wanted to stop 
sending their orders for tooth¬ 
paste and other stock on paper 
through the post 
Instead, the orders would 
come straight from Tesco's 
computer down a telephone 
fine into the order-processing 
system on Colgate’s computer. 

Tesco argued that not only 
would electronic trading speed 
Tesco’s ordering process, but 
Colgate would no longer need 
to re-key all the order data into 
its computer, eliminating a 
source of errors. Also. Colgate 
would be able to reverse the 
process and send its invoices to 
Tesco down the telephone line. 
Tesco pointed out that all its 
major suppliers were being 
asked to do the same. 

This method of transacting 
business is called EDI or 
electronic data interchange, 
more popularly called 
paperless trading or electronic 
commerce. 

Shortly afterwards. Colgate 
received the same request from 
Sainsbury's supermarket 
chain, and several other big 
retailers which had just set up 
Tradanet, a network for the 
retail industry, under the um¬ 
brella of the Article Number¬ 
ing Association.. 

Richard Dayman, customer 
accounts manager for Col¬ 
gate’s logistics department, 
says: “I quickly realised that 
Colgate would become more 
competitive and achieve a 
denser relationship with its 
customers, if we adopted EDI 
quickly.” 

ic trailing was typical of most 
firms’ introduction to EDI. In 
most brandies of information 
technology, the driving force 
comes from a vendor develop¬ 
ing a new technology.

M r Dayman keeps 
control of Colgate's 
demonic trading 
within his department at the 
Surrey headquarters and has 
not handed it over to the 
inform ation-techology depart¬ 
ment, to retain the business 
focus. 

He believes that it was 
fundamentally important to 
integrate the electronic orders 
coming from his customers 
immediately into the order- 
processing application and 
Spent three to four months in 
1989 doing this. This was an 


expensive exercise, but once 
done, further connection to 
other retailers has become 
progressively easier, so that 
Colgate can now link to a 
customer in two to three 
weeks. The more EDI a com¬ 
pany does, the better the 
payback. 

“Electronic trading makes it 
easier for us to react to our 
customers' needs, with orders 
reaching our computers in 
minutes, not days,” Mr 
Dayman says, and they can 
even be delivered in the mid¬ 
dle of the night “Sending 
invoices electronically does not 
neasssarOy mean that we get 
paid any quicker, but it does 
mean we tend to get paid on 
100 per cent of an invoice 


because there are no errors.” 

Mr Dayman is sufficiently 
enthusiastic about electronic 
trading to start persuading 
Colgate's suppliers of packag¬ 
ing and tube manufacturers to 
receive electronic purchase or¬ 
ders from the company. Tests 
have started with selected sup¬ 
pliers. 

Colgate-Palmolive is a large 
organisation and can afford to 
invest in EDI. but for small 
companies the initial cost of 
integrating EDI data with 
their in-house applications has 
deterred them in the past from 
doing true electronic trading. 

T hey may. for example, 
accept EDI orders from 
their customers on a 
PC print them out and then 
re-key the data into their in- 
house system or bought-in 
accounting package. This 
practice is disparagingly 
known in the trade as EDI-rax 
— where EDI is no more than 
a very expensive form of fax. 

To make it easier for small 
companies to achieve the real 
benefit of electronic trading, 
some of the EDI networks, 
notably INS, the market lead¬ 
er, seU “toolkit” software to 
make the task of managing 
integration easier. 

Anotber approach is to bolt 
electronic trading software on 
to standard accounting pack¬ 
ages, thus removing the inte¬ 
gration task completely. For 
instance. Professional Soft¬ 
ware. a small EDI-spedalist 
software house near Bourne¬ 
mouth. links its package, Con¬ 
nect Net. to the popular 
Pegasus and Sage accounting 

parka ges. 

These software links should 
make electronic trading more 
attractive to small companies, 
at a time when file large 
“drivers" of EDI, such as the 
supermarket chains, car. 
chemicals and electronic man¬ 
ufacturers and insurance com¬ 
panies, are beginning to want 
their smaller suppliers to use 
EDI too. 

Tesco's 1,000th electronic 
trading partner, for example, 
is Riverside Produce, a small 
potato grower in Wales. And 
among the 300 suppliers ex¬ 
changing EDI messages with 
IBM's European factories is a 
six-man workshop.The march 
of EDI continues and in 
Europe's single market no 
firm can afford to ignore it

Prices plunge and choice widens as the computer industry struggles out of recession, says Jane Bird

C omputer customer? have 
never had it so good. The 
industry might be in 
recession and an increas¬ 
ing number of suppliers may be 
fighting hard for business, but 
prices have plunged and dance is 
burgeoning. 

During the 1980s, when annual 
growth rates were about 10 per 
cent, the computer industry's ex¬ 
pansion seemed unstoppable. But 
in the past few years, computer sup¬ 
pliers have found it increasingly 
difficult to make money. IBM lost 
£3.3 billion last year while profits at 
ICL the UK's biggest computer 
company, now owned by Fujitsu, 
slid 60 per cent 

Growth in the European com¬ 
puter industry has bottomed out at 
around 3 per cent a year, according 
to Amir Chaudhuri, senior research 
analyst at I DC, the market research 
company. A similar picture is 

reflected worldwide. 

Computer makers have been hit 
by the fact that their customers can 
no longer afford heavy investment 
in information technology. Buyers 
are also beginning to question 
whether the millions of pounds 
they have already spent were 
worthwhile. 

Moreover, the increasing power 
and falling costs of silicon chips 
means computer makers must sell 
more and more equipment simply 
to stay in the same place. “Although 
turnover is not at a record high, the 
amount of power being shipped is 
colossal. This is exerting extreme 
pressure on the market." Mr 
Chaudhuri says. 

However, there are signs that 
Britain, which was one of Europe's 
worst performers last year, could be 
among the first to recover. "A year 
ago. the British information tech¬ 
nology market was in a particularly 
depressed state and things looked 
much bleaker here than in most of 
continental Europe,” Mr 
Chaudhuri says. 

“But since then, the economic 
situation has deteriorated in 
France. Germany and Italy. Brit¬ 
ain could be the first to recover." 

David Chan, director of informa¬ 
tion technology for Provident Per¬ 
sonal Credit, believes it is time to 
buy. He has just contracted to 
spend almost £5 million with 
Hewlett-Packard on personal com¬ 
puter equipment and maintenance 
during the next three years for 
brandi and head-office systems. 

The head-office system will cany 
out a massive number-crunching 
task previously done by a large 
mainframe. “We believe our system

will be as fast as the mainframe at a 
quarter of the cost." Mr Chan says.

data and exchange elec¬

“It is not that the 
decisions are necessarily easier, but 
they are less critical," he adds. 

Compatibility also makes it easi¬ 
er for customers to identify which 
machine is best value for money. 
“In the past it was very difficult 


because you were comparing ap¬ 
ples with pears," says Mr Chan. All 
suppliers had very different and 
often incompatible products, mak¬ 
ing it hard to evaluate the quality of 
the options. 

One company to recognise the 
customer appeal of compatible or 
_ “open” systems was Ora¬ 
cle. of the United States. 
£gt Its database was heavily 
criticised by rivals when 
it first appeared for 
'I being technically 

_____ inferior. 

Competitors pointed 
out that their own proprietary 
systems offered extra functionality. 
But die Oracle database proved 
popular with customers bemuse it 
was available on many different 
suppliers’ machines. “Oracle be¬ 
came tremendously successful 
worldwide." Mr Chaudhuri says. 


Oracle's success, like that of 
Microsoft, demonstrates the rising 
power of software companies 
whose performance is way ahead of 
their hardware counterparts. Nox 
surprisingly, many of the old 
mainframe suppliers are seeking to 
gain an increasing proportion of 
their revenues from software. 

They are also forging alliances 
with software houses to target 
specific markets. Sequent, a US- 
based hardware manufacturer, 
joined forces with Oracle last year. 

■ to market a council tax system, 
boosting its sales by 75 per cent 

This trend towards cheaper 
desktop computer systems has tre¬ 
mendous organisational implica¬ 
tions, helping to create flatter 
management structures and to 
devolve responsibility to individ¬ 
uals. says Peter Sea wen, the man¬ 
aging director of Information 
Builders, a US-based software 
house. 

Traditionally, middle managers 
have interpreted directives from the 
board into strategies to be carried 
out lower down the company. Then 
they reported the results bade to the 
board.” Computers give senior and 
junior staff direct access to corpo¬ 
rate Hfrtfl, thus eroding the role for 
middle managers. 

Despite increased choice and 
lower prices, life is riot getting 
much easier for customers. In 
many ways, it is more complicated 
— long gone are the days when you 
simply moved up to the next IBM 
system. 

As Mr Qian puts it “There are 
now many more options to consid¬ 
er and you have got to know what 
you are doing. Even though there is 
openness, there is lots more room 
for salesmen to blind you with 
science or pur a flashy deal in front 
of you. Buyers need to be astute 
negotiators." In recognition of this 
need, the industry has become 
much more focused on the impor¬ 
tance of customer care, helping 
buyers clarify precisely wbai they 
require, and following up with 
after-sales service. 

Although the industry is improv¬ 
ing its performance in this area, 
many customers fear thar it will 
revert to its old ways once the 
recession ends. “Senior manage¬ 
ment may have a customer focus 
but the problem is thar it hasn’t 
percolated down," Mr Qian says. 

Too often the top priority is 
clearly to meet their sales targets. 
“That's dangerous because when 
you invest heavily in information 
technology you are buying a long¬ 
term relationship,” Mr Chan says.

T he death of Elisabeth 
Frink, followed only 
a few days later by 
the birth of the Hen- 
ty Moore Institute in i*wR 
means that sculpture has dom¬ 
inated the week in a negative 
as well as a positive sense. Bui 
while Frink is being mourned, 
her untimely loss should not 
prevent us from celebrating 
the vitality of the tradition to 
which she contributed. 

As the institute's opening 
exhibition testifies, sculpture 
in Britain reached its first peak 
in the Middle Ages. Carvers 
throughout the country la¬ 
boured incessantly on images 
for the great cathedrals, and 
the results must once have 
ranked among the finest any- 
'yhere. If vandalism and ero¬ 
sion destroyed much of their 
achievement, enough survives 
to astound even today. Griev¬ 
ously decayed though they are.

For 
the first time, figures as im¬ 
pressive as the York sequence 
can now be seen in aD their 
grandeur and vulnerability. 

1 believe the institute was 
right to salute the Roman¬ 
esque legacy in its initial show. 

Anyone who thinks that con¬ 
temporary sculpture should 
have been chosen instead 
must visit this survey at once. 

For the carvings borrowed 
from York. Lincoln and else¬ 
where set an example that 
today's sculptors should pon¬ 
der. They will find moving 
evidence here of British sculp¬ 
ture’s ability to achieve the 
highest standards. 

For a variety of reasons, die 
excellence of this tradition 
gradually deteriorated after 
tiie Middle Ages. Sculpture in 
this country came to be seen as 
a secondary pursuit increas¬ 
ingly subservient to the domi¬ 
nance of painting. 

Henry Moore, who did so 
much to restore British sculp 
ture’s energy and esteem in 
our own century, responded to 
the potency of Romanesque 
work from his earliest years. 

Visiting the remarkable 12th- 
cenwiy church of St John the 
Baptist at Adel, near his 
boyhood home in Castleford. 
the young Moore was brought 
face" to face with the startling 
forcefulness of its carvings. He 
never forgot the experience. 

As the Eric Gill retrospective 


now demonstrates in Leeds 
City Art Gallery. British sculp¬ 
ture was revitalised by fusing 
inspiration from its medieval 
past with an array of non- 
European sources. Nobody 
was more passionate than Gill 
in his admiration for the 
direct, powerful carvings pre¬ 
served in the cathedra] of his 
native Chichester. But he also 
learnt an enormous amount 
from the spiritual and erotic 
intensity of Indian sculpture, 
which the 19th century would 
have regarded as heretical. 

Together with Epstein and 
Gaudier-Brzeska. Gill trans¬ 
formed British sculpture at the 
beginning of the new century. 
And their eagerness to learn 
from older cultures through¬ 
out the world was inherited by 
Moore and Hepworth’s 
generation.

One of the most impressive 
younger practitioners has 
opened a show of new work at 
the Lisson Gallery. Winner of 
the Turner Prize two years 
ago, Arash Kapoor has since 
been recognised in major exhi¬ 
bitions across Europe and 
America. Indian-bom but 
trained in London, where he 
has lived snee his student 
days. Kapoor exemplifies the 
breadth of interests which 
sculptors in this country now 
encompass. He has links with 
European artists as diverse as 
Yves Klein and Joseph Beuys. 
But to his native culture he 
owes an unshakeable belief in 
the spiritual role of art 
Kapoors work has always 
been deeply contemplative. 
The forms it assumes are far 
from ethereal, though. The 
first galleiy is dominated by 
Passage, a rough-hewn boul¬ 
der of pale sandstone proudly 
brandishing its bulk in a 
central position. It looks as 
substantial as the carvings by 
Ulrich Rndkriem. now power¬ 
fully installed by the Heruy 
Moore Sculpture Trust in the 
nuns of KirkstaU Abbey. 

Ultimately, though, Kapoor 
subverts Passage’s solidity. 
The sandstone is opened up to 
disclose a dark red chamber 
within. Although limited in 
size, this eyfreonfounding 
space seems almost as bound¬ 
less as the misty red room

his Hayward show. But at the 
far end of Passage, an oval 
aperture has been cut allow¬ 
ing the light beyond to give it 
the appearance of a shining 
egg suspended in space. 

Even while he undermines 
the notion of sculpture as a 
physical mass. Kapoor does 
not lose sight of his involve¬ 
ment with organic life. As in 
the art of India, spiritual and 
sensual are intertwined. 

Kapoor confirms this theme 
in the biggest gallery, where a 
limestone ovoid rests on the 
floor like a fat, ripe fruit. The 
hole inserted in its upper 
surface leads down to a dark 
concavity, but this emptying- 


out does not detract from the 
satisfying roundness of the 
outer form. And in a large, 
tilted carving near by. In the 
Presence of Form 11. the 
hollowed-out Portland stone 
denies mass only in order to 
reassert it inside. 

All the same. Kapoor is 
ready to confound our expecta¬ 
tions at every turn. A two-part 
fibreglass work called Eyes 
Turned Inward occupies a lot 
of space, its sepa ra te d hemi¬ 
spheres hanging on opposite 
walls like the broken halves of 
a planet floating in the cos¬ 
mos.

THIS is An Event in any number of 
respects. It is the first full-length 
Rameau opera to be performed by a 
professional company in this country. 
It is a tribute to the enterprise and 
tenacity of City of Birmingham Tour¬ 
ing Opera, which tried to stage it last 
year but failed to raise the monty, and 
only raised it by a whisker for 
Wednesday's first night It is CBTO’s 
most ambitious undertaking to date. 
The company is 70-strong and in all 
but one respect first-rate: dancers and 
chorus are virtually indistinguishable, 
there is a “period” band, and a 
potentially' tine cast The fact that it is 
performed in the derelict dance hall 
described by Richard Morrison on 
Tuesday adds spice to the occasion. 

There are to be pitifully few perfor¬ 
mances — just three in Birmingham 
(the last is tomorrow), one each in 
Salisbuiy, Coventry and Nottingham, 
and two at the Brighton Festival More 
were planned but fell victim to spend- 


IT WAS the night of the new moon: 
the omens could scarcely have been 
more propitious for Scotland's first 
ever staged performance of Bellini's 
Norma.

THE long absence of Donizetti’s La 
favorita from the British stage did not 
make critical hearts more kindly when 
Welsh National Opera opened it 
earlier this year.

Medium cool on medium wave 


Virgin 1215 pop. 
on air next week. 
CliveDavisask^ 

whether this, the 
second national 
commercial radio 
station, will succeed 

S even days to go 10 the 
launch, and Richard 
Branson's latest venture is 
already makine plenty of 
noise. Though Virgin 1215 — the 
country’s fim national commercial 
rock station — does not formally 
open until next Friday, test trans¬ 
missions have been broadcast all 
month to tempt listeners who have 
been indulging in the quaint habit 
of twaddling the dial up and down 
the medium wave band. 

Occupying Radio 3's former AM 
frequency on 1215kHz. the new 
station will provide a diet of AOR - 
Adult Oriented Rock — with the 
minimum of talk. The emphasis 
will be on album tracks rather than 
singles, with the playlist roughly 
divided between classics from the 
last 25 years, quality songs by 
middle-ranking names and new 
wort: by the latest generation of 
bands. The station follows Classic 
FM as the second of three new 
national commercial channels. 

Virgin’s publicity talks of a “radio 
revolution". The aim is to cater for 
music fans — in particular those 
aged between 25 to 44 — who have 
outgrown the fads of the singles 
charts. Anybody who feels pangs of 
righteous indignation at the sight 
of the teenage ravers on Top of the 
Pops wOl be ripe for conversion. 

As for the presenters, the break¬ 
fast show wOl be in the hands of the 
Capital Radio DJ Russ Williams, 
while the prime mid-moming pro¬ 
gramme will be hosted by Richard 
Skinner, with Tommy Vance tak¬ 
ing care of the afternoon drive-time 
slot At the weekends the veteran 
showman Emperor Rosko win 
hunt two live shows from Los 
Angeles. Vance and Skinner (who 
is also the joint programme control¬ 
ler} are among several recruits from 
die BBC’s widely-praised London 
operation GLR. which went on air 
in 1988. Cult weekend presenter 
and Channel 4 Big Breakfast 
frontman Chris Evans has also 
been hired away. 

The output so far has found

David Bowie rubbing shoulders 
with Robert Palmer, Def Leppard 
side by side with Prefab Sprout 
Test transmissions are by no means 
the best guide to the foture — 
anything can happen once the first 
audience figures are compiled and 
the advertising executives have 
their say. For what it is worth, the 
reaction among leading music 
journalists has been mixed. 

At New Musical Express, where 
Bruce Springsteen has to compete 
for space against die likes of Aphex 
Twin and Ned’s Atomic Dustbin, 
assistant editor Brendon Fitzgerald 
is stffl reeling from the shock of 
hearing a Cockney Rebel song. His 
verdict; “comfort listening for 
people who don’t like new music” 
Melody Maker’s reviews editor Jim 
Arundel gives, a more guarded 
response: “One guy in the office 
said he’d heard three of his 
favourite records in a row. A couple 
of others say it's constant Dire 
Straits.” 


“What I’ve heard has been fairly 
good so far." says Paul Colbert, 
editor of Vox magazine. “They’re 
maybe being a little bit safe, but 
there's quite a good mix — the 
Stones, Elvis CosteDo — and it 
might branch out later. The biggest 
problem is that they're appealing to 
a CD audience with an AM format 
They've got to convince a lot of 
people that AM exists.” 

Danny Kelly, editor of Q maga¬ 
zine. also has doubts about the use 
of medium wave. “It sounds like 
GLR on a bad frequency, doesn't it? 
I think it ought to be given a fair 
shot — after six months no station 
ever sounds like its test transmis¬ 
sions. But f did find it disturbing 
that the first voice J heard was 
Tommy Vance, who is a decent 
Woke and everything, but who to 
me represents the most elicited type 
of rock radio." 

What of GLR itself? The station's 
managing editor Trevor Dann 
offers a back-handed compliment 


“My major criticism is that the 
schedules don't contain any new 
ideas. It’s all pretty much well-tried 
formulae. It’s nice for the rest of the 
country to have access to a grown¬ 
up music policy, and it's good to 
hear a Steely Dan record in peak 
hours. But I thought it would be 
more upmarket. The approach is a 
little bit too macho. There’s that 
‘Good evening, Hammersmithr 
fed to it" 


T he listeners themselves 
will have the last say. of 
course. Virgin admit'that 
they would have preferred 
an FM waveband, but point out 
that they have been investing in 
upgraded AM transmitters. Execu¬ 
tives say they are confident that they 
wiD make inroads into Radio I's 
audience. The recent introduction 
of a Sunday evening album chart 
show on Radio 1 is being interpret¬ 
ed as a sign that the BBC already 
feds vulnerable. 


So is this the beginning of the 
end for the garrulous Simon Bates. 
Steve Wright and company? In the 
debate over the future of the BBC. 
Radio 1 has often seemed the most 
dispensable outpost of the corpora¬ 
tion's empire. Why bother to spend 
the licence fee on a network playing 
pop music, critics asked. Mien the 
commercial sector could provide 
the same service? 

The BBC argues that the reality is 
far more complicated. “Radio I 
readies 19.5 million people a week. 
Virgin are the first to admit that 
they’re narrowcasters." says a 
Radio 1 spokesman. “We're broad¬ 
casters in the purest sense. Hopeful¬ 
ly. there's something for everyone 
in the mix." 

Spokesmen are paid to say such 
things, naturally, but there is no 
denying that Radio 1 has worked 
hard at its public service role., 
particularly in the two years since it 
began its 24-hour service. The once 
vacant evening slots are now filled 


with specialist music and discus¬ 
sion programmes. More “youth 
culture” magazine programmes — 
such as the arts magazine The 
Guest List — have been introduced 
as part of John Bin’s “Extending 
Choice" strategy. 

Music journalists who might 
once have been queuing up to bash 
the BBC can now be found praising 
the adventurousness of the playlist 
They point out that less immediate¬ 
ly accessible music from new bands 
is given a chance to make its way 
from John Peel’s show into the 
daytime mainstream. Commercial 
stations, competing for a shrinking 
advertising base, have far less room 
for manoeuvre. 

“Radio 1 takes a few risks be¬ 
cause there’s no commercial pres¬ 
sure,” says Melody Maker’s Arun¬ 
del. “The cosiness of the network is 
what encourages risks in a para¬ 
doxical way. whereas a station like 
Capital wouldn’t dare play some¬ 
thing that was too loud or too slow.’’

Party time as the world ends 
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WORLD PARTY 
Bang! (Ensign 3 21991) 

PICKING up where he left off 
with the last World Party 
album. Goodbye Jumbo in 
1990. Kart Wallinger contin¬ 
ues to worry away at the theme 
of imminent environmental 
apocalypse like a dog gently 
gnawing on a worn, but stiD 
savoury old bone He tackles it 
with the delightful Ray Da- 
viesrStyie vocal and Crosby 
Stills & Nash-influenced har¬ 
mony chorus of the current 
single “Is It Like Today?". 
Next he goes at it with a quick 
burst of humour on the mock- 
operatic “And God Said — 
Then he takes the direct 
approach of “Give It Afl 
Away", with its stem warning 
about having your cake and 
eating it (“But that slice is 
gonna kill you") underpinned 
by a pounding go-go beat, a 
sequence that is reprised at the 
end of the album with addi¬ 
tional sirens and edge-of-cha- 
os guitars — the foil metal 
racket _ 

In keeping with his environ¬ 
mentalist philosophy. Wallin¬ 
ger is. a committal recyder of 
musical ideas and as well as 
the acts already mentioned 
there are bits scavenged from 
a wide range of sources: Stevie 
Wonder to the Electric Light 
Orchestra. 

Bur Wallinger’s tremendous 
gift for melody, his poetic ear 
and his quietly smouldering 
sense of mission elevate this 
work to a level that far tran¬ 
scends the sum of its influ¬ 
ences. The achingly beautiful 
tune of “Hollywood”. the art¬ 
less hippie innocence of “Sun¬ 
shine" (“Sometimes you just 
blow my mind") and tne 
combination of sprightly 
country shuffle and zonked 
out. backwards-taped psyche¬ 
delia of “ Kingdom Come are 

just some of the toudies which

AERO SMITH 

Get A Grip (Geffen GED 
24444) 

PERHAPS it is something to 
do with die impending mfllen- 
nhun. but even Aerosmith — 
not a band best known for 
their social concern — have 
started banging on about the 
state of the planet “There’s 
something wrong with the 
world today/The fight bulb's 
gettin* dim" sings Steven Ty¬ 
ler in “Livin’ On The Edge". 

His strangulated yelp of a 
voice still sounds infinitely 
more convincing when belting 
out a line such as “Take your 
Grey Poupon my friend/And 
shove it up your ass!" on the 
hyperthyroid rocker “Eat The 
Rich”. and overall the Get A 
Grip album is a reliable 
distillation of old-style heavy 


riffing and old-style cock-of- 
the-walk attitude. 

like the Rolling Stones, in 
whose image the band was 
fashioned. Aerosmith have got 
away with dragging an eter¬ 
nally delinquent image into 
middle age. This album, like 
Pump before it combines a

performances. It hardly seems 
fair on their contemporaries. 

ZAKIYA HOOKER 
Another Generation of the 
Blues (Sflvertone ORE 526) 

ZAKIYA HOOKER is the 
middle-aged daughter of the 
venerable John Lee Hooker, 
and although she was. natu¬ 
rally enough, surrounded fcy 
blues music and musicians in 
childhood, she has only re¬ 
cently started singing herself. 

In stark contrast to the 
instinctive and often ram¬ 
shackle approach of her 
father, her debut album is a 
tightly-scripted affair. From 
the acoustic guitar ballad, 
“Memory Left To Lose”, to the 
hom-driven shuffle of “Love 
Hotel” the arrangements are 
dipped and starched, and her 
firm, supple voice is forced to 
struggle against a rather 
smothering blanket of supper- 
dub politesse. Where she takes 1 
a tougher line, on songs such 1 
as “Dirty Things" or the slow 
blues of “Mean Mean World" 
(a duet with her father), she 
demonstrates a genuinely 
soulful touch. 

VARIOUS ARTISTS 

Deep Blues (Anxious 4509- 

91981) 

IN THE quest for authentic¬ 
ity. the producers of Deep 
Blues have gone a little too far 
in the opposite direction. The 
album is the soundtrack to a 
film, financed by (ex-Euiyth- 
mic) Dave Stewart’s produc¬ 
tion company, based on a 
book by American writer Rob¬ 
ert Palmer. Here, various ut¬ 
terly obscure blues veterans — 
have you heard of R.L Bum- 
side, Roosevelt “Booba” 
Barnes. Lonnie Pitchford or 
Junior Kimbrough? — vie to 
see who can get away with the 
dodgiest tuning and most 
dishevelled drumming. 

But there is magic in the 
muddle, and bouquets go to 
Jessie Mae Hemphill for the 
gentle, world-weary passion of 
her songs “You Can Talk 
About Me" and “Shame On 
You" and to the harmonica/ 
guitar duo of Jack Owens and 
Bud Spires for their crusty but 
peerless “Devil Blues”, a 
sound lifted direct from the 
motherlode.

Aerodynamics hold key 


WHEN Eamonn Martin 
lined up for the start of 
NutraSweet London Mara¬ 
thon, the only last-minute 
preparations he had to make 
were to check that his shoe¬ 
laces were tied, and that he 
had remembered the Vase¬ 
line (Alix Ramsay writes). 
But for the wheelchair en¬ 
trants. the technology that 
goes into their marathon 
challenge is more akin to the 
preparations for a Formula 
One motor racing grand 
prix. Today race chairs are to 
standard issue wheelchairs 
what Ayrton Senna's 
McLaren-Honda is to a 
Morris Minor. 

Chair design has im¬ 
proved overtheyears, and all 
but one of the competitors 
last Sunday used a three- 
wheeler with a long wheel¬ 


base to give greater stability 
over rough roads and 
around corners. Chair de¬ 
signers are always looking 
for lighter, stronger frames, 
to create racing machines 
that can reach 40 miles an 
hour on downhill sections. 

The women’s champion. 
Rose Hill, who set a course 
record on Sunday, uses a 
£1,500 British-made 
Bromakin chair, with car¬ 
bon-fibre wheels, the wheels 
costing more than the frame 
at £1,750. “The carbon 
wheels roll better, and on 
downhill runs, they make 
the difference,” she said. 
“That, with a good tucked 
position in the chair, and 
you can lose your opponents 
veiy quickly.” 

Peter Canuthers — who 
finished second in the 
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quadraplegic race — owns 
Bromakin Wheelchairs, 
building tailor-made chairs 
for clients. Once he has 
established the size and 
physical restrictions of a new 
customer, the most impor¬ 
tant question is their level of 
motivation. 

“I have to know what son 
of contortions they are will¬ 
ing to put themselves 
through,” he said. “To be 
aerodynamic, they should 
race in a kneeling position 
with their feet tucked behind 
them and their chest resting 
on their knees — and that is 
not comfonable." 

Race-day conditions can 
affect performance. The 
choice of grip on the gloves 
and whether to pot adhesive 
on the pushing rim in case it 
rains can cost vital seconds.

injured her left knee in training and 
had to use a treadmill at a fitness 
centre to prevent damage bom 
pounding on the road. The joint gave 
way early in the race and with ten 
miles to go. she got a "burning 
sensation” in her right ankle.

Cooke feels 
lions can 
make quick 
impact

THE lions’roar will be heard 
from the moment the British 
Isles and Ireland touring par¬ 
ly arrives in New Zealand, the 
team management said yester¬ 
day. Even in the first week of 
preparation in the Bay of 
Islands, before the opening 
match against North Auck¬ 
land. Geoff Cooke hopes to 
convince his hosts of die 
quality of the 1993 touring 
parly. 

Players and management 
assembled near London last 
night for their first weekend 
together since the party was 
announced. Though they will 
concede players to significant 
league and cup matches to¬ 
morrow (among them Ian 
Hunter, die wing who must 
prove his fitness for North¬ 
ampton against London Scot¬ 
tish after a fingering knee 
injury) Ian McGeechan. the 
coach, wiD take the chance to 
build in the minds of his team 
a concept of how he believes 
the AH Blacks may be beaten. 

“I have a picture of how 1 
want us to play.” McGeechan 
told a Rugby Union Writers' 
Chib lunch in London yester¬ 
day. “That does not reflect any 
one style of play that we have 
seen in the five nations. Cer¬ 
tain parts of our team can. if 
used property, give New Zea¬ 
land a lot of trouble. There are 
other areas we have to im¬ 
prove on to compete. 

“We have to match New 
Zealanders in their attitude, 
their thinking and how they 
perceive the game: We must 
not be out-thought. There are 
no easy games in which we 
can even experiment Every 
player has to realise that every 
game will be a test match, a 
test against somebody, and 
that means we will be asking a 
lot of everyone all the time." 

Cooke, the manager, be¬ 
lieves the Lions can create a 
positive impression from the 
outset “That first week in New 
Zealand will be tremendously 
important, when we must set 
ourselves high standards and 
look a thoroughly professional 


outfit We have to be flexible 
and adapt to referees, to local 
interpretations. 

“It can create a bad impres¬ 
sion if you come in demand¬ 
ing discussions with local 
referees. It’s up to us, as 
management, to see the play¬ 
ers can respond to the way 
referees approach the games." 
The first of die three interna¬ 
tionals will be handled by an 
Australian, probably Brian 
Kinsey, and the other two by a 
Frenchman. 

Gavin Hastings, the tour 
captain, ranks the series win 
by the Lions against Australia 
in 1989 higher than Scot¬ 
land’s 1990 grand slam and, 
on his fourth trip to New 
Zealand, emphasises that rep¬ 
utations will count far nothing 
unless earned before critical 
New Zealand eyes. 

McGeechan will also 
emphasise the significance of 
the first Lions tour to New 
Zealand for ten years. He is 
convinced that the Lions and 
World Cups can co-exist de¬ 
spite criticism — notably from 
Australia— and that the tours 
should continue for the benefit 
and improvement of players 
Grom the home countries. 

But both he and Cooke 
warned of the demands being 
placed on the leading group of | 
players; “Administrators have 
to look hard at what they ask 
of the top players," 
McGeechan said. “You can’t 
play 40 or so games in a 
season. A lot of success at the 
top level is down to willpower 
and you don't want to erode 
that sort of determination by 
thumping in game after 
game." 

Cooke added that players 
sought international involve¬ 
ment “That's the icing on the 
cake, ir’s what players want 
and if you want to reduce the 
commitments pliers have to 
meet, you must reduce the size 
of the domestic cake."

Dubai-based filly nurtured in desert sun 

Dayflower has classic start

French-trained 1.000 Guin¬ 
eas favourite, will have to 
overcome the inconvenience of 
a cross-channel journey when 
she contests the first fifties’ 
classic on Thursday.

Anthony Mildmay-White, 
the chairman of the disci¬ 
plinary committee, ex¬ 
pressed regret for the 
publicity that had singled 
out the Irishman as one of 
the chief targets of the new 
whip roles. 

Mildmay-White ex¬ 
plained: “As 1 said at the 
seminar, there is no vendet¬ 
ta against Adrian Maguire 
and ( meant it. We therefore 
very much regret that Ma¬ 
guire has received this pub¬ 
licity: it was certainly not my 
intention that he should.” 

Maguire remained silent 
at Cheltenham, where he 
rode a doable on Space Fair 
and Flashthecash. But his 
agent. Dave Roberts, said: 
“Adrian has spoken to a 
solicitor but we want to see 
this Jockey Club statement 
in print before making fur¬ 
ther comment” 

Maguire, one of the most 
sought-after jump jockeys, 
featured in a series of videos 
used by the committee to 
illustrate the new stricter 
measures being introduced 
to curb whip abuse. 

Mildmay-White told re¬ 
porters who attended Tues¬ 
day's (mess seminar that the 
jockey would have to change 
his whip style if he is to 
avoid future suspensions.

I t began in the garden of 
Eden: Big G" proudly 
presents Adam and Eve. 
No doubt about it — match¬

lions, spectators have gone off 
one-sided contests with pre¬ 
dictable outcomes. On paper 
Williams has a squeak, though 
if Bruno fails to win. the 
outcome will be too terrible to 
contemplate. 

Williams is a 33-year-dd 
loner from Westchester. New 
York, who lasted 93 seconds 
against Tyson. “The referee 
should hare lei the fight go on: 
1 was in good shape, just 
getting warmed up." His fin¬ 
est hour was in 1985 when he 
lost to Larry Holmes on a split 
decision. That was then. 

Nevertheless, the reason 
Duff got him instead of me (1 
could not have managed, Sat¬ 
urday is my birthday) is that 
outside chance of an upset.

Dejected Pakistan must find inspiration in adversity

Ambrose: great impact 


IT WOULD be nice to be proved 
wrong, but l find it difficult not to see 
Pakistan coming to grief in the second 
Test match starting here today. West 
Indies are cock-a-hoop after their 
victory in Trinidad; for 63 years they 
have proved almost invincible at 
Bridgetown, and Pakistan are down in 
the dumps. 

No other side has a record on a 
particular ground which bears any sort 
of comparison with that of West Indies 
at Kensington OvaL Of the 28 Test 
matches to have been played there, 
they have lost only one — against 
England on a sticky pitch in 1935 — 
and they have won the last 1 J. Only 
twice have they come near to losing a 
second time — against Pakistan on 
their last tour here, when West indies 


scraped home by two wickets, and a 
year ago, when South Africa, nettling 
201 to win. readied 123 for two before 
they froze: 

For Pakistan to have any hope of 
winning now'. Wasim Akram and 
Waqar Younis will need to find 
inspiration in adversity, and yesterday 
even Wasim was feeling under the 
weather. They have worked wonders 
several times before, and it would 
make for some dramatic cricket if they 
were to do it again. In theory the venue 
should be right for them. Kensington 
having a reputation for being one of 
the world’s faster pitches. 

But there is a snag to that for 
Pakistan, for fast pitches suit West 
Indies, too. In the last five Test innings 
in which Ambrose has bowled on the 
ground his figures are 118.2-48-198- 
21 (average 9.4j. If this giant of a 
bowler could have been found a 


grandmother from Karachi and 
changed sides overnight, Pakistan 
would probably be starting as 
favourites, such is theimpact he makes. 

That Pakistan got a stack of runs 
against England in England last 
summer was because everybody gets 
runs against England. Since then their 
Test scores have been 216 and 174 
against New Zealand and 140 and 
165 in Trinidad. 

They might have appeared better 
equipped today had they not left Salim 
Malik and Shoaib Mohammad be¬ 
hind. As it is. at No 3 and No 5, two 
key positions in tile order, they have 
Inzamam and Basil AIL who. for- all 
their promise, are Test novices. 

Pakistan are thinking of bringing in 
Shatad Ahmed to keep wicket which 
he does only occasionally, in the hope 
that Ik might strengthen the batting. 
Like Mushtaq Ahmed and AqibJaved. 


Rashid Latif, (heir No 1 wicketkeeper, 
has his back in a brace. However, the 
consistently low-scoring match which 
would give Pakistan their best chance 
of victory is not quite as unlikely as 
might be supposed. 

The Caribbean is no longer the 
batsman's paradise that legend has it 
to be. There were 15 matches in this 
season's Red Stripe Cup, and in those 
there were 12 totals of under 150 and 
another ten of under 200- 

In the two matches at Kensington, 
Barbados were bowled out for 213. 
117 and 79, Guyana for 113 and 
Trinidad for 178 and 122. The walls of 
the pavilion here may be lined with 
photographs of Walcott. Weekes and 
Worrell standing, padded up, in front 
of scoreboards displaying their great 
feats of amassment but they are mostly 
from another era, another game—and 
that, at least, is as well for Pakistan.

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Fervent supporters provide reaffirmation of faith at Ibrox

TH E most impressive act of Rang¬ 
ers' final night in Europe came 
after the play. It was when 43.142 
spectators turned Ibrox into a 
cathedral of sound, a deafening 
and extended standing ovation to 
their players, many of whom were 
in tears believing they had failed. 

Out of such failure conies reaffir¬ 
mation of faith. This was a 
contradiction to' the base modem 
maxim of winning at all costs. 
Rangers came dose, but emphati¬ 
cally they are not winners; not that 
is. victors on the night or in a 
European campaign that now 
takes Marseilles and Milan to the 


champions’ cup final in Munich 
on May 26. 

What the crowd were telling the 
players, and telling the world, was 
that they are ready to start again, 
ready to prove the power base, the 
communion between spectators 
and performers, that has rebuilt 
Rangers FC. “The fans’ reaction 
was some phenomenon," observed 
Ally McCoist after the lights had 
gone out and his eyes had dried- 
“Only the 11 boys out on the park 
could realty appreciate the emo¬ 
tion. These were Glaswegians 
showing their real colours, and I 
tell you after the initial disappoint¬ 
ment, there are a lot of proud bpys 
in the dressing room." 

U only his head or his feet had 


shown such precision during the 
game. It is inevitable we should 
pick on turn; he has grown rich 
and famous on his ability to score 
the goals and take the limelight. 
And thankfully, he is irrepressible 
enough to come out talking when 
his own contribution had regis¬ 
tered five chances, five misses, only 
one requiring a save. Indeed, the 
overall tally for Rangers was 26 
shots, nine on target 
McCoisfs inability to do what 
he instinctively does week in week 
out is football's equivalent to the 
Rubik Cube. Why does a proven 
predator turn to such profligacy? It 
was emphatically not a lack of will 
or of ability to dodge European 
markers and a sweeper. McCoist 


was the Pimpernel in blue, finding 
space here, there, and everywhere 
behind the red Russian lines. 

There were moments when no 
one could claim it was lade oE 
control, moments when the ball 
obeyed his touch, and put him ink) 
gilt-edged scoring positions. So 
what was it? The final act, the 
scaring, demanded nothing to be 
done at any greater pace or 
cleverness on this night than any 
other. Yet this athlete who had 
scored 52 times in 50 matches 
already this season, simply found 
that the harder he tried, the more 
success eluded him. 

Wednesday was the night in 
which one displaced Croatian, 
Alen Boksic. did once for Mar¬ 


seilles what McCoist could not do 
from five opportunities for Rang¬ 
ers. Some say that he cannot do it 
at the higher level, and that in 10 
European games this season, he 
has scored only twice, home and 
away against Leeds. 

Their evidence is that he has not 

put the ball into the net of a 

European dub since 9^5^ 
1990, when he scored against Rea 
Star. "I couldn’t believe my first 
header went wide," McCoist said, 
dying to fathom his own strange 
night "1 certainly had chance, 
and not converting them was a bit 

of bad luck, a bit of bad finishing, 

and some great goalkeeping." He 
smiled, paused, and added. “May- 
be you’ve beard that line before. 


Maybe. McCoist has nothing 
more contemplative to offer. Strik¬ 
ers five on perseverance and 
intuition. They have neither ex¬ 
cuses nor explanations, and if we 
assume that McCoist is highly 
strung, thai he lives on the edge, 
then surely this is the same 
creature who has decided league 
championships and cup finals in 
Scotland? 

For the national team, ms 
failure is only relative: 15 goals in 
45 games. And the case that he 
might have been missing his 
suspended partner, Mark HatdQf. 
also dissolves on recognition that 
five times he got dean away, five 
times he missed the target 

McCoist is as human as the rest 


of us. that once in a rut, even a 
peculiar one that lingers only for a 
single competition, he is finding 
the devil’s own job of working his 
way out of it 

possibly the moment which 
really cast Rangers so dear in 
Europe came a month ago in 
Bruges, where Hatdey, foolishly 
got himself sent off. Planning, 
forethought, and judidous dub 
building have put Rangers ahead 
of English dubs. They built an aH- 
seater stadium long before Lord 
justice Taylor decreed that Eng¬ 
lish dubs should do the same, aid 
they are now coming up with 
financial schemes that will put 
them further and further ahead. 
Good luck to them.

LAN Wright, die Arsenal strik¬ 
er. is out of England's crucial 
World Cup group two qualify¬ 
ing match against Holland at 
Wembley next Wednesday. 
His place in the FA Cup final 
against Sheffield Wednesday 
on May 15 is also in doubt 
Wright broke the little toe of 
his right foot during Arsenal's 
J-l Premier League draw 
against Nottingham Forest at 
Highbury on Wednesday, al¬ 
though he later scored his first 
goal for seven games. He 
thought he had suffered only 
bruising but an x-ray later 
revealed the extent of the 
injury. 

Graham Taylor, the Eng¬ 
land manager, may now give 
Teddy Sheringham. the Tot¬ 
tenham Hotspur forward, his 
international debut, although 
he has the option of reviving 
the partnership of David Platt 
and Les Ferdinand, which was 
responsible for five of the six 
goals England scored against 
San Marino in February. 

Taylor yesterday added two 
defenders — David Burrows, 
of Liverpool, and Martin 
Keown, of Arsenal — to his 
squad because of doubts about 
the fitness of Keown’s team¬ 
mate, Nigel Winterburn. He 
damaged ankle ligaments 
against Forest but is expected 
to recover in time to face 
Holland. 

Wright who has not scored 
in eight games for his country, 
will need to prove his fitness 
during Arsenal's sequence of 
five league games in 11 days 
leading up to the Cup Final “I 
always look on the bright side 
and I won't even think about 
missing the final" he said. 

“I'm very disappointed I'm 
going to miss the Holland 
game because it would have 
been a good yardstick, not 
only for myself but for the rest 
of tile England team. I think 
we will give them a good 
beating." 

Gary Lewin. the Arsenal 
physiotherapist said: “It is too 
early to say whether Ian’s Cup 
Final place is in doubt We'll 
see how the injure has healed 
after a couple of weeks. Hope¬ 


fully. it will have settled down. 
If not, we’ve got problems." 

Sa too. have Wales, who 
face an equally vital group 
four tie against the Represen¬ 
tation of Czech and Slovak 
Republics — formerly Czecho¬ 
slovakia — in Ostrava next 
Wednesday. 

Already deprived of three 
first-choice central defenders 
— Eric Young, of Ciystal 
Palace, and Marie Aizlewbod, 
of Bristol City, who are sus¬ 
pended. and the injured Clay¬ 
ton Blackmore, of Manchester 
United — Terry Yorath, the 
Wales manager, has since 
learned that Kevin Ratcliffe. of 
Cardiff City, damaged a ham¬ 
string in the Welsh Cup semi¬ 
final against Wrexham on 
Tuesday and is also doubtful. 

The Welsh FA (WFA) yester¬ 
day invoked the Fifa six-day 
rule, which means that four 
first division dubs involved in 
promotion and relegation 
games tomorrow wfll not be 
able to field their Wales 
playere. 

The dubs affected are Ports¬ 
mouth (Kit Symons), Swindon 
Town (Pail Bodin), Oxford 
United (Andrew Melville) and 
Derby County (Mark Pem- 
bridge). 

Portsmouth were incensed. 
They had already brought 
forward their game against 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
by 24 hours, from Sunday, to 
enable Symons to play — a 
decision that cost them abort 
£100,000 in lost television 
rights and advertising. 

“Terry Yorath led us to 
believe we could play Kit on 
Saturday, which is why we 
changed the game," Jim 
Smith, the Portsmouth man¬ 
ager, said. “ rf they had stuck to 
their original decision, none of 
this mess would have 
happened." 

Alan Evans, secretary of the 
WFA, said: “The situation was 
aggravated by the Ratcliffe 
injury." Evans, though, con¬ 
ceded that the WFA decision 
was “unsatisfactory in that it is 
a late decision. I have sympa¬ 
thy for Portsmouth because 
they tried to assist us.”
